- nities , and diſthroning others: And in all 
Kingdoms (even amongſt the barbarous Ame- 
ricans) War hath ever been, and yet is, held 
in high eſteem, and of great Importance ; as 


well for -the preſervation of their Laws and 


Rights , as for the defence of their Dominions; 
for which War is permitted by the Laws of 
God , is ns 36 by the Laws of Nature, and 
commanded by the Laws of Nations. And to 
excite men to valour and noble Atchievments, 
Reward, or Honours is conferred upon ſuch 
that merits the ſame, according to their De- 
ſerts, for the defence of holy Church, their 
King, and Country. 

War being therefore of ſuch concern, it be- 


| hovethevery prudent Prince , for the welfare | 


of his People, to be always prepared for Peace 
or War, either Offenſive or Defenſive , both 


for Forreign Invaſion , or the ſuppreſſing Do- ; 
meſtick Inſurretions ; wherefore it hath been | 


- found expedient tojoyn good Laws(the Friends

of Peace and Reſt) unto Arms; War being 
always accompanied with men of audacious an 
furious Spirits. 
 Fuſtinianus , tor the uniting of Laws and 
Arms, appoitited one Officer, called a Pr #tor, 
to comrnarid both Martially and Civilly; which 
Name the Romans continued for their General 
of War, and by his Office had Authority both 
Martial and Civil. By which it appears that 
War cannot endure without the aſliſtance of 
Law : and wiſe men, in former Apes, did hold 
that Prudence and Power ought not to be ſe- 
parated ; of which Opinion was Horace, ſay- 
ing, Vs expers conſil:i mole ruit ſua. Like- 


wiſe for the ſame reaſon, learned Writers were / 


induced to commend valiant Captains and wiſe 
Counſellors, as it were joyntly and in one rank;

Of War, and the Cauſes thereof. 


Iſcord is common to all men, and that 
' occaſioned either by Revenge for Inju- 
ries done, out of covetouſneſs in gaining that 
which belongs toothers ; for ambition in gain- 


ing Fame by noble Vidories, or ſuch like , 
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Reaſons; and this maketh one City to wage 
war againſt another , one Province to invade 
another , and whole Kingdoms to oppreſs one 
another, even to a Conquelt if they can. 4- 
 +ſtotle proveth that ſome men by nature are 
| born to Command, and others to Obey : by 
which it appears that War 415 neceilary, as well 
o compel thoſe to Obedience , as the others 
to hold their Authority. The Romans did 


ſometimes judge it convenient to make War 


only to train up their Youth fit for Service, and 
to keep them from idleneſs, which breedeth 
Intemperance and —_— And by Adti- 
on, Princes that are martially inclined , have 
not only gained Renown , but alſo much en- 
larged their Dominions. Yet I am of the Opi- 


nion.,, That War ovght not to be made without | 


juſt cauſe, and when the Engmy cannot be per- 
ſwaded to reaſon by Embailadors, prudent 

' Princes and Commanders do not wage War 
unadviſedly ; and when they do, they ſhould 
follow the Example of Trajanus, who ob- 
ſerved theſe Cautions ; to be careful to ſupply 
the places of his ſlain Souldiers ; to repreſs the 
enemies pride ; and according to Military Dii- 
cipline , conſtrain Mutiners to Obedience and 
Order. 


Of Soulaiers. 


CORN men profeſſing Arms, according 
to Ulpranus, were called Milites a mali- 
tia, id eſt duritia; that is, were ſo named in 
reſpect of the hardneſs and danger they endure 
in defence of other people, or becauſe they 


keep off the injuries which enemies do offer. 
He that defireth to enjoy the Honour belong- 


ing to Arms , ought firſt to prove himſelf a 
Sad; uldier : which by the Civil Laws may be 
Jone three ways; the firſt is by Certificate trom 
aptain or Officers ; ſecondly, he ought to 
107 mh and manhood in 
irdly, to be regiſtred in 


artial Afﬀairs ; and 


- __  theLiſtof received Souldiers : and none other 


_ properly ought to be termed Souldiers. 
_ By ancient Cuſtom , Souldiers always took 
" an Oath not to abandon their Captain or Camp, 
not to commit Treaſon , nor conſult with one 
another privately to cauſe mutining, and the 
like. Martianus the great Door, did re- 
zet Bondmen as perſons unfit and unworthy to 
be called Souldiers ; and no perſon' that hath 
_ committed any infamous Crime, of which he 
is convicted, ought afterwards to bear Arms; 
_ ſohonourable is the Name and Dignity of a 
_ Souldier. 
_ _ Fheperſonsexcuſed from bearing Arms, are 
Prieſts, and all in Holy Orders , all Graduates 
' in Schools, all men above the Age of 60 years, 
and thoſe under the Age of 17 years.

 Fpes Reward. 


1 Officers . and honeſtly to all men, were called 


Veteran, and had great favour ſhewed ther - 
and that when any Yeteran had honeſtly ſer. 
ved them the ſpace of twenty years, he way 
then called Emeritus, and might have his dif: 
miſſion to end his days in peace and-quietneſs , 
with the enjoyment of divers Immunaties , be. 
ſides ſignal marks of Honour according to their 
merit ; which was a great encouragement to 
Youth to be trained up in Mihtary Service, 
which oft-times they made uſe of, appointing 
Tutors to inſtruct them therein, and theſe they 
called Tyrones. | 

And as on the one hand the Romans reward- 
ed them for good Service, ſo on the other they 
inflicted puniſhments according to the hej- | 
nouſneſs of the Offence ; as for Treaſon, Dil- 
obedience, Abandoning their Colours, and 
Afiiſting the Enemy ; alſo for Thett, Murther, 
and Cowardiſe, which they eſteemed moſt vile. 
The experience of which was ſeen when Spra- 
czacus defeated the Romans , conducted by 
Craſſus : For preſently upon that diſhonour , 
Craſſus commanded a Decimation , and put to 
death a tenth man in every Legion, for not 
having couragiouſly behaved Iimſelf; which 
being done , he began the fight afreſh, and 
although their number was leftened, yet were 
they victorious, and made havock of the Ene- 
my. Andif it happened that a Souldier was 
degraded for any Offence, it was deemed more 
diſhonourable unto him, than a puniſhment 
either Corporal or Pecuniary. 

The Donatives or Rewards which the Ro- 
mans uſed to beſtow on deſerving Souldiers , 
were either advance of Honour, increaſe of 
Wealth, or both ; and that more or leſs , ac- 
cording to their Deſerts : ſome of which I ſhall 
here give account of. To him that had dil- 
mounted an Enemy ( if a Foot-man.) was gi- 
ven a pot of Gold, ora piece of Plate; and if 
an Horſe-man, an ornamental Badge to be ſet 
| on his Creſt. He that firſt mounted the Wall 
| of an Enemies Town or place of Fortification , 
had a Crown of Gold. O#avins Ceſar, after 
the Philippian War, gave unto the Legionary 


| Souldiers certain Crowns, and unto every 


Captain a purple Garment. Fulins Ceſar, 
Mr his Trump for Victory againſt fl 
ax, gaveunto every Souldier tive thouſand 
Groats, to every Leader twice as many , and 
to every Horſe-man double ſo much. Pomperus 
having overcome Mithridates, before he tri- 
umphed , beſtowed upon every Souldier five 
hundred Groats , and upon the Captains a far 
And Alexander Severus 
lid uſually ſay , That Souldiers would not /ive 
in awe of their General, if they were not 
well clothed, well fed, well armed, and 
ſome mony in their Purſes. _ 

Nor was the- Romans ſlack in their Re- 
wards unto their Generals; for beſides rich 
Preſents, they conferred Honour on them, and 


received them home with triumphal Arches F

put what need we fetch all theſe Examples 
from the Romans, when our modern Princes 


do the ſame: witneſs the high advance to 


Honour and Riches that our Soveraign, King 
Charles the Second, beſtowed on that truly 
foyal and much deſerving Subjed, George late 
Duke of A/bemarle ,, whom TI ſhall anon take 
more occaſion to ſpeak of : Nor hath his Maje- 
{ties Favour been only ſhewed on him, but on 
divers others , as their Merits deſerved ; ſome 
of which I ſhall alſo take occaſion to ſpeak of 
in place more convenient. 


of Ambaſſadors or Legats. 


HE Office of an Ambaſſador is of ſo 
great Honeur and Truſt , that none are 
imployed therein , but ſuch as are ſufficiently 
known unto their Prince for Perſons of Inte- 
grity, Prudence, Knowledge in State Aﬀairs , 
and ſuch as will be firict Obſervers of their 
Maſters Commands. The Romans had fo high 
an eſteem for Ambaſſadors, that whenfoever 
any came to Rome, he was farſt brought unto 
the Temple of Jatwrnus, where his Name 
was written before the Prefeftiari, and from 
thence he was conduRted to deliver his Embaſie 
to the Senate. Ambaiſadors ought to be in all 
Countries inviolable ; and whoſo offered Vio- 
lence unto them, was thought to have done 
contrary to the Law of Nations : which cauſed 
Publins Mutius to command , That whoſoe- 
ver did aſſault an Ambaſſador, ſhould be deli- 
vered up to the Enemy from whom the Am- 
baſſador was ſent; and although the Enemy 
received him not, yet was he to remain an 
Exile. | 
Ambaſſadors are generally imployed by their 
Prince for the Confirming or Eſtabliſhing of 
Peace, a Truce, or Leagues: To demand Re- 
ſtitution for things unjultly detained , or Satis- 
faction for Injuries done :- To eſtabliſh or adjuſt 
Commerce, or the like. And they are ſent 
( and ſo likewiſe received ) in ſome State and 
Grandure befitting ſo high a Dignity. 

The Ceremonies, in many Countries, for the 
Confirming and Eſtabliſhing of Peace,a Truce, 
and Leagues have been diverſly uſed. 

The Lacedemonians confirmed their Trea- 
ties with great Sacraments, ſwearing to ob- 
ſerve the ſame juſtly, and withour fraud. The 
Tartarians cauſed ſome weapon of War to be 
brought , and thereupon they took an Oath 
to obſerve the ſame ; which done, they drank 
of the water wherein the weapon was waſhed. 
The Grecians (after the death of Cyrzs the 
younger ) confirming a Peace with Arieno, a

of thoſe Beaſts the Grec:ans dipt their $ rords, 
and the Barbarians their Launces, each\pro- 
teſting to obſerve Fidelity and Friendſhjp to 
each other. And the Romans uſed this Cere- 
mony , that when Peace was made, the Pre- 
tor, the Conſul, or Senate delivered to the Fe&- 
cial an Herb called Verbeza, or Graſs pull'd up 
2 the root, and therewith ſome Boughs of 

erbena , together with a Flint taken out of 
the Temple of TP Feretrius ; which 
done, the Fec:al cauted a Sow to be brought 
to the Market-place, and holding a Scepter in 
bis Hand, having his Head covered with a 
Cloath, he crowned himſelf with a Crown of 
Verbena ; then beſeeched he Jupiter, Mars,and 
the other Gods, that if any of the Parties failed 
to pertorm their Agreements , that then he 
ſhould be fitricken and ſlain like the Sow ; after 
which Imprecatiors her Body was cut with the 


| Flint, upon which they caft Fire and Water , 
and fo their Sacrifice was folemnized.

gile and Crafty , ſfubje&t to Choller , Malice, 
and Pride, than the-Szede, Muſcovzte, or other 
Septentrional People remoter from the Sun, 
who are more inclined to Valour and Animoſt- 
ty) and the Nations proximate to the Sun have 
their Blood ſeccicated , which cauſeth Melan- 
cholineſs, and are noted for the fearching in- 
to the ſecrets of Nature. The Greets are in- 
clined to Anger , but noted to have been ex- 
quiſite Mechanicks. The Egyptians and Jews 
are addicted to Superſtition and Idolatry. The 
Turks and Tartars to Cruelty : yea, the 
careleſs Americans to Luſt and Idleneſs, 
repreſenting the Golden Age in AY modern 
Lives, who are, according as Ovid fanſies , 
the ancient World.

alty , which being tranſmitted to Rome, was 


confirmed by Pope Aarian about) the Year |

For France it may alſo be Anſwered ; That 


we were conſtrained to 'vindicate a juſt Title 
to that Crown by force of Arms, when Argu- 
ments and fair Means would not prevail : and 
for the loſs of it , 'tis apparent 1n all Hiſtories , 
that our Diſcords at home, not the Courage or 
Force of France forced us to quit the ſame, 
gaining with few Blows what otherwiſe they 
would not ſo much as have attempted. Add 
hereunto the covetouſneſs and envy of ſome 


' Command, will yield any tearms to a Forreign 
Enemy , rather than maintain an Army in pay 
for their ſecurity ; by which facile Conceſſions 

chafed , we diſcourage our 
Souldery, ſuffer them to loſe their Diſcipline, 
and to degenerate by Sloath and Idleneſs ;

The Diviſion of War ( for ſo much as con« 
cerns England ) may be of two ſorts or kinds; 
v1S, Terene and Naval; in open Field, or up. 
on the Seas. The Art and Exerciſe of both 
are abſolutely neceflary, 1t being impoſlible 
for us to ſecure our Shoars , if weare not Ma. 
{ters of the Seas; nor were we evcr vidorious 
in our Tranſmarine Attempts, before our E- 
nemies Naval Forces were conquered, as aj 
pears by the Hiſtories of Edward the Third. 
Heary the Fifth, &c. Thus are our Oaken 
Caſtles our ſecureſt Bulwarks to defend us from 
our Enemies ; nor can we offend them abroad 
without theſe floating Squadrons ; how need- 
ful then 1s the excellent employ of Navigation 
to our Nation, and how glorious, or rather 
terrible might we be to the Univerſe, if we 
did more encourage it, by maintaining a Roy- 
al Navy, and having an Army ready upon any 
 occafion ; be 1t either by ſtanding Troops , or 
a reformed and well diſciplined Militia, which 
is held more gratetul co the People in gene- 


ral. | 
Philip ae Comines tells us of his own know- 


| ledge , That the Ezg/lz/h, at their firſt Arri- 


val in France, were very raw, and ll diſci- 
plined Souldiers ; but within the ſpace of two 
or three weeks, which they ſpent in mode- 
rate Exerciſe , before the French could rally 
up a Force to engage them, they grew expert 
in their Weapons , and became fit for the Field- 
Service : from whence he concludes, That the 
Engliſh, of all People in the World, are the 
moſt prone to War, and apteſt to make good 
Souldiers. Our late Actions at home and a- 
broad juſtifie our ligitimate Succeſſion from 
ſuch valiant Anceſtors ; nor is there any thing 
ſo much wanting amongſt us, as Encourage- 
ment to the truly generous Martial Spirits. 
Charles the Fifth adviſes his Son to preſerve 
his old Souldiers from floath by conſtant Exer- 
ciſe, and to train up the Youth of Span under 
Leaders who had Lands, Goods , and Relati- 
ons , to ſecure their Loyalty to the Crown , 
if they were naturally addicted. to Arms ; be- 
cauſe ſenſe of Honour, or ſhame of Puniſh- 
ment, with the loſs of Eſtate , mult neceſſari- 
ly prevail more with ſuch , than can be expe- 
&ed from others who carry all their Intereſt in 
their Perſons, and have nothing to care for 
but their own ſafety. Alſo the priviedge of 
wearing a Martial Robe; the priority of place 


in ſome publick Aſſemblies , or the like, would 
much encourage Youth to Martial Diſcipline. 
Nor is this only a Span; Device , but *twas 
the practiſe of the Romans , who had their

carry in his Hand the general Enſign of the . 
Army , which was very ponderous, to ſhew 
that his Souldiers ſhould not refuſe to undergo: 
any Labour that ſhould be required fron 
them. | | | 
Amongſt the many good properties required 
in a General, nothing is more commendable 
than Liberality ; and on the contrary, Cove- 
touſneſs as much deteſtable : for hard it is to: 
attend the Afﬀairs of War,. and be overmuch: 
in love with Money. Yet that Commander , 
who with Honour and good Conſcience can' 
attain to Wealth', is not to be difliked ; for 
thereby he may upon an emergent occaſion” 
ſupply the wants of a neceffitated Army. 
And that General is moſt to*be eſteemed, 
who ( as a Souldier ) knoweth how to offend” 
his Enemy, to govern .his own Forces , paz 
tiently to ſuffer want, and to endure labour , 
heat,and cold : For ſometimes it is foirnd, that” 
he who hath Authority to 'command, want- 
eth another to command him, for want of 
true Kriowledge of thoſe things that belons* 
unto his Office ; for it is more difficult for 1 
General+or' Commander” to know what be- 
longeth urito him, than to execute the Office 
of that place , ſeeing that ' Skilt ' muſt pre- 
cede Action , and uſe go before Commands - 
ment. i 

It is expedient for all Princes and:Comman-*- 
ders to be well read in Hiſtories ; and princi- 
pally thoſe' that concern the Attions of their 
Anceſtors. And this ( as ſome believe) cau-- 
ſed King Edward the Third (when he made 
War againſt Robey? : the Second, King of* 
Scots ) to order a certain Monk to attend' 
him in that Expedition , to write” down all 
the Actions of that Enterprize: Mahomet the 
Second, Emperour of the Tiur4s'; endeavour- 
ed much to know the Hiſtortes of his Prede- 
ceſſors, arid gave liberally unto one John Ma- 
11a of Vincenza ,; to write the Vietories he 
obtained againſt T/ſſancaſſan King of Perſia. 
Much more praiſe and-*honour 15 due unto 
thoſe Commanders, that byzlong Service, and 
due degrees of War, have deſerved the Titles © 
of 


many a brave Army. It were to be wiſhed 
that ſuch Roman Spirits were now to be found 
amongſt us, and then 'tis probable the War 
' might have proved more ſuccesful : but now 
adays ſuch true Valour gives place to Intereſt, 
and to an Officer of Fortune, the dread of 
being disbanded, makes a Victory more fatal 
to him than a Foil ; for who will beat his 
Enemy , that muſt feel a want when he has 
none to appear againſt ? What then' more 
ſerviceable than a well diſciplined Militia to 
be imployed upon all occaſions-,, at Sea and 
Fand ? For the Officers ( as men of Eſtates ) 
would be glad to win Honour with hazard of 
their Lives; and if they ſhould return with 
the loſs of a Limb , would not put the King 
to the Charge of a Penſiof:: And for the 
Souldiers. when diſmiſt , may immediately 
fall to their Trade, or to Husbandry, plea- 
ſing themſelves to tell their Neighbours the 
Story of their Adventures. Thus the large 
Armies of Horſe , which ſupport the Turk:/h 
Empire, are maintained. Thus is Poland 
preſerved from the power of the Turk : and by 
this very way were our Kings: anciently 
guarded , their Caſtles defended , their For- 
ces for Conqueſt, as well as Defence, mu- | 
ſtered up ( vs. by Knights Service) as our 
Hiſtories and Law Books ſufficiently demon- 
ſtrate.

A General of Horſe { according to Plato ) 
ought to be made by the conſent of the 
whole Army. The Prefed or great Com- 
manders were elected by thoſe Souldiers that 
bare Targets : The Trib4uni militum had their 
advancement by. the voice of Men at Arms ; 
and other Captains or Commanders of a low- 
er quality were choſen by the chief Gene- 
ral. And that Perſon that in Service was 
moſt painful , in Actions moſt induſtrious , 1n 
Perils meft reſolute, in Counſel moſt provi- 
dent, and in Execution moſt quick , was by 
the Chieftains elected for their Emperor. 

. Leo the Emperor , in his Book entituled , 
The Preparation for War , ſpeaking of the 
EleQtionof a General, ſaith, That to 4now 
the generoſity of a Horſe, or a Dog , we have 
regard to his fr Operations , rather than 

"to the Dam or Sire which. begot him; even 
fo the Nobleneſs of a Man ought to be conſider- 
ed by hu proper Valour and Vertue , and not 
by the Blood of thoſe that brought him into 
the World, neither of the Glory of hu An- 
ceStors, which oft-times degenerates. TI con- 
feſs, to aim more at the Nobſeneſs of the Blood 
than at the neceſſary Vertues of the Perſon 
choſen., is a dangerous Error in time of Acti- 
on, and proved fatal to Phocas the Emperor, 
when he ſent his Nephew Manzce/ againſt the 
Sarazens , being a Tour. Man of no Experi- 
ence, yet ſtubborn in his Reſolves; who, 
contrary to the Vote of his Council of War, 
followed his Enemy till he was drawn by them 
into certain Streights, and hemmed-in, and 
the moſt part of his Army flain. Faze#; 114.6.

A Charge of ſo grand an Import ought 
therefore to be beſtowed upon a worthy Per- 
ſon , whoſe Vertues have been tryed in times 
of trouble, one ( if to be found ) whoſe con- 
dud hath been crowned with Succeſs.

our grand Victory at Sea in the Dutch War 
under the Conduct of his Royal Hiphneg 
FZames Duke of 7ork. Ner are we ar pre- 
{ent deſtitute of Captains of the Blood Roy. 
al , which are endowed with all Virtues ang - 
Princely Qualities requitite tor fo great Im. 
ploy : Let me but mention his Royal Highneſ 
the Duke of 7or4, and all Chriſſendome wilt 
ſecond me, to his eternal Fame ; that neither 
Alexander , Ceſar , nor any orher old Cap- 
tains ſhewed greater Courage or Skill , paſled 
through greater perils by Land or Sea than he 
hath done ; nor is there any Perſon in Ey- 
rope that can juſtly diſpute for Glory with 
bum , or whoſe Lite hath been fo illuttrious. 
Let us but conſider, How that at Twenty 
years of: Age he had traced moſt part of 
Chriſtendome to encounter glorious Actions : 
that fince he has been engaged in all forts of 
Combats, wherein he hath been Conqueror: 
That he hath appeared magnanimous in Cam- 
paigns, Leguers, Battels, and Seiges by Land; 
in the moſt turious and dreadtul Sea fights , in 
which he hath given life to ſome Enemies, 
and taken it from others : His eſcaping ſuch 
Hazards, and paſling by Domeſtick Broyls 
with a Princely Scorn , would half perſwade 
a credulous perſon that he had evaded the 
time of dying , and that for the World's gene- 


ral good it were decreed , he ſhould endure as 


long as the Sun and Moon to ſupport the Gran- 
dure of the BYrttz/h Monarchy , in the Perſon 
of his Sacred Majeſty King Char/es the Second, 
and-his lawful Succeſlors. 


Next to his Royal Highneſs, we may juſtly 
commemorize his Highneſs Prince Rupert, 
Duke of Bavar:a, Count Palatine of the 
Rhine, Duke of Cumberland, Earl of Holder- 
neſs, ©c. who from his Birth was deſigned for 
Warlike Atchievements : for. the calamities 
that followed that illuſtrious Family from Bo« 
hemia to the Palatinate, forced the Queen 
and this Infant Prince into the Low Commrzes, 
where he paſſed his tender Age in the pradti- 
ſing the knowledge of Military Afﬀairs ; inſo- 
much that at about the Age of Thirteen 
years he marched under the command of 
the Prince of Orarge to the Serge. of Rhzne- 
erg , and proved fo good a Proficient in that 
rough Study, that at the Age of Eighteen he 
was thought fit to command a Regiment of 
Horſe in Germany. In the Battel of Zemgows, 
1638. being taken by the Imperaliſts under 
the Command of Count Hat=feld,he remain- 
ed a Priſoner above three years, till by the 
Mediation of his Uncle, the King of Great 
Brittain, he was ſet at Liberty: And in re- 
quital of which kindneſs, hearing that Zng- 
land was in an uproar , he poſted hither, and 
tendered his Service to his Uncle , who in Ar- 
10 1642 graciouſly received him; and at a 
Chapter held at Tor4, was made Knight of the 


moſt Noble Order of the Garter. *I was then 
a 
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a time of Attion , and each party endeavour- 
ed ro gain a Reputation by their Valour at the 
opening of the War; in which his Highneſs 
had the Fortune to rout a party of the Rebels 
Horſe near #orceſter, commanded by ofie 
Colonel $:nds.

renceſter , the railing of the Siege of Newark, 
Litchfield and Latham-houſe , the taking of 
Briſtol, and thoſe bloody Battels at Newber- 
ry and Marſton-moor , in all which he was a 
principal Actor , and in ſome the chief Com- 
mander. And as an acknowledgment of his 
Majeſties Favours tor theſe his many hazards 
and good Services done, he was created Duke 
of Cumberland ; and in Anno 1644-was made 
Generaliſiimo of his Majefties Forces in the 
room of General Ruther : He marcheth from 
Oxford with the King Northwards. In Mzy 
1645. takes Lezceſter by ſtorm ; but hearing 
that Fairfax and Cromwell had beleaguer'd 
Oxford, he returns, diverts their Deſign, and 
fights rhe fatal Battel of Naz6y againſt them : 
Is afterwards beſieged in Br:ſtot by Farrfax, 
which he furrenders upon Articles;and thence 
marcheth to Oxford , where he continued, till 
the King deſpairing of any relief, quitted the 
Garriſon, and went into Jrottand. Orford 
being delivered up , the Prince takes the be- 
-fit of the Articles of Surrender to tranſport 
himſelf into France : was afterwards Admiral 
of ſ1:h Ships as left the Rebels to pay their 
Duty to their Soveraign Prince, in which he 
ran many hazards, and eſcaped the perils of 
the Seas ; but his Brother, Prince Maurzce , 
periſhed in a Hericane. At laft he returns 
to Pars to the King, and from thence goes 
into Germany, where he remained till his Ma- 
zeſties moſt happy Reſtauration, by whom 
he was affectionately invited and welcomed 
into England in Anno 1662. and made a Pris 
vy Councellor. In the year 1666. was joyn- 
ed Admiral with the Duke of Albemarle a- 
gainſt the Tauich Fleet, and reſcued him from 
the danger that he and his Squadron were 
in, being aſſaulted by the Daurch's whole 
Fleet, wheri ours was unhappily divided; but 
the Prince's feaſonable Aſſiſtance ſecured our 
Honour , and put the Enemy to a ſhameful 
flight. In the year 1673. he went Admi- 
wo Sea againſt the Dutch. Theſe his A- 
ions are remunerated by a Penſion of Four 
thouſand pounds per Annum; and the War- 
denſhip of Windſor Caſtle. Thus you ſee 
the life of a Hero to be like a Voyage at Sea , 
compoſed of Calms and Tempeſts, which un- 
expectedly ſucceed each other. |

ture Succeſs. In a long progreſs of time a 
Coward may become a Conquerour : Some 
others from mean Adventures, paſſing 
through groſs Errors, grow-to Experience, 
and in time pferiorm great Exploits : Bur 
as there are few Rivers Navigable from their 
tirſt Fountain; fo are ſuch Men doubtleſs 
very rare and fingular, who have not any 
need either of growth or years, nor are ſub- 
jet either to the Order of Times, or Rules 
of Nature. Proceed brave Prince in the path 
you have ſo fairly traced out, and let the World 
ſee your renowned Valour. 


Of a lower Orb, we may juſtly boaſt of 
our Engliſh Fabius, General Monk, who 
ſo wiſely wearied out Lambert by his de- 
lays, and cajoled the rebellious Rump Par- 
liament. He was a Perſon of great Valour, 
Experience and Prudence, whoſe Loyalty 
and Conduct hath wes him a never dy- 
ing Fame to be celebrated by the Pens and 
Tongues of all good Subjects, whilſt the Name 
of Britain laſteth.

Of Honour General and Particular. 


SMS ONOUR is the Reward 
Va) (© of Vertue, as Infamy the 
Recompence of Vice; and 
he that deſireth ro mount 
her footiteps ( as natural- 
ly all men in ſome degree 
or other are addicted unto) 
muſt arrive thereunto by the way of Vertue : 
which was ſtrictly obſerved by the Romans; for 


Dignities byBirth were not enough to advance 


them thereunto, if they were not endowed. 


with Heroick and Vertuous Qualifications;and 
Honour ſhould be a Teſtimony of their Excel- 
lency therein. Some Learned Writers ſay , 
That Honour conſliſteth in exterior Signs ; and 
Ariſtotle calleth it Maximum bonorum exte- 
riorum : Others fay it is a certain Reverence 
in Teſtimony of Vertue. Honour is of great- 
er eſteem than Silver or Gold, and ought to

be prized above all Earthly Treafure.-- And

for the encouragement of Youth to vertuous 
Atchievements, the Romans were no more 
ſlack in their Rewards and Badges of Honour, 
than they were in their puniſhment of Vice, 
which was moſt deteſtable unto them. And 
Marcus Tullius ludying to reſtrain the Vice 
of Youth, by Law ordained eight ſeveral pu- 


| niſhments , which he called Damnum, Vincu- 


la, Verbera, Talio, TJenominia, Exilium , 
Mors, Servitus. 

The Eniigns of Honour, which the Romans 
uſed to bettow in token of Dignity , were 


Chains of Gold, gilt Spurs and Launces , but 


principally Crowns of different forms ; which 
at firſt were made of Bays in token of Mirth 
and Victory, but afterwards they were made 
of Gold. 

The chief Crowns were Military , with 
which their Conſuls and chief Commanders 
in their Triumphs were crowned.

Ariftotle makes four kinds of Civil Nobi- 


lity, viz. Drivitiarum, Genere, Virtuts, 
to Di[cipline. 

Sir John Ferne defines Civil Nobulity to be 
an Excellency of Dignity and Fame, placed in 
any Kingdom or People, through the Vertues 
' there ſhewed forth to the profit of that King- 
dom. Which mad= Dzogenes to tearm No- 
bleneſs of Blood a Vail of Lewdneſs , a Cloak 
of Sloth, and a Vizard of Cowardiſe. 

_ Civil Nobility may be refined into a triple 
Diviſion ; firſt by Blood , fecondly by Merit, 
and thirdly by Blood and Merit ; which laſt 


without doubt is the moſt honourable, and of | 


reateſt eſteem : For certainly the Honour 
gained lives in his Family, and doth perpetu- 
' ate his Vertues to Poſterity ; whilſt the glory 
that thoſe by deſcents of Blood ſhine in, 1s 
' but the refleftion of their Anceſtors. For 
-all will judge the raiſer of a Family more ho- 
nourable than him that ſucceeded him, 
not adding to that Honour by any Merit of his 
own. Sothat it is the beſt honour the Son 
can do his deceaſed Father or Relation, to i- 
mitate his Vertues. | 

If any perſon be advanced by lawful Com- 
miſſion of his Prince, to any Place, Dignity, 
r publick Adminiſtration , be it either Eccle- 
 fiaſtical, Military, or Civil, ſo that the ſaid 
Office comprehends in it je, Bp: vel 
dignitats tiitulum, he ought to be received in- 
to the Degree of Gentility. And a Man may 
e ennobled. by Letters Patents from his

There are Nine ſundry Callings of Gentle- 
men. 

x. The firſt is a Gentleman of Anceftry 
which muſt needs be a Gentleman of Blood.” ' 

2. The ſecond is a Gentleman of Blood,and 
notof Anceſtry, as when he is the ſecond de- 
gree deſcended from the firſt. 

3. The thirdis a Gentleman of Coat Ar- 
mour, and not of Blood, ' as when he weareth 
the Kings Deviſe given him by a Herald. If 
he have lflue to the third Deſcent, that Iflue 
isa Gentleman of Blood. 
|  4- The fourthalſois a Gentleman of Coat 
Armour, and not of Blood ; as when the King 
giveth a Lordſhip to him and his heirs for e- 
ver ; then he may by vertue thereof bear the 
Coat of the Lord's making, the "Herald ap- 
proving thereof : But if any of the Blood of 
that Lordi{hip be yet remaining, he cannot 
bear the ſame. 

5. The tifthis a Chriſtian man, that in the 
Service of God and his Frince kills a Hea- 
then Gentleman, he ſhall bear his Arms of 
what degree ſoever ( a Knight Banneret ex- 
cepted and uſe his Atchievement without a- 
ny difference, ſaving only the word of the 
ſame miſcreant Gentleman. Tf he alſo have 
Iflue to the fifth Degree, they are Gentiles of 
Blood. Note that no Chriſtian may bear a- 
nother Chriſtians Coar, nor a Pagan a Pagans 
Coat, on the Condition aboveſaid : But it an 
Engliſh man in the Field , when the Banner 
Royal is diſplayed , do put to flight any Gen- 
tleman which is an Enemy to bis Prince from 
his Banner of Arms the Engliſh Soul- 
dier may honour lus own Coat in the Siniſter 
Quarter. with the proper Coat of the Gentle- 
man that he ſo put to thght,

7. The Seventh 1s when a Yeoman's Son 1s 
advanced to Spiritual Dignity , he is then a 
Gentleman, but not of Blood ; bur if he be a 
Dodtor of the Civil Law, he is then a Gentle- 
man of Blood. . 

$. The Eighth is called a Gentleman untry- 
al, as brought up in an Abby, and ſerving in 
good calling, and alſo is of kind to the Ab-

9. The Ninth is called a Gentleman Apocri- 
fate,ſuch a one as ſerving the-Prince as a Page, 
groweth by diligence ot Servize to be Steward, 
or Clerk of the Kitchin, and 1s without Badge 
of his own , except when the Prince by the 
Herald endoweth him with ſome Contfance, 
£9c. 

Ariſtotle in his Politichs reciteth four kinds 
of Nobility ; that is, Nobleneſs of Riches, 
Nobleneſs of Lineage , Nobleneſs of 'Vertue, 
and Nobleneſs of Science : amongſt which , 
| thoſe of Vertue and Lineage are of chief eſti- 
marion, being ſuch from whence the others do 
proceed. - 

As ſome write, Nobility began to be advan- 
ced ſhortly after Noah's Flood : For when poſ- 
ſeſſions were given by the conſent of the peo- 
ple ( who had all things in common,and were 
of equal degree )they gave them to ſuch whom 


s \ | 
they admired for their Vertues, and from 


whom they received a common benefit. 

The Law of Arms, which is chiefly diredted 
by the Civil Law, muſt needs be very ancient; 
for field nor fght cannot be continued with- 
out the Law ; therefore 'tis to be preſumed it 
began when Battels were firſt fought in the 
World ; and the bearing of Arms was come to 
ſome perteCtion at the Siege of Troy; for He- 
tor of Troy bore Sable,two Lyons combattant, 
Or. | 
It is written by an ancient Author, called 
Geſta Trojanoy. that a Knight was made be- 
fore any Coat-Armour ; and how. Aſterzal, 
who came from the Line of Fapheth,had a Son 
named O1:4:0n, who was a ſtrong and mighty 
man, and when the people multiplyed , being 
without a Governour , and were warred upon 
by the people of Cham, they all cryed upon 
0114101 to be their Governour; which accept- 
ing of, and men being muſtered under him, 
his Father made to his Son a Garland of Nine 
divers precious Stones, in token of Chivalry. 
Then O1:4:0n kneeled down, and his Father 
took Japheth's Faulchion that Tabal made be- 
fore the Flood , and ſmote him nine times on 
the right ſhoulder, in token of the nine Ver- 
tues of Chzvalry. Alſo Aſfter:al gave to his 
Son O1:410n a Target made of an Ohve Tree, 
with three Corners, two above his Face, and 
one beneath to the ground-ward.

O love, honour, and fear God, to wall 
after his Commandments, and to his 
power defend and maintain the Chriſtian Res 
ligion ; To be loyal and ſerviceable to his 
Prince and Country;To uſe Military Exerciſes;

| betore worldly wealth; to be charitable to

As in Man's Body, for the preſervation of 
the whole , divers Functions and Offices of 
Membersare required; even {ſo in all well go- 
verned Common-wealths, a diſtinction of per- 
{ons 1s necellary ; and the policy of this Realm 
of England, tor the Government and Main- 
tainance of the Common-wealth, hath made 
a threefold Diviſion of perſons; that is to 
ſay, 

Firſt the King,our Soveraign Monarch{under 
which Name alſo a Soveraiga Queen 1s com- 
priſed, as 1t is declared by the Statute made in 
the firſt of Queen Mary,cap.1. Parlam.z.,) 

Secondly the Nobles, which comprehend 
the Prince, Dukes, Marquiſſes, Earls, Viſ- 
Son , and Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral. 

Thirdly the Commons, by which (general 
word is underſtood Baronets, Knights,Eſquires, 
Gentlemen, Yeomen, Artificers, and Labour- 
ers. 

It is obſerved, that our Law calleth none No- 
ble under the Degree of a Baron, and not as 
men of Forreign Countries do uſe to ſpeak , 
with whom every man of Gentle Birth 1s 
counted Noble : For we daily ſee, that both 
Gentlemen and Knights do ſerve inParliament, 
as Members of the SITS; < Neither do 
theſe words the Nobles , the high and great 
men in the Realm, imply the Perſon and Ma- 
zeſty of the King : but with the Civilians the 
King is reckoned among the Nobility. 


he Nobility are known by the general 


Name of Peers of the Realm, or Barons of 


Cn ; for Dukes, Marquitles, Earls, :nd 


 Viicounts did anciently fit together in re 


King's 
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King's great Council of Parliament as Barons, 
and in night only of their Baronies: And there- 
fore by the general Name of Barons of the 
Realm, and tor the Baronage thereof, we un- 
deriiand the whole Body ot the Nobility ; the 
Parliament Robes of the Dukes differing no- 
thing from the Barons , but tnat they wear 
the Guards upon their Shoulders three or four 
folds : For though Dukes, Marquitles, Earls, 
and Viſcounts in their Creations are attired 
with Ornaments of Silk and Velvet; yet 1n 
Parliament they uſe the ſame that Barons do, 
made of Scarlet, with divers differences of 
white Fur ſet as Fringes or Edgings on their 
Shoulders ; and although they tit in right of 
their Baronles, 54 they take their places ac- 
cording fo their degrees of Dignity. 

And hence it is that thoie bloody Civil 
Wars concerning the Liberties granted in the 
Great Charter, both in the time of King 7obr, 
and Henry the Third, his Son, proſecuted by all 
the Nobility { ſome few excepted ) are called 
in our Hiſtories the Barons Wars. Neither 
have the Spiritual Lords any other Title to 
that preheminence, but by their ancient Ba- 
ronies : For although originally all the poſleſ- 
ſions of Biſhops, Abbots, and Priors, were 

iven and holden in Frank Almoign ; moſt of 
help Tenures were altered, v7z. Baronza, as 
appeareth in Matthew Pars A. 1070. fol.66. 
and of that Tenure have continued ever ſince, 
_ as you may read by the Conſtitutions of C/a- 
rendonin the Reignof Henry the Second, and 
in Glanvile and Brafon. But the Tenures of 
all Abbots and Priors were extinguiſhed by 
the uniting and coming of them to rhe Crown 
by the Statute of Difſolution'of Monaſteries : 
For though the Nobility of Eng/and differ in 
Titles and certain Ceremontes, yet a Baron en- 
joyeth the ſame priviledges. | 

And by experience it is found, That Dukes 
and all other degrees of' Nobility in Caſes Cri- 
minal are tryed by: Barons, together with Mar- 
quiſſes, Earls, and Viſcounts, as their Peers, 
and Peers of the Realm. 

 Nobilitas generally is of the word | Noſco] 
fgnifying in common phraſes of ſpeech, Men 
of Generoſity of Blood and Degree; and there - 
fore it is ſaid, V:r n0b114 idem eft quod notus, 
& per omnra ora vnlgatis : But cſpecially it is 
applyed and uſed to expreſs the reward of 
Vertue in honourable meafure, A gerers clari- 
_ rate, which being in part of diſtributive Ju- 

ſtice, remaineth with the higheſt Soveraign 
annexed to the Imperial Crown of this Realm. 

For as Vertue is the gift of none but of God, 
ſo the reward thereof with Honour cannot be 
the pift of any but the Supreme Governour, 
being God's Vicegerent on Earth. But when 
Honour and Arms be beſtowed upon any, if 
there ſhall ariſe contention between Competi- 
tors for the ſame, the ancient mnt of this 
Realm hath ordained a Special Court ; the 
Judges whereof in all 'times having been |

Right Honourable Perſonages, v:=. the Lord 
High Conſtable and the Earl Marſhal ; and in 
latrer times the Judge thercof only the Ear 
Marſhal. The Juritdiction of the Court con- 
lilteth in the Execution of that part of dillri- 


butive Juſtice, which concerneth the advance. 


ment and ſupport of Vertue. 

Nevertheleſs ſome men there are, not duly 
conlidering of what principle and parts the 
Laws of this Realm do confiit, have laboured 


; to prove that the Queſtions and Controverties 


of Nobility and Arms ſhould not be determined 
by the Laws of the Realm, but by the Civil 
Law, framing to themſelves many Arguments 
to prove the tame; but being of ſmall value 
pais them over. ; 

The Common Laws, as alſo the Laws of 
Charity uſed in the Marſhals Court , do prohi- 
bit any Subject of this Realm to receive Titles 
of Honour and Dignity by gitt or donation 
irom a Forreign Prince, King, or Emperor ; 
for 1t 1s a thing greatly touching the Majeſty 
of the King and State of his Kingdom , Eft us 
Majeſtats © inter inſignia ſumm# poteſta- 
ts. 

And if a man ſhall bring an Action, andin 
the Writ 1s ſtyled by ſuch a Forreign Title, the 
Defendant may plead in Abatement of his 
Writ, That he is no Duke, Marquis, Earl or 
Baron ; whereupon if the Plaintiff, as demand- 
ed, take Iilue, the Iiſue ſhall not be tryed by 
the Jury, but by the Records of Parliament, 
wherein he faileth. 

And if any Engliſh man be created Earl of 
the Empire, or ot any other Forreign Nation, 
and the King alſo do create him into any Title 
of Honour in England, he ſhall be named in all 


| Judicial proceedings only by fach Name and 


Title as he hath received from the King of this 
Realm, whoſe Subject he is. And if by the 
King of Zzg/and he be not advanced to Title 

Honour, then he ſhall bear the name only 
of his Baptiſm and Surname, unleſs he ke 2 
Knight. For experience teacheth that Kings 
joyned in League together by certain mutu- 
al,and as it were natural, power of Monarchies 
according to the Laws of Nations, have diſ- 
miſled one anothers Subjeds and Ambaſſadors 
graced with the Dignity of Knighthood. 

A Duke of PO , or of another Forreign 
Nation, cometh into England by the King's 
ſate Condu, in which alfo the King doth 
{tyle him Duke, according to his Creation ; 
nevertheleſs in all proceedings in the King's 
CONE he ſhall not be fo ſtiled by his Title of 

1gnity. | 

And although the ſaid Noble perſon be 
alfo by the King's Letters Patents, and by 
his Forreign Name and Title of Dignity 
made Denizon ( for that is the right Name 
ſo called, becauſe his Legitimation is given 
to him): Or if he be naturalized by Au- 
thority of Parliament, wherein he ſeemeth 
to be in all things made as a Subject born, 
yet 
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vet ſhall he not be ſtyled by his Foreign Titles 
of Dignity. 

And fo it is if a Nobleman of Farce, or 
elſewhere, come into £EAnghind as Ambatlia- 
dor, and by lawful Marriage hath a Son, 
and the Father dieth, the Son is by Birth a 
Natural Enghthman, yet he ſhall not bear 
che Fitle ot Honour of his Father; and the 
reaſon thereof is , becauſe that Title of No- 
bility had its Original by a French King, 
_ and not by any natural Operation : which 
thing is well proved both by Authority of 
Law and Experience in theſe days. 

Ifa Pcſtnains of Scoiland or Ireland ( who 
in theſe days is a Natural Subject to the 
King of Erel/ind ) or if any of his Poſte- 
rity be the Heirs of a Nobleman of Jcot- 
land or Trelind, yet he is none of the No- 
bility of Ergluns: But if that Alien or 
Stranger born a Scot, be ſummoned by the 
King's Writ to Parliament, and therein 1s 
ſtvled by his Foreign or other Title, where- 
unto he is inveſted within Eng/and by rhe 
King's Grant; then, and from thencetforth he 
is a Peer of this Realm ; and in all Judicial 
and Legal Proceedings he ovght to be ſo 
{tviled, and by no other Name. And it was 
the Caſe of G:lbert Humfrevile Earl of 
Angus in Scotland; for it appertaineth to 
the Royal Prerogative of the King, to call 
and admit an Alten born to have place and 
voice in his Parliament at his pleaſure ; al- 
though 1t 1s put in practice very rarely, and 
that for great and weighty Conſiderations 
of State. And if after ſuch Parliamentary 
Summons of ſuch a. Stranger born queſtion 
do ariſe, and the Ifſue be, whether he ts 
_ of that Title or no? it may well be tryed 
by the Record, which is the only lawtul 
try al in that Caſe. 

But there is a Diverſity worthy of Obſer- 


vation , for the higheſt and loweſt Degrees | 


are univerſal ; and therefore a Knight (Eng- 
gliſh or Stranger born ) is a Knight in all 
Nations, in what place ſoever he received 
his - Title and Dignity, and ſo ought of 
right, and by Law, to be named in the 
King's Courts as aforeſaid. 

Alfo if the Emperor , the King of Der- 
mark , or other Foreign King, come into 
this Realm by fate conduct ( as he ought ; 
for a Monarch or abſolute Prince, though he 
be in League, cannot come without the 
King's Licence and ſafe Conduct; but any 
Subject to ſuch a Foreign King in' League, 
may come without Licence.) In this Caſe 
he ſhall ſue and be ſued by the Name of 
Emperor or King, or elſe the Writ ſhall a- 
bate. | 

There is a notable Preſident cited out of 
Fleta , where treating of the Juriſdiction of 
the King's Court of Mar/halſea, it is ſaid, 
And theſe things he might lawfully do by

King of Erglavd ( the King himſelf being 
then at Pars) with filver Diſhes lately 
ſtoln ; at which deed the King of France 
did claim Cognizance of the Plea concern- 
ing that Theft by Juriſdiction. of that 
Court of Paxrx. The matter being diverl- 
Y debated in the Council of the King of 

rance, at length it was Ordered, That 
the King of Ezg/and ſhould uſe and enjoy 
that Kingly Prerogative of his Houthold , 
who being Convicted by Robert Fitz-John 
Knight, Steward of the King's Houſhold , 
of the Thett, by conſideration of the faid 
Court, was hanged on the Gallows in St.

And here by the way may be noted 
from thoſe recited Books alledged, That the 
perſon of the King in another King's Domi- 
nions 15 not abſolutely priviledged, bur tiat 
he may be impleaded tor Debt or Treſpaſs, 
or condemned tor Treaſon committed with 
in the ſaid Dominions : For it is the gene- 
ra] Law of Nations, that in what place an 
Offence 15 committed, according to the 
Law of the ſaid place they may be judged, 
without regard to _ prividedge. Neither 
can a King in any other Kingdom challenge 
any ſuch Prerogative of Immunity from 
Laws: For a King out of his proper King- 
dom hath not merum Imperium , but onl 
doth retain Honors tutulos © dignitats ; to 
that where he hath offended in his own 
Perſon againſt the King in whoſe Nation 
he is, per oma 6itringitur, etiam quoad 
And the ſame Law is of Am- 


That Ambatladors are called Legats, becauſe 
they are choſen as fit men out of many ; 
and their Perſons be ſacred both at home 
and abroad, ſo that no man may injurioutly 
lay violent hands upon them, without 
breach of the Law of Nations, and much 
leſs upon the perſon of a King in a ſtrange 
Land.

In England, France, Spain9c. Kings are 
[tyled Dez Gratia, ©c. and as the French 
King 1s faid to be Rex Francorum Chriſtiani(- 
/emus, the moſt Chriſtian King of Frarxce;The 
[King of $p27z the moſt Catholick; The Em- 
perour the Detender of the Church : So the 
Kings of England, by a Bull from Pope Leo 
the Tenth, fent to King Henry the Eighth 
(tor a Book of Controverſie written by him 
againſt Luther ) have the Title of Defen- 
ders of the Faith; and by Act of Parliament 
he 1s declared Supream Head of the Church of 
England. 

It is the manner alſo for Kings to write in 
the plural Number( which is God's own ſtyle) 
Mandamus, Volumus, c. and in the Scrip- 
ture we find them called God's, in which ſenſe 
they may be ſtyled Div, or D1, quiz Dei 
Vicarii , © Det voce judicant. 

Our Lawyers allo ſay, Rex eſt Fern MIX- 
ta cum Sacerdote, habet Eccleſtiſticam © 
Sprritualem Furiſdiftionem. This ſhews the 
King's power in Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes , being a- 
noynted with Oyl as the Prieſts, and atter- 
wards the Kings of T1/rae/ were; which figni- 
fies his perſon to be both Sacred and Spiritual. 
And therefore at the Coronation hath put up- 
on him 2 Prieſt's Garment, called the Dalmy- 
tica , or Colobium, and other ſuch Veſts, 
And betore the Reformation, the King, as a 
Spiritual perſon, received the Sacrament in 
both kinds- He is capable of holding Tithes; 


{ all Extra-Parochial Tithes, ſome Proxies, and 


other Spiritual profits belong to the King. 
The Ceremonies at the Coronation of the 
King are many , and with us in Zzg/anud more 
than in many other Countries; As the A- 
noynting with Oyl , which is proved by Mr. 
S$e12en to be of above one thouſandyears ſtand-

He is crowned with an Imperial Crown, the 
Crown ſet on his Head by the Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury ; a prerogative belonging to that 
See, asSitis in Spazn to Tolego, in France to 
Rherms, and in Sueden to T/pſaliga. 

But this Imperial Crown hath not been 
long in uſe amongſt us { though our Kings 
have had Imperial Commands , as over Jcoz- 
land, Ireland, Man, and other Iſles) being 
in a manner like that of an Earls now. Net- 
ther is it found that any ſuch thing as a Dia- 
dem was at all in uſe, until the tune of Corz- 
ftantine the Great : For before the diſtinction 
was fome kind of Ghaplet, or rather a white 
filk Fillet about the Head , which was an or- 
dinary way to diftinguiſh them. And we read 
' that Alexander the Great took off his white 
Diadem to cure the madneſs of Je/encas. 

The firſt King that was crowned with this 
Imperial Crown floried and arched, was Henry 
the Third, but ſome ſay Hemry the Firit , and 
indeed it is left in diſpute. However, itis ve- 

probable and plain, That the ancienteſt'En- 
jen of Regal Authority was the | Scepter, 
which is every where ſpoken of, both in Scrip- 
ture-and Prophane Hftory. | 

There is another Enſign of their Authority, 
which is a Globe or Mound with a Croſs, which 
hath been in uſe among(t us everfince Edward 
the Confeilor's time, which is placed in the left 
hand, as is ſeen in. moſt of their Coyns: The 
Croſs denoting his}Faith , the Globe his Em- 
pire by Sea and Land ; as 'tis faid of Fuſlinran 
the Emperor, who was the firſt that ever uſed 
it 


The Office of the King of England, accord- 
ing to Forteſcue, Pugnare bella populi ſui &© 
eos rettifſime judicare, to fight the Battels of 
his people, and.toſee Right and Juſtice done 
unto them : or more particularly ( as 1s pro- 
miſed at the Coronation ) to preſerve the 
Rights and Priviledges of Holy Church, the 


Royal Prerogatives belonging to the Crown, | 


the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Realm, to do 


Juſtice, ſhew Mercy,keep Peace and Unity,c. - 


The King is enabled to perform this great 
and weighty Office by certain extraordinary 
powers and priviledges which he holds by the 
Law of Nations, by the Common Law of Exe- 
land, or by Statutes. The Rega/za were an- 
ciently called Sacra Sacrorum ( as his Lands

encreaſe the number of the Members of Eoth 
Routes, by creating more Peers of the Realm, 
and betiowing priviledges upon ang other 
Towns to fend Burgeiies by Writ to Parlia- 
ment - and he may retuſe ro ſend his Writ to 
ſome others that have fate in former Parlia- 
ments. He hath alone the choice and nori- 
nation of all Commanders and Officers for 
Land and Sea-ſervice ; the choice and ele. 
on of all Magiſtrates, Counſellors, and Officers 
of State ; ot all Bithops, and other Eccleſia- 
fuck Digmtics; allo rhe betowing and con- 
terring of Honours, and the power of deter- 
mining Rewards and Punuhments. 

By Letters Patent his Majeſty may ere 
new Counties, Univeriittes, Biſhopricks, Cities 
Boroughs, Colledges, Hofpitals, Schools, Fairs, 
Markets, Courts of Judicature,Forelts,Chaſes. 
Free Warrens, &c. > 

The King by his Prerogative hath power to 
entranchiſe an Alien, and make him a Deniſon 
whereby he is'enabled to purchaſe Lands and 
Houſes; .and to bear Offices. :He hath the 


-power to grant Letters of Mart or Repriſal ; 


to grant fate Condudts, Sc. He hath at all 
times had the right of Purveyance or Pre- 
emption of all ſorts of Vidtuals within the 
Verge, v:2. Twelve miles round of the Court; 
and to take Horſes, Carts, Ships, or Boats, for 
the Carriage of his Goods, at reaforiable rates. 
Alſo by Proclamation to fet reaſonable rates 
and prices upon Fleth, Fiſh, Fowl, Oats, Hay, 
Sc. ſold within the limits of the Verge of the 
Court in the time of his Progreſs. 

Dcbts due to theKing are 1n the firſt place to 
be ſatishied incaſe of Executorſhip Admi- 
niſtratorſhip ; and until the King's Debts be 
ſatisfied, he may protect the Debtor from the 
Arreſt of other Creditors. He may diflrein 
for the whole Rent \upoen one Tenant that 
holdeth-not the whole Land : He may require 
the Anceſtors Debt of the Heir, though not - 
eſpecially bound: He is-not obliged to demand 
his Rent according to the Cuſtome of Land- 
lords: He may diltrein where hepleaſeth, and 
ſue inany of his Courts. _ 

No Proclamation can be made but by the 
King.

' The honour of Precedency amongſt Chri- 
ſtian Kings is often diſputed by their Ambatlla- 
dors and Commiſſioners repreſentative at Ge- 
neral Councus, Diets, publick Freaties, and 
other Honourable Aflemblies at Coronations , 
Congratulations in Foreign Countries, &c. 
which by the beſt Information I can get is thus 
ſtated; As to England, next to the Imperial

Ri- 
cardett, and Lews Varreyken. The Engliſh 
challenged precedency as due to them betore 
the Emperor Charles his time, as doth appear 
by Volatteramin the time of our Henvy the Se- 
venth , when the like difference being in que- 
ſtion, *twas joyntly referred to the Pope, who 
adjudged to England the moſt Honourable 
place : But Sin paniards refuſing to ſtand to 
that old Award, or to admit of an equality, 
the Treaty of Peace broke up; neither hath 
any certain Reſolution been hitherto taken in 
the matter,as ever I heard of;

HE King's Eldeſt Son and Heir | 
apparent, from the Day of lus 
Birth, is entituled Prince, of the 
Latin word, quaſe Prancipals 
wa poſt Regem. 

The firſt that we read of in Eng/and was 
Edward, eldeſt Son to King Henry the Third, 
ſirc2 which time the eldett Son of the King 
hath been by Patent and other. Ceremonies 
created Prince of Wales, and Earl of Cheſter 
and F/znt. By Patent alſo Edward the Third, 
in the Eleventh year of his Reign, added the 
- Dukedom of Corrwal to the Principality of 

Wales ; and Ano Regni: 36. he makes his eld- 
eft Son Edward the Black Prince, Prince of 
Aquitain, tor which he did Fealty and Ho- 
Ny at Weſtminſter, Sed tamen Principatum 
Walle, Ducatum Cornubie,Comitatum Ceſtrie 
© Cantiz non reliquit. Walſing. fol.172. 

Since the Union of Ezgland and Scotland , 
his Title hath been Magre Britannie Prin- 
ceps, but ordinarily Prince of Wales. As eld- 
cit Son to the King of Scotland, he is Duke of 


Rothſay, and Seneſchal of Scotland trom his 
Birth : And fo long as Normandy remained in 
the polleſſion of the Engliſh, he had always 
the ſtyle of Duke of Normandy. 

- At his Creation he 4s preſented before the 
Kingin Princely Robes, who putteth a Coro- 
net upon his Head, a Ring oft: his middle 

Finger, a Verge of Gold in his Hand, and his 
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ronet, formerly of Croſſes and Flower de lis, 
mixed. But ſince the happy Reſtauration 
of his Majeſty it was ſolemnly ordered ,that the 
Son and Heir apparent to the Crown of Zng- 
land ſhall bear his Coronet of Croiies and 
Flower de lis. with one Arch, and in the 
midſt a Ball and Croſs, as hath the Royal Dia- 
dem. That his Royal Highneſs the Duke of 
Tork, and all the immediate Sons and Brothers 
of the Kings of Exgland,ſhall uſe andbear their 
Coronets, compoſed of Crofles and Flowerde 
lis only : But all their Sons reſpectively, having 
the Title of Dukes, ſhall bear and uſe their 
Coronets compoſed of Leaves only, as the _ 
Coronets of Dukes not being of the Royal” 
Blood. "oY 
Note, That by Order, not Creation, our # 
reſent King was admitted Prince of Wales, 
had the Principality with the Earldom ot; 
Cheſter, &c. confirmed to htm by Patent , and 
was allowed to hold his Court apart from the 
Kings. 

The Prince by the Common Law is reputed 
as the ſame Perſon with the King , and fo de- 
clared by Statute temp. Hen. 8. Fhie Civilians 
ſay, The King's eldeſt Son, during his Fathers 
life may be ſtyled King by the Law of Nations, 
becauſe of his ſo near Relation to the Crown, 
that if the Father die he 1s 7pſo momento Rex, 
though he be not crowned. A uſual cuſtome 
in $a, and once allowed here to Henry, Son 
of King Henry the Second; yet he holdeth his 
Seigniories and Principalities of the King, as *' 
Subjed to him, and giveth the ſame reſpect to 


him as other Subjects do. 
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He hath certain priviledges above other | 
perſons: To him it was permitted by the Sta- 
tute 24 Hen. 8. cap. 13. to wear Silk of the 
colour of Purple, and cloth of Gold, of Titlue 
in his Apparel, or upon his Horſe. And by 
the Statute 24 £9. 3.ca. 2. Takings ſhall not 
be from henceforth made by others than the 
Purveyors of the King, of the Queen, and of 
- the Prince their eldeit Son: And that if any 
mans Purveyor make ſuch takings, it ſhall be 
done of them as of thoſe that do without War- 
rant, and the Deed adjudged as a thing done 
againſt the Peace and the Law of the Land;and 
ſuch as do nor in manner aforeſaid, ſhall be du- 
ly puniſhed. 

To eſchew Maintenance, and nouryh Peace 
and Amity in all parts of the Realm, many 
Statutes have been made in the Reign of King 
Henry the Fourth , prohibiting the giving of 
Signs or Liveries to any but Menials ; never- 
theleſs by the Statute 2 Hem. 4. cap. 21. it 1s 
provided that the Prince may give his honou« 
rable Liveries or Sign to tht Lords , or to his 
Menial Gentlemen ; and that the ſame Lords 
may wear the ſame as it they were the King's 
Liveries ; and that the Menials of the Prince 
may alſo wear the ſame as the King's Menaals. 
But afterwards by occalion of divers other Sta- 
tutes made by ſundry Kings, for the ſuppreſ- 
ſing of that enormity of Maintenance, and of 
the general word in them , that priviledge of 
the Prince was abridged , or rather taken a- 
way, therefore the Statute 12 £4. 4. cap. 4. 
was made. : 

By the Statute 21 H. 8. cap. 13. the Prince 
may retain as many Chaplains as he pleaſeth, 
although all other of the Nobility ( except 
thoſe of the Blood Royal ) are conſtrained to 
a certain number ; and they, or any of them, 
may purchaſe Licence and Diſpenſation , and 
take and retain two Parſonages or Benefices 
with Cure of Souls. |

and all the Realm muſt take Cognizance, as of 
General Statutes : For every Subje&t hath in- 
tereſt in the King, and none of his Subjedts 
( who are within his Laws) be divided from 
him, being he is Head and Soyereign ; ſo that

tred by King Henry the Seventh in the Field: 
So infallible 1s the Law of Juſtice in revenging 
Cruelties and Injuries, not always obſerving 
the preſent time wherein they are done ; bur 
often calling them into reckoning; when theOf- 
tenders retain leaſt memory of them. 

But as the ſaying is, Ex mals moribus bo- 
ne leges oriuntur ; fo their Tragical and Mi- 
ſerable Combuſtions have occaſioned, that the 
Law hath eſtabliſhed more certain Reſoluti- 
ons 1n all theſe caſes and pretences againſt the 


| right Heir to the Crown than before. For firſt, 


though a common Opinion was conceived,that 
a Conqueror might treely diſpoſe of the Suc- 
ceſſion-of that Eſtate , which he had obtained 
by the purchaſe of his Sword (which was the 
Title pretended for Wi//:am Rufus) yet now 
in our Books this difference is taken for Law , 
12. between the Conqueſt of a Kingdom from 
a Chriſtian King, and the Conquelſt of a King- 
dom from an Intidel : For if a King come to a 
Chriſtian Kingdom by Conqueſt, ſeeing he hath 
Vit & necis potefiatem, he may at his plea- 
ſure alter and change the Laws of that * rm 
dom ;- but until he doth make an alteration 
thereof, the ancient Laws do ſtand; and 
therefore the caſe of Rufus, the ancient Law 
of this Realm being, That the eldeſt Son 
ſhould inherit, and that a King in poſſeſſion 
cannot deviſe the ſame by his laſt Will , or by 
other At; therefore the ſaid W/7;1/;am Rufus 
was no other than'a Uſurper. But if a Chri- 
{tian King ſhould Conquer :a Kingdom from an 
Infidel, and being then under his ſubjetion , 
there zpſo faffFo the Laws of the Infidels are 
abrogated ; for that they be not only againſt 
Chriſtianity, but againſt the Law of God and 
Nature , mentioned in the Decalogue : and in 
that caſe, until certain Laws be elitabliſhed a- 
mongſt them , the King by himſelf, and ſuch 
Judges as he ſhall appoint, ſhall judge them 
and their cauſes according to natural Equity , 
in ſuch ſort as Kings in ancient times did with- 
in their Kingdoms, before any certain muni- 
6 Laws were given. Andif a King have 
a Kingdom by Title of Deſcent there , ſeeing 
by the Laws of that Kingdom he doth inhe- 
rit the Kingdom, he cannot change thoſe Laws 
of himſelf, without conſent of Parliament. 
Alſo if a King have a Chriſtian Kingdom by 
Conqueſt, as King Henry the Second had Ire- 
land , after that King John had given unto 
them ( being under his Obedience and Subje- 
tion) the Laws of England for the Govern- 
ment of that Country , no ſucceeding King 
could alter the fame without Parliament. 
In Succeflion-of _ a queſtion hath been, 
o hath had Sons both 
before 
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before and after he came to the Crown , | 


which of them ſhould ſucceed, he that was 
born before, as having the prerogative of his 
Birthright ; or he that was born after ? And 
for each Reaſons and Examples have not 
been wanting. For Xerxes, the Son of Da- 
rius, King of Perſia, being the eldeſt Son 
after the enthroning his Farher, carried a- 
way the Empire from his Brother Arthe- 
mones or Artobazanes, who was born be- 
fore his Father came to the Royal Pofleſ- 

fion thereof. - So Arceſes,the Son of another 
 Darins, born in the time of his Fathers 
Empire, carried away the Garland from his 
Brother Cyrus , born before his Father came 
to the Empire. So Lews, Duke of Man, 
born after his Father was Duke, was prefer- 
red to the Dukedom before his Brother Ga- 
liaſius, born betore the Dukedom. But not- 
vithſtanding theſe Examples, and the Opt- 
nion of ſundry Doftars to the contrary, com- 


mon -uſe of Succefſion in theſe latter days | 


hath been to the contrary, and that not 
without good reaſon ; for that 1t 15 not meet 
| that any that hath right to any Succeſſion 


by the prerogative of their Birthright (ſuch | 


as all- elder Brothers have ) ſhould be put 
by the ſame. And this was the pretence of 
Henry the Firſt againſt Robert his eldeſt 
Brother. 

Alſo ſundry Contentions have riſen in 
Kingdoms between the Ifſue of the eldeſt 
Son of the King dying "before his Father , 
and the ſecond brother ſurviving, who ſhould 
Reign after the death of the Father ; the 
Neha challenging the ſame unto him by 
the Title of his Fathers Birthright , and by 
way of Repreſentation , Cc#. part 3. cap. 4. 
the other claiming as eldeſt Son to his Fa- 
ther at the time of his death : Upon which 
Title, in old time, there grew a Controver- 
fie between Arcus the Son of Arvrotatus , 
eldeſt Son of :Cleomenes King of Lacedemo- 
nia, and Cleomenes ſecond Son of Cleomenes, 
Uncle to the ſaid Arcus : But upon debate 
of the matter , the Senate gave their Sen- 
tence for Arcus againſt Cleomenes. Beſides, 
Enominus King of Lacedemon having two 
Sons, Polydeftes and Licurgins, Poyldettes 
dying without Children, Z:curgins ſucceed- 
ed in the Kingdom ; but after he had under- 
ſtood that Polydefes Widow had a Child, he 
yielded the Crown to him ; wherein he dealt 


far more religioutly, than either did King | 


Fohn, or King R:ichard the Third : For King 
Fohn, upon the like pretence , not only put 
by Arthur Plantaginet , his eldeſt Brother's 
Son, from the Succeſſion of rhe Kingdom ; 
but alſo moſt unnaturally took away his 
life And King Rzchard the Third, to come 
to the Crown, did moſt barbarouſly, not on- 
ly ſlay his two innocent Nephews, but alſo 
defamed his Mother in publiſhing to theWorld, 
that the late King his aha was a Baſtard.

| 
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Our Stortes do obfcurely note, that Con- 
troverſie of like matter had like to have 
grown between King Richard the Second, 
and John of Garunt his Uncle; and that he 
had procured. the Counſel of fundry grear 
Learned Men to this purpoſe: but that he 
tound the hearts of c<vers Noblemien of this 


Kingdom , and eſpecially the Citizens of Lox- 


don to be againſt him; whereupon he de- 
fiſted from his intended purpoſe, and ac- 
knowledged his Nephews Right. | And the 
reaſon of the Common Law of England is 
notable in this point, and may be colleQed 
out of the ancient Authors of the' ſame ; 
Glawvile 116. 7. cap.'1. Brafton 1th. 7. 0. 70. 
and by Brittan, fol. 119. For they fay, Who- 
ſoever is Heir to another, aut eſt heres jure 
proprietatis, as the eldeſt Son ſhall - inherit 
only before his Brothers ; ut ure repreſen- 
tationts : as Where the eldeſt Son dieth in the 
life of his Father , his Iſſue fhall inherir be- 
fore the youngeſt Son ; for though the young- 
eſt /it magis propinguns, yet jure vepeſer- 
tationts the Iſle of the eldeſt Son Hat in- 
herit, for that he doth repreſent the -per- 
ſon of his Father ; And as Brafozn fath, 
jus proprietatis, which his Father had by his 
Birthright, - doth deſcend unto him; aw? jure

3. and fo 
doth T//prian the Civilian determine. ' And 
this is one of the three Reaſons ws ha & 
wherefore by the policy of our Law the King 
is 2 Body Politick, thereby to avoid the at- 
tainder of him that had right to the Crown,

rim there ſhould be an 2nterregnum , which 
the Law will not ſuffer, becauſe of the ma- 
nifold Incumbrances thereof: For it hath 
been clearly reſolved by all the Judges of 
the Land , That preſently, by the deſcent 
of the Crown , the next Heir is compleatly 
and abſolutely King , without any elſential 
Ceremony or Ad to be done, ex poſtfatto; 
And that Coronation is but a Royal Orna- 
ment and outward Solemnization of the De- 


ſcent. And this - mſi evidently by a- 


bundance of Preſidents and Book-Cafes. Let 
us take one or two Examples in a Caſe fo 
clear for all : King Henry the Sixth was not 
crowned till the Eighth year of his Reign, 
and yet divers men before his Coronation 
were attainted of Treaſon, Felony, and the 
like Crimes; and he was as abſolute and 
compleat a King for matters of Judicature,

Funeral Obſequies of thoſe that have been 
their Kings, not in mourning attire, but in 
Scarlet, the true Enſign of the never dying 
Majeſty of the Crown : Nevertheleſs certain 
Cities in France, not long ſince, alledged 
for themſelves, that becauſe they had not 
reputed Henry the Fourth for their King , 
and profeſſed Allegiance unto him, they were 
not to be, adjudged Rebels; Whereupon the 


chief Lawyers of our Age did reſolve, That 


foraſmuch as they were original Subjects, 
even Subjects by Birth , they were Rebels in

on a Whale, &c. His Highneſs. landing at 
Whitehall, was received by the Officers of 


his Majeſties Houſhold , according to order, 


vis, by the Knight Marſhal and the Serje- 
ant Porter; In the Hall by the Treaſurer 
and Comptroller of the Houſhold ; in the 


_ great Chamber: by the Captain of the Guard, 


and in the preſence Chamber by the Lord 
Chamberlain ; from whence he went into 
the Privy Chamber, where the King and 
Queen met him; the Saturday after was 
taken up with the uſual Ceremonies of ma- 
king Knights of the Bath to attend his High- 
neſs at his Creation, which were Five and 
twenty in number. 

"Upon Monday following theſe Knights of 
the Bath met in the Queens Cloſet , where 
they put on long Purple Satten Robes , 
lined with white Taffata, and a Hood like-

The King was already ſet with all the Lords 
i eng andTemporal in their Robes of State, 
all the Knights and Burgeſles of the lower 
Houſe preſent ; as alſo the Foreign Ambaſſa- 
dors , the great Ladies of the Realm, and the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen of Zondon ſeated 
upon Scaffolds. The Proceſſion, entring in 
manner aforeſaid, made three ſeveral low Re- 
verencies to his Majeſty ; and when they came 
to the Throne, Garter King at Arms kiſt the 
Letters Patents, and gave them to the Lord 
Chamberlain,who preſented them-to the King, 
who delivered them to the Earl of Salzsbury, 
Principal Secretary of State, who read them , 
the Prince kneeling all the while before the 
King ; and at the words accuſtomed, the King 
put on the Robe, the Sword, the Cap and Co- 
ronet, the Rod, and the Ring. The Patent 
being read, the King kiſt him on the Cheek, 
and the Earl Marſhal, with the Lord Chamber- 
lain, placed him in his Parliament Seat, vis. 
on the left hand of the King; which Ceremony 
being CAE returned to the Palace Bridge 
in manner as followeth. 
Firſt the Maſters of the Charcery,the King's 
Council and others; then the Officers of Arms, 
the Knights of the Bath ; next twenty Trum- 
pets betore them ; then the Judges ; and after | 
them all the Members of Parliament in 
order, the Barons, Viſcounts, Earls, and Mar- 
uiſſes having Coronets on their Heads ; then 
Ne and C/arenceaux King at Arms goin 
next before the Lord Treaſurer and the Lor 
Chancellor ; then Garter next before the 
Sword ; and then the Prince and King.

King Edward the Third, in the third year 

of his Reign, by his Charter in Parliament , 
and by Authority of Parliament did create E- 
ward his eldeſt Son, called the 4/ack Prince, 
Duke of Cornwal not only in Title, but cum 
feodo with the Dutchy of Cornwal, as by the 
Letters Patents may appear in Co#e's Eighth 
Part in the Pleadings, Habendum & tenendum 
eidem Duci © opfrus, ts haredum ſuorum, Re- 
um Angliz, filzis Primogenitis, © dift; loci 
abu: in Reeno Angliz ez: heareditarie ſuc- 
 ceſſuris : So that he who is hereditable mult be 
arent to the King of Zxg/and, and of 
ſach a King who is Heir to the faid Prince Ed- 
ward, and ſuch a one ſhall inherit the ſaid 
Dukedom ; which manner of limitation of E- 
ſtate was ſhort and excellent, varying from the 

_ ordinary Rules of the Common Law,touching 
the framing of any Eſtate of Inheritance in 
Fee-ſimple, or Fee-tayl; and nevertheleſs, by 
the Authority of Parliament, a ſpecial Fee- 
ſimple is in that caſe only made,as by Judgment 
may appear in the Book aforeſaid, fo/. 27. and 
27 E4.3.41.6. Andeverſince that Creation, the 
faid Dukedom of Cormwall hath been the pe- 

* culiar Inheritance of the King's eldeſt Son, du- 
ring the life of the King his Father , fo that he 
is ever Dux natus, non creatus ; and the Duke 
at the very time of his Birth is taken to be of 
full and perfe& Age, ſo that he may ſend that 
day for his Livery of the ſaid Dukedom. And 
the faid black Prince was the firſt Duke of 
England after the ſ : For though Bra- 
fon, who made his Book in the Reign of King 
Henry the Third, faith, & ſunt ſub rege Duces 
(as appeareth "Emp place is to be underſtood 
of the ancient Kings before the Conqueſt : For 
in Magna Charta, which was made in the 
Ninth of King Henry the Third, we find not 
the name Duke amongſt the Peers and Nobles 
there mentioned;for ſeeing the Norman Kings 
themſelves were Dukes of Normandy for a 
_ great while, they adorned none with this Ho- 
' nour. And the eldeſt Son of every King, after 


example ; Henry of Monmouth, eldeſt Son of 
King Vwry the Fourth, Henry of Windſor,el. 


Weſtminſter, eldeſt Son of King Edward the 
Fourth, Arthur of Wincheſter, eldeſt fon of 


King Henry the Seventh, and Edward of |

But Richard of Burdeaux, who was the firſt 
Son of Edward the black Prince, was not Duke 
of Cornwall by force of the ſaid Creation : 
For albeit, after the death of his Father he was 
Heir apparent to the Crown; yet becauſe he 
was not the Firſtbegotten Son of a King ( fox 
his Father died in the life of King Edward the 
Third ) the ſaid Richard was not within the 
limitation of the Grant and Creation by Ay. 
thority. of Parliament made in the Eleventh 
of King Edward aforeſaid ; and therefore 
to ſupply that defe@, in the Fifth of Edward 
the Third , he was created Duke of Cornwa!! 
by ©. gr Charter. | 
1zabeth, eldeſt Daughter of King E4- 
ward the Fourth, was not a Dutcheſs of 
Cornwall, although ſhe was the Firſtbegot- 
ten Daughter of Edward the Fourth ; for 
the Limitation 1s to the Firſt-begotten Son. 
Henry the Eighth was not in the life of his 
Father King Henry the Seventh, after the 
death of his eldeſt Brother 4r:hur, Duke of 
Cornwall , by force of the ſaid Creation : 
for although he was ſole Heir apparent, 
yet he was not his eldeſt begotten Son. 
And the Opinion of Stamford, a Learn- 
ed Judge, hath been, That he . ſhall have 
within his Dukedom of Cornwall the King's 
Prerogative , becauſe it is not ſevered from 
the Crown after the form as it is given; 


| for none ſhall be Inheritor thereof but the 


King's of the Realm : For example ; where- 
as by Common Law, if a man hold divers 
Mannors , or other Lands or Tenements of 
divers Lords, all by Knights Service, ſome 
part by Priority and anctent Feoffment , and 
other Land by Polterity and a later Feoff- 
ment , and the Tenant ſo ſeized dieth , and 
his Son and Heir within Ape, in this caſe 
the cuſtody and wardſhip of the Body, and 
his marriage may not be divided amongſt 
all the Lords, but one of them only hall 
have right unto it ( becauſe the Body of a 
man is intire). And therefore the Law doth 
ſay, That the Lord, of whom ſome part of 
thoſe Lands are holden by Priority , and by 
the ſame Tenure of Chivalry, ſhall have it, 
except the King be any of the Lords ; for 
then though the Tenant did purchaſe that 
Land laſt, yet after his death the King ſhall 
be preferred before any of the other Lords 
of whom the Tenant did hold the Priori- 
ty. And ſo ſhall the Duke of Cornwell in 

the ſame Caſe have the Prerogative, if his 

Tenant die, —— of him but by poſte- 

rity of Feoffment for any Tenure of his 

Dutchy of Cornwall, although the ſame 

Duke is not ſeized of any particular Eſtate, 

whereof the Reverſion remaineth in the 

King ; for the Prince 1s ſeized in Fee of his 

Dukedom, as beforeſaid. 
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John of Gaunt, the fourth Son of Kirg 
Eiward the Third, took to Wife Blanch , 
Daughter and Heir of Henry Duke of Lan- 
caſter , who had Itlve Henry King of Eng- 
/znd; 1o that the ſaid Dutchy of Lancaſter 
did come unto the ſaid Henry by deſcent 
from the party of his Mother ; and being a 
Subject, he was to obſerve the Common 
Law of the Realm in al: things concerning 
his Dutchy. For it he would depart in 
Fee with any thereof, he muſt have made 
Livery and Seifin; or if he had made a 
Leaſe for life, reſerving Rent with a Re+«: 
entry for default of gon , and the Rent 
happen to be behind, the Duke might not 
enter without making his Demand ; or if 
he had alienated any part thereof whilſt he 
was within Age, he might defeat the Pur- 
chaſer for that Cauſe; and if he would 
grant a Reverſion of an Eſtate for life or 
years in being, there muſt alſo be At- 
rornment , or elſe the Grant doth not take 
effect. 

But after that he had depoſed King Rz- 
chard the Second, and did atſume the Roy- 
al Eſtate, and ſo had conjoyned his Natu- 
ral Body in the Body Politick of the King 
of this Realm, and fo was become King ; 
then the poſleſſion of the Dutchy of Zan- 
caſter was in him as_ King, but not as 
Duke , which degree of Dignity was ſwal- 
lowed up in that of the King ; for the leſſer 
muſt always give place to the greater. And 
likewiſe the Name of the Dutchy, and the 
Franchiſes, Liberties, and Juriſdictions 
thereof, when in the King's Hands, were 
by the Common Law extin& ; and after 
that time the poſſeſſions of the Dutchy of 
Lancaſter could not paſs from Henry the 
Fourth by Livery of Seiſin ; but by his Let- 
ters Patents under the Great Seal, without 
Livery of Seifin, and with Attornment. 
And if he make a Leaſe for Life, being 
Duke , reſerving a Rent with a Re-entry 
for default of payment ; and after his Af- 
ſumption of the Crown, his Rent happen 
to be unpaid, he might Re-enter without 
Demand ; for the King is not. bound to 
ſuch perſonal Ceremonies as his Subjects 
are. | 
Therefore to have the ſaid Dutchy to be 
ſtill a Dutchy with the Liberties to the 
ſame, as it was before, and to alter the 
order and degree of the Lands of the 
Dutchy from the Crown; the ſaid King 
Henry the Fourth made a Charter by Au- 
thority of . Parliament, which is entituled 
Charta Regs Hen. 4. de ſeparatione Lanca- 
ſtrie a corona authoritate Parliamenti An- 
no Regni ſui primo, as by the Tenor there- 
of may appear. And ſo by Authority of 
that Parliament , the ſaid Dutchy, with all 
the Franchiſes and Liberties was meerly re- 


ſigned from the Crown , and from the Mi- | 


| 


niſters and Officers thereot, and from the 
Order, to paſs by ſuch Conveyance which 
the Law did require in the polleflions of 
the Crown. But now the polleſſions of the 
Dutchy by force of the ſaid Statute , ſtood 
divided from the Crown, and ought to be 


demeaned and ordered, and paſs as they 


did betore Henry the Fourth was King ; yet 
there 15 no Clauſe in the Charter which 
doth make the perſon of the King ( who 
hath the Dutchy) in any other Degree than 
it was before. 

But things concerning his pleaſure ſhall 
be in the fame eſtate as they were before 
ſuch ſeparation : inſomuch, as if the Law 
before the Charter, by Authority of Par- 
lament , adjudged the perſon of the King 
always of full Age, having regard unto lus 
Gitts, as well of the Lands which he doth 
inherit in the right of his Crown, or Bo- 
dy Politick , it thall be ſo adjudged tor rhe 
Dutchy Land after the ſaid Statute ; for the 
Statute doth go and reach unto the Eftare, 


| Order, and Condition of the Lands of the 


Dutchy, but doth not extend unto the 
perſon of the King, who hath 'the Lands 
in points touching his perſon. Neither doth 
that diſtinguiſh, or alter the preheminences 
which the Law doth give to the perſon of 
the King : For it King Henry the Fourth , 
after the ſaid At had made a Leaſe, or 
other Grant of parcel of the Dutchy, 
by the Name of Henry Duke of Lancaſter 
only, it had been void; for it ſhould have 
been made in the Name of Henry the Fourth, 
King of England. 

And thus flood the Dutchy of Lancaſter 
ſevered from the Crown , all the Reign of 
Henry the Fourth, Henry the Fifth , and 
Henry the Sixth , being politickly made for 
the upholding of the Dutchy of Lancaſter , 
their true and ancient Inheritance ; howe- 
ver the right Heir to the Crown might , 


| in future time , obtain his right thereunto 


(as it happened in King Zdward the 
Fourth's time:) but after the ſaid King 
Edward obtained his right unto-the Crown, 
in Parliament he attainted Hexry the Sixth, 
and appropriated and annexed the ſaid 
Dutchy again to the Crown, as by the Sta- 
tute thereof made in the firſt of the King's 
Reign it doth appear. By which Statute 
three things were ordained: Firſt, The 
County Palatine of Lancaſter was again e- 
ſtabliſhed : Secondly, He did inveſt it in the 
Body Politick of the King's of this Realm: 
And thirdly , He did divide it from the or- 
der of the Crown Land. And in this form 
it continued until Henmry the Seventh, who 
forthwith ( being deſcended from the Houſe 
of Lancaſter ) did ſeparate it only in Order 
and Government from the Crown, and fo it 
continueth at this day.

Arms. And all theſe Nobles that do $ 


vice muſt be in their Robes of Eſtate. 
His Title is proclaimed twice, and the L 
geſs thrice. 
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Marquiſs , which by the Jaxons 
is called Marken-Rene, and fig- 
nifeth a Governor or Ruler of 
the Marches, hath the next 
mm place of Honour to a Duke. 
This Title came to us but of late days; for 
the firſt was Robert Vere, who was created. 
Marquiſs of Dublin by King Richard the 
Second , and from that time 1t became to be 
2 Title of Honour: for in former time thoſe 
_ that Governed the rgdiy'y were commonly 
called Lord Marchers, and not Marguiſſes. 
After the Normans had conquered this 
Land, it was by them carefully obſerved , 
gs 2 matter of great moment, to-place up- 
on the Confines and Borders of the Br:farms 
( and thoſe not then ſubdued) men of much 
Valour; ſuch that were not only ſufficient 
to encounter the Inrodes and Invaſtons of 
the Enemy, but alſo ready upon all Occa- 
ſions to make onſet upon them for the en- 
larging their Conqueſt. Theſe men thus 
placed were of high Blood and Reputation 
amongſt their Countrey-men, the Normans, 
and in whoſe Faith the Conqueror repoſed 
ſpecial Truſt and Confidence : And therefore 
in their Territories given unto them to hold, 
their Tenures were deviſed to be very ſpecial, 
and of great importance and honour, enriched 
with Name and Priviledges of Eazl of Cheſter; 
and fo the North-border of Wales.created to. 
County Palatine ; and the Barons of the mic- 
dle part of the South Marches were adorned 
in a manner with a Palatine Juriſdiction, ha-

ving a Court of Chancery , and Writs only 
amongſt themſelves pleadable, to the ins 
tent that their Attendance might not thence 
be drawn for the proſecuting of Controver- 
ſies or Quarrels in the Law. And as for the 
other part of the South Marches, they ſeem- 
ed to be ſufficiently fenced with the River 
Severn and the Sea. 


A Marquiſs is created per gladis cinffu- 
ram, © circuli aures ſuo capiti poſitionem. 
He is honoured with a Coronet of Gold , 
which 1s part flowered, and part pyramidal, 
with the points and flowers, or leaves of an 
equal height. His Mantle is doubled Er- 
min, which is of three doublings and an 
half, whereas the Mantle of an Earl is but 
of three ; and the doublings of a Viſcount's 


| Mantle 1s but two and a half, which are 


only plain white Furr without Ermins , as 
are the Barons, which are but of two doub- 
lings. 

_ The form of their Patent ( which at. 
their Creation is delivered into their hands)

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an Earl, which Word and Title 
came from the Saxons : For it 
is obſerved, That originally 
within this Realm, in the anci- 
ent Engliſh-Saxon Government, Earldomes of 
Counties were not only Dignitics of Honour, 
but Offices of Juſtice , having the charge and 
cuſtody of the County whereof they were 
Earls ; and for their Aſſiſtance, had their De- 
puty , called Vicecomes : which Office 1s now 
managed by Sheriffs, each County having hs 


Sheriff Annually chofen 'out of the eminent | 


Inhabitants thereof under the Degree of No- 


biles Majores. And the Earls, in recompence 


of their Travels concerning the Afﬀairs of the 
County, then received a Salary , vs. a third 
peny of the Profits of the County ; which 
Dalſome continued a long time after the Con- 
queſt, and was inſerted as a Princely Benevo- 
lence in their Patents of Creation ( as by di- 
vers ancient Patents may appear ) which at- 
terwards were turned into Penſions for the 
better ſupport of that Honour, as appeareth 
by a Book-Caſe 32 Hem. 6. 28. And there- 
fore in reſpect of ſuch Penſions, or ſuch other 
Gratuities given in lieu thereof, ſome men 
have not without probability thereof imagin- 
ed, quod Comites nominabantur, quia a multt 
files Regit ſocii & Comites eidem participes 
eſſent.

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The word Earl by the Fans was called 
Exlig or anrey + by the Germans Graves , 
as Lantgr ave, Palſgrave, Margrave, Rhein- 
grave, and the like ; and by the Dutch was 
called Eorle ; But upon the coming in of the 
Normans they were called Comes , or Comites, 
that is, Counts ; and for Gravity in Council, 
they are called Comes Tuftrs, 2 Comitando 
Principem. And as Earls for their Vertues 
and Heroical Qualities are reputed Princes, or 
Companions for Princes : ſo ought they to de- 
port themſelves anſwerable to the ſaid Digni- 
ty, as well in their Attendance and Noble 
Houſe-keeping, as otherwiſe. | 
The Dignity of Earl is of divers kinds, and 
1s either local or perſonal : Local, as from the 
denomination of ſome place: and Perſonal, as 
being in ſome ow Office, as Earl-Marſhal , 


and the like. Thoſe Local are alfo Palatine 
and Simplices. Thoſe that are Palatine, or 


Count Palatine, are Chefter , Lancaſter, and 
the Biſhopricks of Durham and Ely, and re- 
tain ſome of the ancient Priviledges allowed 
them by the Saxons. Hugh Lupus,who was 
the firft Hereditary Earl, had the County 
Palatine of Cheer given him by the Conquer- 
or, who governed it Forty years, in which 
time he created eight Barons, and had Jura 
Regatja within the County. 
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Of Earls not Palatine, which is as ancient !, 


as the Conqueſt, there have been principally 
two kinds, but cither of them ſubdivided into 
ſeveral Branches ; for they either take name 
of a place, or hold their Title without any 
place. Thoſe that take their Name of a place 
are of two kinds ; for either the place 1s the 
County, as the Earl of Devonſhire, Kent , 
Midahe ex, or the like ; or elſe fome Town, 
Caſtle, or Honour ; as the Earldom of R:c/- 
mond in Torkſvire , Clarence in Suffolk, Arun- 
del in Suſſex, Bathe and Bridgwater in J0- 
merſetſhire , and ſo forth. And thoſe Earl- 
doms which have their Titles without any 
lace, are likewife of two kinds, either 1n re- 
F & of Office, or by Birth : By Office,as the 
Parl-Marſhal of England, called in Latin Co- 
mes Maraſcallus Anglie, and is an Office not 
only of great power, being in the Vacancy 
of the Lord High Conſtable of Eng/and the 
King's Lieutenant General in all Marſhal At- 
fairs, butof as great Honour , taking place of 
all Earls, except the Lord Great Chamberlain 
of England, and is likewiſe endowed with 
many honourable priviledges. This Title of 
Earl-Marſhal was byK. R:zchard the Second firſt 
iven to Thomas Mowbray Earl of Notting- 
am ( whereas before they were {imply ſtyled 
Marſhals) and after the Baniſhment of Mow- 
bray, he granted it to Thomas Holland , Duke 
of Surrey; and that he ſhould carry a.Rod or 
Verge ot Gold enammeled black at both ends, 
whereas before they uſed one of Wood : This 
Office is now by his preſent Majeſty reftored 
to the ancient Family of the Howards Heredi- 
tary for ever, and is enjoyed by the Right Ho- 
nourable Henry Howard, Earl of Norwzch , 
Baron Howard of Cafile-R:ijong in Norfolk, 
and Heir apparent to his Grace the Duke of 
Norfolk. _ SE, 
"The other ſort of Earls are by Birth, and fo 
are all the Sons of the Kings of England, it 
they have no other Dignity beftowed upon 
them : And therefore it was ſaid that John, 
afterwards King of Eng/and, in the life time 
of his Father Henry the Second, was Comtes 
ſans terre. 
Earls ( as other Degrees of Nobility ) are

An Earl had formerly the Title of Prince . 
but now it is Moſt Potent and Noble Lord , Th 
alſo The Right Honourable and truly Noble. 
Out of his Superiors preſence he may have a 
Cloth of Eſtate tringed without pendants ; and 
his Counteſs may have her Train born up þby 
an Eſquire's Wite. 

But to the King's high Council of Parlia. 
ment no man ought to preſume to come before 
he hath received the King's Writ of Summons. 
This Conſtitution was firſt made by King 
Henry the Third, after the Barons War was 
appeas'd, and by King Edward the Third , 
and his Succellors, it hath been carefully oþb- 
ſerved. The form of a Writ of Summons to 
an Earl, 1s as followeth :

es the firſt of King Edward the Third , 
fol.

A Viſcount is created by Patent, as an 
Earl; hath a Hood, Surcoat, and Mantle, 
which hath on it two Guards and a half of 
white plain Furr, without Ermins ; And his 
Coronet is only pearled with a row of Pearls 
cloſe to the Chaplet. - 

He hath the Title of the Right Honou- 
rable and truly Noble, or Potent Lord : He 
may have a Tavereſs in his own Houſe ; and 
his Viſcounteſs may have her Train born up by 
a Woman out of her Superior's preſence, 
and in their preſence by a Man. 
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CCORDING to the Laws 
and Cuſtomes of this Realm, ma- 
ny are the Eccleſiaſtical Dignities 
and Priviledges belonging to the 
Biſhops and Clergymen,who in all 
ſucceeding Ages have been reverenced with 
the greateſt obſervance imaginable, as being 
acknowleded by all good Chriſtians to be 
thoſe Meſſengers ſent, and particularly ap- 
inted by God to take care of our Souls. 
" The Subjeds of England are either Clergy 
or Laymen, both which are ſubdivided into 
Nobility and Commons. 1] 
our Parliament the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral make the Tout Houſe ; the Commons 
Spiritual, 9/S.the Clergy elected to ſit in Con- 
vocation ( who once had place and OGEG in 
the Lower Houſe of Parliament ) the 
Commons Temporal, v/s. the Knights and 
Burgeſſes make the Commons. 

Moſt evident it is, by the Conſent of all the 
Councils, Fathers, Hiſtories , and Univerſal 
Tradition, That for the firſt Fifteen hundred 
years continuance of Chriſtianity , there is no 
Example to be found of any Church governed 
by any Authority Ecclefiaſtick but that of Epiſ- 
copacy ; they were ordained by the Apoſtles

| Biſcoep, a Super-intendent or Overſeer. 


They are three ways Barons of the Realm, 
viz. by Writ, Patent,and Confecration. They 
precede all under the Degree of Viſcounts,and 
are always placed -upon the King's right hand 
in the Parliament Houſe. They have the Ti- 
tle of Lords, and Right Reverend Fathers in 
God : And their Sees, by the piety of former 
times, are endowed with fair Revenues for the 
due adminiſtration of what belongs to their - 
places: And to keep them from corrupt and fi- 
niſter affections, the King's moſt Noble .Pro- 
genitors , and the. Anceſtors of the Nobility 
and Gentry , have ſufficiently endowed the 
Church with Honour and Poſleſſions. 

Many Priviledges and Immunities were like- 
wiſe granted to them, and the Clergy, by the 
Saxon and Daniſh Kings; as coyning of 
Money, conferring the Order of Knighthood, 
Gc. which hath been long ſince appropriate 
to the Crown. Thus Lanfranck, Ke hbiſhop 
of Canterbury, made William the Second 
Knight in the life time of bis Father.

Salvation to them at Canterbury,and was there 
buried;; for whole ſake they removed the E- 
piſcopal See from London unto nab te Pb and 
inproceſs of time placed another Archbiſhop at 
Tork ; which two Provinces included England 
and Wales, andhave Five and twenty Biſhops 


- under them, Six and twenty Deans of Cathe- 
. drals and Collegiate Churches, Sixty Arch- 


Deacons, Five hundred forty four Prebenda- 
ries, many rural-Deans, and about Ten thou- 


ſand Rectors and Vicars of Pariſhes. 


The Archbiſhop of Canterbury was anci- 
_ the Metropolitan of England, Scotland, 
Ireland,and the Iles adjacent ; and was there- 


. fore ſometime ſtyled a Patriarch, and had ſe- 


veral Archbiſhops under him : His ſtyle was, 
Alterius orbu Papa, © orbu Britannici FPon- 
tifex : The Date of Records in Eccleſiaſtical 
Afﬀairs ran thus, Anno Pontificatus noſtri 


primo, 9c. He was Legatus Natus; which pow- 


er was annexed to thatSee near One thouſand 
years ago, whereby no other Legat or Nun- 


_ tio from Rome could exerciſe any Legantive 


power without the King's ſpecial Licence. In 
General Councils he had place before all other 


Archbiſhops at the Pope's right Foot: Nor was 


he reſpe&ed leſs at home than abroad, being 


according to the practiſe of moſt other Chri- 


ſtian States, reputed the ſecond perſon in the 
Kingdom , and named and ranked before the 
Princes of the Blood. 

By the favour of our preſent King he ſtill en- 
zoys divers conſiderable preheminences ; as 


Primate and Metropolitan of all Exgland ; 
hath power to ſummon the Arch-biſhop of 


Tork, and the Biſhops of his Province to a 
National Synod ; is premus par Regni , pre-

He hath the-power of all the probate of Wills, 


and granting Letters of Adminiſtration where 


the party hath 4ona notabr/iq, that is Five 
pounds worth , or above, out of the Dioceſs 


wherein he dieth ; or Ten pounds worth withe 


in the Dioceſs of London. By Statute of 
Hen. 8. 25. he hath power to grant Licences , 
Diſpenſations, ©c. and holds divers Courts of 
Judicature ; v24. his Courts of Arches, of Ay- 
dience , his Prerogative Court, and his Court 
of Peculiars : And he may retain, and qua- 
lifie eight Chaplains , which is more by two 
than a Duke can do. 

The Arch-biſhop of Tor was alſo Legatus 
Natus, and had-that Authority annexed to his 
See. He had all the Biſhopricks of Scotland 
under his Province till the year 1470. He hath 
the place and precedency of all Dukes, not of 
the Royal Blood, and of all great Officers, ex- 
cept only the Lord Chancellor, or Lord Kee 
er. He hath the Title of Grace, and Moft 
Reverend Father in God: He hath the Ho- 
nour to Crown the Queen, and tobe her per- 
petual Chaplain. He 1s alſo ſtyled Primate of 
England, and Metropolitan of his Province. 
He hath the Rights of a County Palatine over 
Hexamſhire in Northumberland. He may 
qualifie Chaplains; and hath divers other Pre- 
rogatives which the Archbiſhop of Canterbu- 
ry hath within his own Province; but Durham 
being one , hath in many things a peculiar Ju- 
riſdiction, exempted from the Archbiſhop. 


Privileages belonging to the Bi- 
ſhops are as followeth. 


I: their own Court they have power to 
Judge and paſs Sentence alone , without 


any Colleague, which is not done in any other 


Court : And therefore the Biſhops ſend forth 
their Citations in their own Names, not in the 
King's,as the Writs in other Courts run. They 
may depute their Authority to another ( as 
doth the King ) either to their Suffragan-Bi- 
ſhops, their Chancellors, Commiſſaries, or 
other Officers, which none of the King's Judg- 
es can do. In whatever Prince's Dominions 
they come, their Epiſcopal Dignity and De-. 
gree 15 owned ; they may ſes Orders, (5c. 
whereas no Lay-lord is acknowledged bur in 
the King's Dominions, who gave him theTitle. 
None of them can be Indicted of any Crime 
before a Temporal Judge, without eſpecial Li- 
cence from the King : A ſevere penalty to be 
inflicted on them that raiſe any Scandal or 
falſe Report. In a Tryal where a Biſhop is 
Plaintiffor Defendant, the Biſhop may, as well 
as any Lay-lord, challenge the Array, if one 
Knight at leaſt be not returned upon the Jury. 
In Crimunal Tryals for life , all Biſhops are to

be tryed by their Peers, who are Barons, and 
none under that Degree to be impanelled : but 
anciently they were exempted from any Try- 
al by Temporal Judges. In Parliament they 
may Vote 1n any thing, but in ſehitence for Lite, 
or loſs of Member , they being by Common 
Law to abſent themſelves; and by Common 
Law to make Proxies to Vote for them. They 
are freed from all Arreſts, Outlawries, Diſtreſ- 
ſes, 5c. They have liberty to hunt in any of 
che King's Foreſts or Parks, to take one or two 
Deer, coming or going from the King's Pre- 
ſence; and to have Wane free from Impoſt,c. 
Their Perſons may not be ſeized for Contempt 
but their Temporalities only ; and their word 
only is to be taken, and their Certificate al- 
lowed in the Tryal of Baſtardy, Herefie, ©c. 
And ſuch reſped&t has been ſhewed their Per- 
ſons, that an Offence by a qa at to his 
Biſhop is called Epzſcoprerde, and puniſhed as 
Paracide, equal to petty Treaſon. 

Every Biſhop may qualite as many Chap- 
lains as 2 Duke : They are all Barons and Peers 
of the Realm, and have place in the upper 
Houſe of Parliament, as afore noted, and take 
place according to Seniority of their Conſecra- 
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tion, except London, Durham, and Winche- 
Fer , who precede by Statute made in the 
Reign of King Henry the Eighth. 

It will not be amiſs to ſpeak ſomewhat of 
the Immunities common to alk Eccleſiaſticks , 
as well Commons as Lords Spiritual, as: fol- 
loweth. ;

T ſeemeth that the Dignity was more an- 
[ cient than - the Name ; for iti the ancient 
Conſtitutions there 1s no mention made of the 
name of Barons; howbeit, the Learned In- 
terpreters do underſtand that Dignity to be 
comprehended under thoſe which are there 


called Vatuaſores: Majores,and afterwards cal- | 


led Capitanez. For of the Valuaſors, which 
are thought to be the Barons Valvaſores Me- 
ores, and Valvaſmi , or Valuaſores Mini- 
21. The like Dignity (before the Conquelt) 
had thoſe which of the Ergh/b-Saxons were 
called Thaines. Mills, fol. 28. ſaith, Barons 
were in France from the beginning ; never- 
theleſs, - the name of Baron was not much 
uſed in this Kingdom until the Norman Con- 


queſt, after which the word Baron ſeemeth to | 


be frequently uſed inſtead of Thaine amongſt 
the Englip-Saxons: For as they in general 
and large ſignification did ſometimes uſe the 
ſame to the ſenſe and meaning, and import of a 
Freeman , bornof a Free Parentage,. or ſuch 
like : So did the Normans uſe the word Baron, 
and therefore called their beſt eſteemed Towns 
and Boroughs by the name of Barons : And 
ſo the Citizens.of Loxdon were called Barons 
Londonni;divers ancient Monuments of whom 
alſo Britan. maketh mention, fol. 272. &© 
lib. 5. cap. 14- Alſo there are divers Charters 
wherein mention,is made of ſuch like Barons: 
And the Barons of Warwick in the Record of 
Domeſday: andunto our time, the Free Bur- 

eſſes of the Five priviledged Ports; and for 
that alſo divers of the Nobility of Barons , as 
well Spiritual as Temporal , did in ancient

Moreover, as the Engliſh $:zxons had two 
kinds of Thaznes, the like hath been obſerved 
as touching Barons; for the King, and the 
Monarchs of the Realm have their immedis 
ate Barons, being the Peers of the Realm: 
And in like manner certain others of the No- 
bulity , eſpecially the Earls which have Ju- 
riſdiction Palatine, and Earls-Marſhal,” whoſe 
Countries have confined upon the Coalls of the 
Enemy,and had under them for their better de- 
tence, a kind of Barons; as namely under the 
County Palatine of Cheer were theſe Barons, 
vi2.theBarons of H:i/tor, Mountale, Molebanck, 
Shrpbrooke, Malpas, Maſſa, Kinderton , 
Stockport, &c. The Earldom of Pembroke bes 
ing htſt ereted by Arnulphis Montgomery that 
conquered part of Wales ; and therefore the 
Earl thereot being an Earl-Marſhal, had alſs 
under him his Barons, as by the Patlianient 
Rolls 18 ZEdw. r. doth appear. 

It hath been therefore a common Opinioti 
received, That every Earldom in times paſt 
had under it Ten Barons, and' every Baron Ten 


Knights Fees holden of him; ahd that thoſe 


which have Four Knights Fees were uſually 
called and promoted to the Degree of a Ba-

Alſo Lords and Proprietors of Mainors

Of Barons Spi- 
ritual by Tenure ſufficient is ſaid , whereunto 
may be added, That it appeareth by all the 
ancient Writers of our Law, as Brittan, 
Glanvile, Bratton, and the reſt, that the 
Archbiſhops and Biſhops of the Realm in the 
ancient Saxons days, as well during the time 
that the Realm was divided into divers King- 
doms, as alſo after the uniting of them into 
one Monarchy, were called to Parliament or 
Aſſemblies of State as Wiſemen ; not fo. much 
in reſpedt of their Tenure, for in thoſe days 
all their Tenures were by a Frank Almoigne ; 
but eſpecially for that the Laws and Counſels 
of men are then moſt currant and commenda- 
ble, and have a more bleſſed Tflue and Succeſs, 
where they are grounded upon the Law of 
God, the Root and Beginning of all true Wiſ- 
dom. And therefore our wiſe and religious 
Anceſtors called to their General Council, or 
Wittengemote, or Court of 'Wiſemen (as they 
called it ) thoſe chief and principal perſons of 
the Clergy , which by their places and profeſ- 
ſions, by their Gravities, Learning ahd Wiſ- 
dom, might beſt adviſe them what was the 
Law of God's acceptable will and pleaſure , 
that they might frame Laws anſwerable, or at 
leaſtwiſe not contrary and repugnant thereun-

rute of Weſtminſter 2. cap.qi. where the Fees 
of the Earl-Marſhal and the Lord Chamber- 
lain are expreifed , which are to be taken by.

But here ariſeth a Queſtion ; If a Baron by 
Tenure alien and grant away the Honour, Ca- 
ſtle, and Mannor holden by Barony , whether 
ſhall ſuch Alien or Grauntee take upon him the 
State, Title, and Dignity of a Baron, or nor ? 
Or what ſhall become of ſuch Dignity of Ba- 
ronage after ſuch Alienation and Grant made? 
They which do deny that there are any ſuch 
Baronies by Tenure, douſe theſe as rheir prin- 
cipal Motives or Reaſons : Firſt, If there be 
any Baronies by Tenure , then the Alience or 
Grantee of ſuch Honour, Caſtle, and Mannor 
ſo holden, muſt hold by the fame Tenure that 
his Grantor or Feoffer before held ; but that 
was by Barony, therefore ſuch Grantee muſt 
hold by Barony : And if ſuch Grant or Alie- 
riation be made to perſons Vulgar or Ignoble, 
then ſhould ſuch Tenure be made Noble, which 
were very abſurd, and full of inconveniency;for 
Ornanda potins eft dignitate domus, quam ex 
domo dignitas , was quibus querenada eſt, 
ab its honeſtanda. Milles peroration.z. Second- 
ly, It is very evident and manife, ſtthar man 
ancient Mannors, which in old time were hol- 
den by Baronage, and were the head of Baro- 
nies, are now in the Tenures of mean Gen- 
tlemen, and others , who neither may, nor do 


| challenge unto themſelves in any reſpect here: 


of any Nobility , without the great fayour of 
the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, who is the 
Fountain of all Honour within his DominioHs. 
Thirdly, Some anctent Barons there are that 
have aliehed and fold many of thoſe Caſtles 
and Mannors which did bear the Name ard 
Dignity of Baronage ; and yet themſelves d6 
ftill retain, and lawfully keep their Eſtate, 
Dignity and Degree of Baron, and have beef, 
and uſually are,fuch Alienations notwithſtand- 
ing,ſummoned nevertheleſs to the Parliament, 
and there do take and hold their ancient place 
accordingly. | 

To theſe ObjeMions it ſhall be convenient, 
for the more eafie unfolding the ſlate of this 


| Queſtion, to exhibit certain neceffary diſtindtis 


ons, and upon them to draw true and infalli- 


ble Conclufions ; arid then to prove them' by 
authority of Law, conſent of Time, and ma- 


nifold Prefidents : which done, the Anfwet 


will be preſently made (asT conceive) to eve- 
ry of the aforeſaid Objeions. 

Firft therefore, If a Baron by Tenure, whict 
holdeth any Caſtle, Honour, or Mannot by Ba- 


ronage, do Alien of give the fame away , he 
dottrit either with or without a Licence ob- 


tained from his Majeſty for the ſame. If he 
doth it without a Liceftce, then the Concluſiory 
is certain. But by the Laws of this Realm the 


Barony, Honour, Caftle, or Mannor fo =o 
with- 
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without hcence or conſent, 1s fortcited ; and 
the ſame Honour, Caſtle, and Viannor jo lio!- 
den by Barony, and ſo aliened, 1s to ve ſeized 
in the King's hands ; and the taid Forteiture , 
and ſuch Dign:ty and Eſtate no jonger to be 
born and continue , but to be reium=:d and ex- 
tinguiſhed in tae Crown, from whence it was 
derived. | 

The reaſon therefore is notable, it we call 
to remembrance that which was formerly 
alledged out of BraFor, That Baronies arc 
the iirength of the Realm, and ſuffer no divi- 
fon, they ſuffer alſo no alienation without the 
conſent or licence of the Sovereign Monarch ; 
for ſo ſhould the Realm be inteebled , and baſe 
perſons ennobled without deſert of Vertue or 
Proweſs : For where the thing fo aliened is an 
Honour or Head ot a Barony,1it differeth much 
from the ordinary Tenure 2» Caps; e, whereof, 
if the Tenant make Altenation without Li- 
cence, he is only to pay a Fine by the Statute 
of 1 Erw. 3. cap. 12. whereot alſo before the 
making of the Statute, there was diverlity of 
Opinions ar the CommonLaw after the Statute 
of Mena Gharta, cap. 31. And tor further 
proof ſee Glanvile. 

In Eazvward the Third, certain Lands being 
parcel of the Barony of Bremberway were a- 
hened by William de Browſe the Baron there- 
_ of, without the King's Licence, and in the 

Argument of the Caſe concerning the ſame, 
Judge Green delivered this for Law. Firlt, 
That parcel of a Barony or Earldom of the 
King 1n chief cannot be aliened or diſmem- 
bred without his Licence; and it 1t be,it ſhall be 
ſeized into the King's hands as forfeited, and the 
King ſhall be ſeized thereof in his own right 
again. In 43 Eaw. 3. it was found by an 
Office, that /://;am Biſhop of Cheſter had 
leaſed unto one John Preſton, tor his Lite, a 
Mannor which was parcel of the Minnor of 
the ſaid Biſhoprick without Licence, and it 
was reſolved by the Judges, and others of the 
King's Council , That the ſame was forfeited; 
but by mediation of the ſaid Council the Bi- 
ſhop ſubmitted himſelf to:the King, and made 
a Fine, and ſeveral Sczre Facras's uſued out a- 
gain{t them that had received the many pro- 
fits, to anſwer unto the King thereof. And 


thus much concerning Alienations of Baronies. 


without Licence. =. 
But on the other part, if a Baron by Terfure 
who holds any Honour, Caſtle, or Mannor by 
Barony, do grant or alien the ſame by Licence, 
I muſt again diſtinguiſh : for either ſuch Alie- 
nation is made for the continuance of his Ba- 
rony, Honour, Lands, and Tenements in his 
own Name, Blood, and lilue Male; or elſe the 
ſame Alienation 15 made for Money or other 
Recompence,or otherwiſe to a meer Stranger: 
and hereof enſueth this ſecond Concluſion. or 
Atlertion., That if ſuch Alienation be made 


for the continuance of his Barony in his Name

Moteover concerning the ſecond Objedtion; 
It 1s very true that many ancient Mannors 
wiuch were 1n times pati holden by Earony , 
are now 1n the hands of Gentlemen, mean and 
ignoble by b:ood, who neither do,or may claim 
any Nobility or Honour thereby. But there 
hath been ſome former Gifts made by the 
King's Progenttors to ſuch as they honoured in 
augmentation and ſupport of their Honour, 
and for honourable Services, ſhould thus me 
fo tie hands of mean perſonages, are twolold : 
Firſt, For that ſuch Mannors have been alien- 
ed by Licence unto ſuch perſons before ſpoken, 
of whom ſuch Polijeflions alone cannot make 
Noble. Secondly, And that was uſually ſuch 
Mannors as were in ancient time holden by Ba- 
rony, that have upon divers occaſions come to 
the Crown, were extin&t; and atter the ſame 
Lands were given or conveyed to others, re- 
ſerving other Services than thoſe which at the 
firſt were due tor the ſame, ſo that it was no 
marvel that ſome Mannors anciently holden by 
Barony, or other honourable Service, ſhould 
now be holden in Soccage, or by other mean 
Tenure. 2 
As to that which was thirdly Objedted, That 
ſome ancient Barons there are which have ali- 
ened and ſold away thoſe Caſtles and Mannors 
of which they have and do bear the Name and 
Dignity, and yet ftill themſelves do retain and. 
lawtully keep the Dignity and Degree of a 
Baron , and have been, and are called to Par- 
lament notwithſtanding ſuch altenation: _ 
To that I Anſwer, That it is true: but it 
proveth nothing agunlt the former Reſoluti- 
on, and rherefore tor better ſatisfaction of this 
point, 1t 15 to be conlidered , that either ſuch 
Barons are original Barons by Writ ; of Ba- 
rons by Tenure. Barons by Writ ( in this re- 
ſpe now in hand) are of rwo kinds ; for ei- 
ther in ſuch Writ whereby they are, or their

Baron by Writ, is he unto whom a Writ 
of Summons, in the Name of the King , 


- is direted, to come to the Parliament appoint- 


ed at a certain time and place to be holden , 
and there with his Majeſty, the Prelates, and 
Nobility,to treat and adviſe about the weighty 
affairs of the Nation ; which Writ is much to 
the effect of the aforementioned Writ in the 
Title of Earl, and which kind of Writ 1s as 
well dire&ed to the Barons: of Tenure, as by 
-Creation by Patents: But thoſe that are not Ba- 
rons by Tenure, nor by Patent, and have only 
Juch Writs, after the receipt of ſuch Writ, 
and place taken in Parliament accordingly , 
ought to enjoy the Name and Dignity of Ba- 
rons. | 

Touching the Antiquity of Barons by Writ 
only, and the firſt inſtitution thereof, I find 
little or no mention before the Reign of King 
Henry the Third ; and therefore I conceive 
that either the firſt, or at leaſt the firſt frequent 
uſe of ſuch Barons was had, and deviſed 49 
Hen. 3. in caſe of neceſſity , and upon a com- 
mendable occaſion: For in the diſorder between

And the Number of Ba- 
rons who had continued taithful unto their So- 
veraign being ſmall, it was deemed a necellary 
policy, to ſupply the number of the diminiſhed 
Barons with other perſons of known worth, 
| wiſdom, and repute; by reaſon whereof there 
were called at thoſe Parliaments the Abbots 
and Priors of the Realm, as well thoſe that 
held not by Barons, as others ; and divers o- 
thers of the moſt worthy Laity not holding by 
Barony ; and theſe by means thereof were 
thenceforth Barons by Writ; but certain of the 
ſaid Abbots and Priors, which held not by Ba- 
rony,and thought it a burthen to their Houſes, 
got themſelves (upon Petition ) afterwards to 
be exempted, as by divers Records thereof re- 
maining in the Chancery may + 1,096 
This moreover is to be noted concerning the 
Writ of Summons to Parliament, that thoſe 
Writs in form of their direftions are divers, 
ſome directed by ſpecial Name of Barons, as 
Rex, ©c. Eamundo Baroni de Stafford, Jo- 
hannt Baroni de Gyayſtock , Fohanni Baroni 
de Dudley, Edwardo Nevill Barons Aberga- 
veny, as It was in the Reign of King James.

male ? 

Thirdly, Admit it doth deſcend to the Heirs 
Female; then, Whether may the Husband of 
ſuch an Heir Female take _ him the Name, 
Style, and Dignity of ſuch a Barony in right 
= his Wife, or no? 

Thoſe therefore that maintain the Nega- 
tive, that ſuch a Barony ſhall not deſcend, do 
ſtrengthen themſelves with theſe or the like 
Arguments, v4. 


The firſt Argument, Whether a Barony by 
Writ may deſcend? 


Nobility and Honour, which are given in 
reſpet of Wiſdom, Connſel, and Adviſe, can- 
not extend to any other perſon, or deſcend 
from one man to another ; for it is a Rulein 
Law, That Privileginm perſonas perſonam 
ſequitur, & extinguitur cum perſona: But ſuch 
is the Dignity of a Baron; therefore it is rea- 
ſon that it ſhould not deſcend from the Ance- 
ſtor to the Heur. 


The ſecond Argument. 


Again, It the calling of the Parliament by 
Writ be the ſufficient inſtrumental cauſe of 
ſuch Nobility to the Anceſtor , the not callin 
of the Heir 1s a loſs of that Nobility: For it 
the Heir have defe&s of Nature in him, as 
Idiotfie, Frenfie, Leprofie, or the like, where- 
by he is become unfit for Counſels and Con- 
verfations, for what reaſon ſhould he enjoy 


that Dignity , whereof he 1s either unwor- | 


thy or uncapable ? for the effe&t hath no place 
where the cauſe faileth : and hereof they con- 
clude that ſuch Dignities of Baronies by Writ 
ſhould not Jefrond 


If on the contrary part, the Affirmation is 


thus proved. Honour, which 1s given 1n re- 
ſped of Wiſdom and Vertue of him on whom 
it was firſt beſtowed, is not only a due recom- 
pence for himſelf whilſt he lived, but alſo a 


memorable Reward thereof to Poſterity. The 


words of Cicero to this effect are moſt excel- 
lent, Homines 4onos ſemper nobilitate favi- 
mus, © quia wile republic eſt nobiles efſe 
6 homines dignos majoribus ſuis, © quia va- 
lere debet apud nos claros hujuſmpdi [enes 7u- 
iſe, e republica moveretur memoria © moritc- 
rum Honor. Therefore this kind of Honour is 
Patrimonial and Hereditary; for things which 
are once granted unto a man by the King for

' his Honour, are nor a gain to be returned ro his 
| :0fs and diſgrace, or to his Hears. 


The ſecond Argument. 


Secondly, It the Infamy of the Father be 
a blot to the Poſterity, as the Wiſeman Jo/c- 
7:01 aftirmeth , The Children complain for an 
ungoaly Father , they are reproved for his 


ſake ; and for that alſo the Law of the Realm 


doth corrupt the blood of the Poſterity by and 
upon the Offence of the Anceſtor; Reaſon 
would alſo be, that the Honour of the Ance- 
{tor ſhould be hikewife Honour to the Poſteri- 
ty ; for contraries do alſo carry their contrary 
Reaſon.For the determinat.on whereof *tis to 
be noted, that diverſity of Reaſon hath bred 
diverſity of Opinion. Some there are that do 
ſpeak , That the Dignity of a Baron by Writ 
is not diſcendable from the Anceſtor unto the 
Heir,unleſs the Heir be ikewiſe called by Writ 
to Parliament, and that then it becometh an 
Inheritance, and not before. But this Afer- 
tion is repugnant to the nature of Deſcent , 
which tor the moſt part dorh carry aPatrimony 
deſcendable by act of Law preſently upon the 
death of the Anceſtor unto the Heir not at all. 
Wherefore the Cuſtom of the Country, and 
the manifeſt Preſidents do prove, that this kind 
of Baronies doth deſcend from the Anceſtor to 
the Heir, and there needeth not any word of 
Heir in the Writ, of Summons; only one 
Preſident there is in a ſpecial Writ ſometime 
directed to Sir Henry Bromfleet in the 27th of 
Henry the Sixth, wherein he was ſtyled Lord 
Veyſey, and wherein there are theſe words in- 
ſerted, Volumus tamen vos © heredes weſtros 
de corpore veſtro ligitime enatos Barones de 
Veyſey exiſtentes. Wherefore itis very true, 
that when the Heir of any ſuch Baron by Writ 
is called to the Parliament, that his Deſcent of 
Honour is thereby eſtabliſhed and approved of 
by the gracious Judgment of our Sacred So- 
vereign : So it is alfo true, that if it ſhall tand 
with his Majeſties pleaſure, that ſuch an Heir 
ſhall not be ſummoned at all, then that Nobility 
is much impaired,and in a mannerextivguiſhed 
in the cenſure of all men; for that it hath no 
other original but by a Writ of Summons, 
from the which by the Judgment of the Su- 
pream Sovereign he is excluded. | 

As to the ſecond principal point, Whethet 
the Barony by Writ may deſcend to the Heir 
Female, it ſhall not be anuſs likewiſe to ſhew 
the Reaſons on either part, that by confli& of 
Argument the truth may the better be diſco- 
vered.

Having thus heard both tides to diſpute Place 
it doth now require to interpoſe Opinion to 
compound the Controverſte. This point in 
queition 1s ſomewhat perplexed by means of 
difficult Pretiidents : For firlt it is obſerved 
That ſome Preſidents do prove that Baronies 
by Writ have deſcended unto Heirs Female 
whoſe husbands have been called to Parlia. 
ment, whether 1n regard of themſelves, or in 
reſp<t of their wives right,it maketh no mar- 
ter : but ſinceit1s, that r2e marriage of ſuch 
Ladics gave that occa/ion to be ſummoned, and 
ſuch -iusbands and their Poiterity have and do 
lawfully bear the ſame Title of Dignity,which 
the Anceſtors of fuch a wite did tetore riohr. 
tully bear : For by this Controverſie there is 
no purpole to call the right of ſuch Noble Rou- 
ſes 1nto queition. How beit, Secondly, this is 
to be obſerved out of the Preſidents , and to 
be acknowledged of every duriful Sui ject, Thar 
the King's Majelty 1s nevertheleſs at liberty to 
call ro his High Council of Parliament, whom 
he ſhall in his Princely Wiſdom think ft, which 
by his Majeſtie's Noble Progenitors have in 
former Ages likewiſe obſerved. 

And therefore whereas Ralph Lord Crom- 
well, being a Baron by Writ, died without If 
ſue, having two Siſters and Coheirs, E/1za- 
beth the eldeſt, who married Sir Thomas Nee 


vile Knight, and Joan the younger, who mar- 


ried Sir pe nec Butcher Knight, who was 
called to Parliament as Lord Cromwell, and not 
the ſaid Sir Thomas. Thardly, It is to' be ob- 
ſerved, That it a Baron by Writ die without 
Heir Male , having his Daughter, Siſter, or 


other Collateral Heir Male.that can challenge 


the Land of the ſaid Baron deceaſed by any an- 
cient entail, or otherwiſe, the Title of ſuch 
an Heir Female hath heretofore been allowed, 
as by the honourable Opinions and Relations 
of the Right Honourable the late Commiſſion- 
ers in the Office of Earl-Marſhal, fsnihed un- 
to the late Queen , upon Petition of the Siſter 
and Heir of Gregory Lord Dacres deceaſed, 
may appear. 

Moreover, in the ſame Pedigree of the Lord 
Dacres it was exprelled, That Thomas, ſome- 
times Lord Dacres, had iflue Thomas his eld- 
eſt Son, Ralph his Second, and Humphrey his 
third. Thomas, the eldeſt, died in the life of 
his Father, having iflue oa» Daughter and 
Heir, who was married to Sir Richard Fines 
Knight , and after Thomas Lord Dacres his 
Grandfather, and Father to the ſaid Ralph 
and Humphrey, died ; after whoſe death Henry 
the Sixth, by his Letters Patents bearing date 
at Weſtminſter the Seventh of November, in 
the Seventh year of his Reign, reciting the 
ſaid Pedigree and Marriage, doth by his ſaid 

Letters 
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Letters Patents accept, declare, and repute 
the faid Richard Fines to be Lord Dacres,and 
one of the Barons of the Realm. But after- 
wards, in the time of Edward the Fourth., 
the ſaid Humphrey Dacres, after the attainder 
of the ſaid Ralph, and himſelf by an Ad of 
Parliament, which was the firſt of Edward

chard Fines, inthe right of Joan his wite , 
and the Heirs of his body by the ſaid Joar be- 
gotten, ſhould keep, have, and uſe the ſame 
Seat and Place in every Parliament, as the faid 
Thomas Dacres Knight, Lord Dacres, had u- 
ſed and kept ; and that the Heirs of the body 
of the ſaid Thomas Dacres Knight, then late 
Lord Dacyes, begotten, ſhould have and hold 
to them and to their Heirs the Mannor of 
Holheach.

The Caſeof the Lord Delaware lately e- 
rected a Reſolution ſomewhar anſwerable to 
this Queſtion : Thomas Delaware in the third 
of ' Edward the Sixth; being, in ſome diſplea- 
ſure with W:illzam Wei? his Reir and Nephew, 
who was Father to Thomas late' Lord Dela- 
ware, and Grandfather to Henry Lord Dela- 
ware that Nevs procured by Act of Parlia- 
ment, by which the ſaid William Weſt was ; 
during his natural life only, clearly diſabled to 
claim, demand, or have any:manner of Right, 
Title, or Intereſt; by Deſcent, Remainder, or 
otherwiſe, in or tothe Mannors, Lands , Te- 
nements, or Hereditaments, Title and Digni- 
ty of Thomas Lord Delaware his Uncle, Wc. 
After the ſaid Thomas Delaware died,and the 
 faidW:ill:am Weſt was in the time of Queen 
Mary attainted of Treaſon by Verdict, but par- 
doned by the ſaid Queen; and afterwards b 
Parliament, in the time of Queen E/;xabeth, 
was reſtored ; and in the fourth year of her 
Reign was created Lord Delaware by Patent, 
and took place in Parliament accordingly , for 
that by the ſaid At of Parliament of Edward 
the Sixth, he was excluded to challenge the 
former ancient Barony ; and after he died. 
Now whether Thomas Delaware ſhould take 
his place according to the ancient Barony by 
Writ, or according to his Father's Creation by 
Patent, was the Queſtion. The Opinions of 
the late Queens Council , being his Majeſtie's 


Attorney General and Solicitor , were, That |} 


the acceptance of the new Creation by the ſaid 
William Weſt could not extitiguiſh the ancient 
Dignity, for that he had not the ancient Dig- 
nity in him at that time of his Creation ; but 
the Dignity was by the Act of Parliament 3 
Edw.6. in the ballance of ſuſpence or conſide- 
ration of Law, and he thereby utterly diſabled 
to have the ſame during his lite, only ſo as 0- 
ther acceptance could not extinguiſh that Dig- 
nity which he then had not, nor could not con- 
clude his Heir, who was not diſabled by the 


Parliament 3 Edw. 6. to claim the ancient 


Barony ; which Opinion of .theirs was ſeen 
and allowetl by the then Chief Juſtice of Exg- 
land, and Lord Chief Baron, and fo ſignified 
to the Lord Keeper. But this to be noted 
by the Reaſons made for the ſaid Reſolution, 
heh if the ſaid Sir W://:am Weft had been 
Baron, and entituled, and iri poſſeſſion of the 
ancient Dignity, when he accepted the ancient 
Creation, the Law perchance might have been 
otherwiſe; but that remains as yet unreſolved : 
Nevertheleſs the Rule is, Zodem modo, quo 
_ quid conſtituitur, diſſolvitur. But by a Gratit 
which is but a matter of Fat, a man cannot 
transfer his Title of Honour.

Having thus much treated concerning the 
Creations, and other things incident to the de- 
grees of Nobility, I cannot omit ſome things 
concerning the ſufficiency and ability of Eſtate;

the ſame. Butit was afterwards anſwered by 
the Court, as by the wordsin the Record ap- 
peareth. The Barons aforeſaid did perſiſt 1n 
the Challenge, and in the end both the ſaid 
Earls, between whomthe ſaid outrage had been 
perpetrated, ſubmitted themſelves to theKing's: 
Grace, and made their Fines. Secondly, This 
priviledge hath no place in caſe of neceſlity , 
where the truth of the caſe cannot otherwiſe 
come to light; for the words in the Writ in.

Alfoin caſe of Inditment, the Defendant

5; Attainder of Felony or Treaſon. is cor- 
ruption of Blood, ſo that rheir Children may 
not be Heirs unto them, nor to any other An- 
ceſtor. Andif he werea Nobleman before , 
he is by the Attainder made Ignoble, not only 
himſelf, -but all his Children ; having regard 
unto the Nobility which they had by their 
Birth. And this corruption is ſo ſtrong and 
high, thatit cannot be falved by the King's 
pardon, or otherwiſe than by Authority of 
tament. - 

But here is to be obſerved, That Nobility 
is not a thing ſubſtantial, but mere accidental ; 
for it may be preſent or abſent , without cor- 
ruption of the Subje& whereof it doth depend; 
for experience ſheweth, That the paſſing of ho- 
mounds Titles are reſtrained by exorbitant 
Crimes, when as Nature in the mean while 
cannot be thruſt away. Wherefore , though 
the Lawyers do call Extinguſhment of Nobi- 
lity,which happeneth by ſuch hainous Offences 
committed by corruption of Blood : neverthe- 
leſs they uſe not this manner of phraſe, as' 
though Nobility were naturally and efential- 
ly inthe Honour of Blood , more than any o- 
ther hereditary Faculty; but becauſe the right 


of Inheritance ( which is by degrees of com- 


munication of Blood dire&ed ) is by that 
means determined; and alſo in regard of the

hatred and deteſtation of the Crime, it is cal. 
led corruption of Blood. 

And here a Queſtion may ariſe, Whether 
by Attainder of the Father the Blood be ſo cor- 
rupted, that the Son ſhall alſo be barred his 
Mother's Inheritance, who hath not tranſgreſ: 
ſed, or no ? 

They that maintain the Affirmative, fay, 
That forafmuch as none can be procreated or 
ingendred according to the courſe of Nature, 
but of a Father and Mother, and muſt have in 
him two Bloods , v:/s. the Fathers and Mo- 
thers ; therefore the Law alfo ſaith , Thoſe 
Bloods commixt in the perſon of a man in law. 
ful Marriage, do conſtitute and make him an 
Heir ; and that none can be Heir unto any, un- 
leis he hath both Bloods in him to whom he 
doth convey himſelf to be Heir. And there- 
tore the Heir of the halt Blood ſhall not inhe- 
rit, becauſe he doth want one of the Bloods 
which thould make him inheritable. And up- 
on this reaſon Britan.chap.5.ſaith, If 2 man be 
attainted of Felony by Judgment , the Flerrs 
mngenared after the Attainder are precluded 
from all manner of ſucceſſion inthe Heritage, 
as well of the part of the Mother as of the ta- 
ther ; tor ex leproſo parente, leproſus genera- 
tar filius. And when the Father s attainted 
of Treaſon or Felony, the Blood, in reſpett 
whereof he « Inheritable, being corrupted,the 
ſame hath but half hs Blood, that «, the Blood 
of hu Mother«n him without corruption. And 
with this doth agree BratFon, 116. 3. cap. 13. 
Non valebit felony generatio, nec ad hared:- 


| Zatem paternam, nec maternam ; /1 autem an- 


| te feloniam generationem fecerit, talis gene- 
ratio ſuccedit in hereditatem patru vel ma- 
ir, a quo non fuerit felonia perpetrata. 
Becauſe at the time of his Birth he had two 
lawful Bloods commixt in him , which could 
not be corrupted by the Attainder ſubſequear, 
but only as unto that party who did offend. 

But on the Negative part it is ſaid, That the 
Law 1s not ſo penal againſt the innocent Child, 
as to prejudice him touching his Mothers Inhe- 
ritance, who alſo did not offend ; or contrari- 
wiſe, eſpecially in cafe where the Mother was 
ſeized of an Eſtate in Feeſimple , either in 
Lands or Tenements, or Title of Honour. 
And this was the caſe ( if I be not anos ved 
of Ph:tip late Earl of Arundel, notwithſtand- 
ing the Attainder of Thomas Duke of Norfolk 
his Father ; for he had that Earldom in right 
of his Mother. 

But they do agree, That if the Lands or Te- 
nements, or a Title of Honour, be given to a 
man, and to his wife in tayl who hath Iflue : 
The Father is attainted of Treaſon, and exe- 
cuted, though this forfeiture of the Husband 
ſhall be no barr to the Wife concerning her in- 
tereſt by Survivorſhip ; yet their Iflue is bar- 
red by the Statute 26 Hem. $. cap, 13. and his 
Blood corrupted: For in that caſe the Heir muſt 


neceſlarily make himſelf Heir, as well of the

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Body of the one as of the other. And yet 
che words of the Statute 32 Hem. 5. cap. 28. 
are, That no Fine , Feoffment, or other Act 
or Acts hereafter to be made, or ſuffered by 
the Husband only of any Mannors, Lands, Te- 
nements, or Hereditaments, being the Inhe- 
ritance or Freehold of his Wite, during the Co- 


verture between them, ſhall in any wiſe be, 


or make any diſcontinuance , or be prejudici- 
al to the ſaid Wife, or to her Heirs, or to 
ſuch as ſhall have right, title, or interelit to 
the ſame by the death of ſuch Wite or Wives; 
but the ſame Wife or her Heirs, and ſuch 0- 
ther to whom ſuch right ſhall appertain atter 
her deceaſe , ſhall or may then lawfully en- 
ter into all ſuch Mannors, Lands, Tenements, 
and Hereditaments according to their Rights 
and Titles therein. For there 1s Adverlity ta- 
ken and agreed for Law between a diſconti- 
nuance which doth imply a wrong, and a 
lawful Baron which doth imply a right : And 


therefore if Land be given to the Husband, |. 


and the Wife, and to the Heirs of their Bo- 
dies begotten , and the Husband levies a Fine 


with Proclamation, or do commit High | 


Treaſon, and dieth, and the Wife before or 
after Entry dieth , the Tfſue is barred, and the 
Comiſee for theKing hath right unto theLands, 
becauſe the Iiſue cannot claim as Heir unto 
both. And with this doth agree Dyer 351.6. 
adjudged. vide 5 Hen. 7. 32. Cott's 7 St, 
Coke's erghth part, 27. where it 1s reſolved, 
That the Statute 32 Hen.8. doth extend onl 

unto Diſcontinuances, although the Act hattl 
general words, or be prejudicial to the Wife 
or her, Heirs, ©c. but the concluſion, if ſhe 


ſhall lawfully enter, c. according to their 
right and title therein , which they cannot do 
when they be barred, and have no right, 
title, and intereſt. . And this Statute doth 
pive advantage unto.the Wife, $9c. ſo long as 
the hath right ; but it doth not extend to rake 
away a furure barr. Although the Statute 
doth give Entry without limitation of any 
time ; nevertheleſs the. Entry muſt attend 
upon the right : and therefore if. the Wife be 
ſeized. in Feelimple, and her Husband levy a 
Fine with Proclamation unto another , and 
dieth, now the Wife may enter by force of 
the Statute; for as yet that Fine is not an 
barr unto her,but her right doth remain, whic 
ſhe may continue by Entry ; but if ſhe do ſur- 
ceaſe her time, and the five years do paſs 
without Entry, ©c. now by force of the Fine 
with Proclamation, and five years paſt after 
the death of her Husband , ſhe is barred of 
her right, and by conſequence ſhe cannot en- 
ter. And the Statute doth ſpeak of Fine on- 
ly, and not of Fine with Proclamation. If 
there be Father and Son, and the Father be

The Son and Heir of a Duke, during his 


Father's life, is only in courteſie of Speech and 
Honour called an Earl; and the eldeſt Son of 
a Marquiſs or an Earl, a Lord : but not fo 
in legal proceedings, or in the King's Courts 
of Judicature. But the King may at his plea- 
ſure create them in the life of | their Ances- - 
ſtors into any Degree of Lords of the Par- 
liament. And according to the Germay 
' Cuſtom, all the younger Sons of Dukes and 
Marquiſles are called Lords, but by coutteſie 
only, which Title deſcends not to their 
A-Duke; or other of the Nobility of a 
Foreign Nation, doth come into this Land 
by the King's ſafe Condut, in which faid 
Letters of ſafe Conduct he is named a Duke 


or be ſued by that name within this Realm, 
but 15 only ſo by Reputation. 

But it the King of Denmark, or other 
Sovereign King come into England under 
ſate Conduct, he, during his abode here, 
ought to be ſtyled by the name of King, 
and to retain his Honour , although not his 
Regal Command and Power. And in this 
caſe may be obſerved by the way, That no 
Sovereign King may enter into this Realm 
without licence, though he be in League. 

All the younger Sons of the Kings of 
aha; are of the Nobility of England , 
and Earls by their Birth without any other 
Creation. - 

And if an Engliſhman be created Earl of 
the Empire, or ſome other Title of Ho- 
nour by the Emperor or other Monarch, he 
ſhall not bear that Dignity in England, but 
is only an Earl in Reputation. 

A Lord or Peer of Scotland or Ireland is 
not of the Nobility or Peerage of England in 
all Courts of Juſtice, although he is com- 
monly reputed a Lord, and hath priviledge

The Queen of Eng/and, during the life of 
the King , hath as high prerogatives and pri- 
viledges, and liveth in as great ſtate as any 
Queen in Europe. She is reputed the ſecond 
perſon in the Kingdom ; and the Law ſetteth 
ſo high a value upon her, as to make it High 
Treaſon to conſpire her death,or to violate her 
Chaſtity.

The preſent Queen Conſort is the thrice 
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Queen weareth, and may be (as formerly they 
were ) crowned with Royal- Solemnity ; the 

_ performance of which Office properly belong- 
eth to the Archbiſhop of Jork. And although 
their Coronations of late have been diſuſed, yet 
they have as much honour, and enjoy the ſame 
priviledges, as if that Ceremony had been 
done. And the manner and folemnity at the 
Coronation of a Queen is at large ſet down in 
moſt of our Chronicles, and in particular in 
Holinfhea1 and Stow, upon the lead Coro- 
nation of Anna Bulloign in the Reign of King 
Henry the Eighth, to which I refer the Read- 
cr. 

The Queen is permitted to ſit in ſtate by the 
King , and to keep a diſtinct Court from the 
King's,although ſhe be the Daughter of a No- 
bleſs - and hath her Courtiers in every Office, 
as hath the King ( though not altogether ſo 
many;) and hath her Yeomen of her Guard 
to attend her on foot, and within doors , and 
her Lifeguard of Horſe for her ſlate and fecuri- 
ty when ſhe goeth abroad : She hath her At- 
torney, Solicitor, and Counſel for the manage- 

ment of her Law concerns, who have great 
eſpe ſhewed them, being placed within the 

or with the King's Countel in all Courts of 

Judicature. | 

_ Although ſhe be an Alien, and a Feme co- 

vert during the King's Life, yet without any 

Act of Parliament for Naturalization , or Let- 


ters Patents for her Denization, ſhe may pur- 


chaſe Lands in Feeſimple ; make Leaſes 1n her 
own Name without the King ; hath power to 
give, to ſue, and to contract Debts, which by 
the Law is denied any other Feme Covert ; ſhe 
may not be impleaded till firſt petitioned ; nor 
is the formality of fifteen days Summons to 
the Defendant needful, ifſhe be Plaintiff; nor 
can ſhe be amerced, if ſhe be Nonſuited in any 
Action ; ſhe may preſent by her ſelf to a Spi- 
ritual Benefice. 

Anciently the Queens had a Revenue called 
Aurum Reping , that is the Queen's Gold, 
which was the tenth part of what came to the 
King by the name of O#4/ata upon Pardons, 
Gifts,©c. but of late they keep to their Dowry, 
71z.Forty thouſand pounds per Annum,belides 
fines upon the renewing of Leaſes ; which ſaid 
Dowry is as large as any Queens in Chriſten- 
dome.

Parliament, to prevent the danger of an uſur. 
pation of the Crown : the like truſt is ſome. 
times impoſed upon the Queen Conſort in her 
Husband's abſence, as by King Heary the 
Eighth twice during his Wars in F-axce. 

Note, That during the minority of the King 
of Ergtand, whatſoever Laws are enacted in 
Parliament under a Queen Regent, or a Pro- 
teareis, are no longer binding than till the 
King attains to full ape , atter which he may 
revoke and make void by his Letters Patents 
under the Great Seal. 

The Daughters of the Kings of Eyg/:nd are 
all ſtyled Princetics. The eldeſt js called the 
Princeſs Royal , and hath an aid or certain rate 
of money paid by every Tenant 77 Capzre 
Knights Service, and Soccage ,, towards her 
marriage Portion , as was levied by K. James 
when he married the Princeſs Elizabeth ; and 
to violate her Chaliity 1s by the Law adjudged 
High Treaſon.

\ Omen in Zzgland, according to their 
Hasbands Qualities, are either Honou- 
rable and Noble, or Tgnoble. Their Honou- 
rable Dignities are Princeſſes, Dutchefles, 
Marchionetles, Counteſles, Viſcounteſles, and 
Baroneſles. 

The Nobleſs (as the French call them ) are 
all Knights Ladies , who in all writings are 
ſliyled Dames ; all: Efquires and Gentlemens 
wives only Gentlewomen. 

The third fort comprehends the Plebeans , 
and are commonly called Goodwives. 

Noble women are fo by Creation, Deſcent, 
or Marriage. 

Of women honourable by Creation are di- . 
vers Examples,of which the firſt (as I remem- 
ber) that we read of, was Margaret Counteſs 
of Norfolk, created by Richard the Second 
Dutcheſs of Norfo/f. And many of them 
had their Honours granted by Patents to them- 
ſelves, and the Heirs Males of their Bodies to 
be begotten, with ſpecial Clauſes that their 
Heirs Male ſhall have voices in Parliament, 
Creation money, their Mothers Titles ; as if a 
Dutcheſs, he a Duke ; and if a Counteſs, he an 
Earl, with the Ceremony of Mantle, Surcoat, 
Coronet, fc.

Honourable women , as before noted, are 
of three ſorts, by Creation, by Deſcent, and 
by Marriage. Andrthe King may create any 
woman into any Title of Honour at his plea. 
ſure : and the King by his Letters Patents o- 
penly read in Parliament , without any other 
Invetture, did create A7.;ry Fane Widow, the 
ſole Daughter of Baron of 
Aturgaveny, Baronnels de le Spencer, 

Noble women by Deſcent are, either thoſe 
to whom the Lands holden by fuch Dignity do 
deſcend as Heir, and they are ſaid to be Ho- 
nourable by Tenure; or by whoſe worthy An- 
ceſtors, to whom they were Heirs, was ſeized 
of an Eſtate deſcendable to them in their Ti- 
tles of Dukedoms , Earldoms , or Baronies : 
or thoſe whoſe Anceſtors were ſummoned to 
Parliament , for hereby alſo Inheritance doth 
accrew to their Poſterities. 

Noble women are alſo thoſe, who do take 
to their -Husbands any Lord or Peer of the 
Realm, although they themſelves were not 
of any degree of Nobility. 

- Queſtion and doubt hath been made, Whe- 
ther if a man be ſummoned to Parliament, and 
afterwards die without Tue Male, the Digni- 
ty and Title of Honour may deſcend to the 
Heir Female. And many Arguments have 
been pro © contra in that caſe, which at this 
time I purpoſely omit , becauſe I have before 
diſcourſed thereof in the Chapter of Ba- 
rons. T 

Concerning the Title of Honour deſcenda- 
ble to the Heir Female by reaſon of aTenure of 
her Anceſtors, there needs no more doubt to 
be made than of Offices of Honour , the 
which do much ſupport the publick wealth, 
and being of Eſtate of Inheritance, do deſcend 
to the Heir Female, if there be no nearer Heir 
Male : As the Office of High Conſtableſhip of 
England challenged in the time of Fenry the 
Eighth by the Duke of Buck;ngham, and ad- 
;udl ed by the Adviſe and Reſolution of the 
Judges, as by a note of that .Caſe extant, 
whereof Dyer in his Reports hath a memorial 
205. b.Kekway, the Sixth of Henry the Eighth 
190. 6. which deſcended to the Daughter of 
Hunphvey ae Bohune , Earl of "ago a and 
Eſex, as before is declared. The Office of 
the Lord Steward deſcended to Blaunch, 
Daughter of Henry Earl of Lancaſter, in 
whoſe right John of Gaunt her Husband en- 
joyedthe ſame. The like may be faid of the 
Office of Earl-Marſhal , which deſcended by 
an Heir Female unto the Houſe of Norfol4: 


All which Offices are as unfit to be i 66 
y 
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by a Woman, as tor a Woman of Honour | 
to be ſummoned to the Parliament. And 
when a Title of Honour doth deſcend to a 
Woman, it queſiion in Law ,do ariſe be- 
tween the f{aid Noble woman and any ©- 
ther perſon , whether ſhe be: of that De- 
gree of Nobleneſs or no, the Itflue ſhall 
be tried by the Record thereof , and by the 
King's Writ it ſhall be certified, and not 
by a Jury of twelve Men, even as it ſhould 
have been in caſe her Anceſtor had been party. 

Although the Laws of the Realm regu- 
larly do make all the Daughters ( where 
there are no Sons) equally to inherit Lands 
and Tenzments , and to be but one Heir to 
their Anceſtor; yet it is not ſo in the de- 
ſcent of Dignity and Tirles of Honour: tor 
Inheritances concerning matter of Honour, be- 
ing things in their nature participating of 
Superiority and Eminency, are not partable 
amongtt many , and therefore mult of necel- 
ſity deſcend unto one, and that is to tae 
eldeſt Daughter , Siſter, Aunt , or Colin Fe- 
male, and inheritable where there 1s no 
Heirs Males that may lawfully challenge the 
ſame. And ſo in this point is the Civil Law. 

Nevertheleſs, there was a Judgment in 
the time of Henry the Third , touching the 
deſcent of the Earldom of Cheſter , after the 
death of the Earl, who died without Iſſue , 
his Siſters being his Heirs ; which Judgment 
was, That the ſaid Earldom ſhould be di- 
vided among the ſaid Copartners as the o- 
ther Lands; and that the eldeſt ſhould not 
have it alone. But this Judgment was hol- 
den Erroneous, even 1n thoſe times where- 
in it was given; For Bratton, a Learned 
Judge, who lived 1n that Age, writeth there- 
of, treating of partition between Copart- 
ners, /b. 2. Caſe 24. by which 1t is evident, 
That Baronies and Dignities of Honour do 
by the Laws of this Realm deſcend unto 
the eldeſt Copartner ; and the Judgment gi- 
ven once to the contrary thereof, Bratton 
doth rightly account to be unjuſt : His Rea- 
ſon is notable ; Foraſmuch as the Honour of 
the Chivalry of this Realm doth chiefly con- 
fit in the Nobility, Reaſon would not that 
ſuch Dignity ſhould be Aaivided amongſt 
Copartners, whereby through multitude of 
_ partitions the reputation of Honour in ſuch 
Succeſſion , and ſo divided, might be im 


paired, or the ſlrength of the Realm, being | 


drawn into many hands, with decreaſe of 
livelyhood by ſuch partition , ſhould be in- 
feebled. In which Reſolution Brztton, the 
Learned Biſhop of Hereford ( who compiled 
his Book of the Laws of this Realm, by the 
Commandment, and in the Name of Ez> 
ward the Firſt ) accordeth, Brztton 187. 
And therefore, howſoever the Judgment 
was given, or whenſoever, 1t 1s neverthe- 
leſs very evident that it was ſoon redrefſed:

- Nevertheleſs you may read 1n this Trea- 
tife of Heraldry, written by John Guiltim 
about fol. 18. That Siſters are allowed no 
differences of Badges in their Coat-Armour, 
by reaſon that by them the name of the 
Houſe cannot be: preſerved; but are ad: 
mitted to the Inheritance equally; and are 
adjudged but one Heir to all intents and 
purpoles whatſoever. And the knowledge 
of this point in theſe days 1s worthy to be 
enquired into ; for this is to be obſerved 
out of Preſidents, and to be acknowledged 
of every dutiful Subject, that the King can 
advance to Honour whom he pleaſeth : And

It a Lady which is married come through 
the Foreſt , ſhe ſhall not take any thing, 
but a Dutcheſs, Marchioneſs, or Counteſs 
ſhall have advantage of the Statute de Chyz 
ta Foreff.

's uninarried. 

This 1s a Rule in the Civil Law, $7 #17 
Reg# nubat alu; Duct vel Comitt, ducetur 
tamen ſemper regalis. As amongſt Noble 
Women there 1s a difference of Degrees , fo 
{ according to their diftinct Excellencies the 
Law doth give ſpecial priviledges, as fol- 
loweth : By the Statute 25 Adw. 3. cap. r. 
it is High Treaſon to compaſs or imagine 
the death of the Queen, or to violate the 
King's Companion. The King's Reſponſe is 
a ſole perſon, except by the Common Law; 
and ſhe may purchaſe in Feclimple, or make 
Leaſes or Grants with 'the King; ſhe may 
plead and be impleaded, which no other 
married Woman can do without her Hus- 
band. 

All Acts of Parliament for any cauſe, which 
any way may concern the Queen, are ſuch 
Statutes whereof the Judges ought to take 
Recognizances as of general Statutes: though 
the matter doth only concern the capacity 
of the Queen, yet it doth alſo concern all 
the Subjects of the Realm ; for every Sut- 
jet hath intereſt in the King, and none of 
his Subjects within his Laws are divided 
from the King, who 1s Head and Sovereign, 
ſo that his buſineſs concerns all the Realm: 
and as the Realm hath intereſt in the King, 
ſo and for the ſame Reaſon is the Queen, 
being his Wife. 

A man ſeized of divers Lands in Fee 
holden by Knight's Service , fome by Prio- 
rity ( that is by ancient Feoffment holden 
of others ) and ſome other part holden of 
the King in poſteriority ; the King granteth 
his Seigniory to the Queen during her lite; 
and afterwards the Tenant dieth , his Son 
within Age : in this caſe he ſhall have the 
Wardſhip of the Body, and have the Pre- 
rogative even as the King himſelf ſhould 
have had. 

The Queen. Conſort or Dowager ſhall 
not be amerced, if ſhe be Nonfuited in any 
Action or otherwiſe ; in which caſe any 0- 
ther Subje&, of what degree ſfoever, ſhall 


| be amerced: for 1n that caſe the NR 
a 
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ſhall participate of the King's Preroga- 
tive. | 

But the Queen ſhall not in all caſes have 
| the ſame prerogative as the King; as for 
Example , Petition 1s all the remedy the Sub- 
jet hath when the King ſeizeth his Lands, 
or taketh away his Goods from him, ha- 
ving no Title by order of Law ſo to do, 
contrary to the Opinion of ſome ancient 
Books , as you may ſee Jtamford's Frero- 
gatzve , Cale 19. But no ſuch Suit ſhall be 
made to the Queen, but Actions as againſt 
other Lieges of the King , according as the 
Caſe ſhall require : For by the fame Reaſon 
that the Queen may be Plaintiff or Deman- 
dant in Actions without the King, by the 
ſame Reaſon ſhe ſhall be Defendant with- 
out the part taking of ſuch Prerogatives as 
do appertain to the King. 

Againſt the King by his Prerogative 2u/- 
lum tempus occurrit ; but it is not fo with 
the Queen, 18 Edw.}. 2. a. Andplenarily 
by ſix months is a good Plea in a Qwuare 
Impedit brought by Philip Regina Anglia, 
ibidem fol. 1. 13.6. Stamford's Prerogative , 
Caſe 18. prope finem. In the 22 Ed. 3.6. 
it is thus to be read; Note that a Protetti- 
on was ſued forth againſt the Queen in a 
Writ which ſhe brought, and it was al- 
lowed , though ſhe be a perſon exempt. Ne- 
vertheleſs by this ſhort Caſe following may 
be obſerved, That the Juſtices do not eaſt- 
ly ſuffer any proceedings in Law againſt the 
Queen ( Wife or Widow; ) but will hold with 
their Immunities ſo much as by Law they 
may. 

A Writ of Dower was brought againſt 
Iſabel Queen of England, and Mother to 
the then King; and the Court faid to the 
Plaintiff, The Queen is a perſon of Digni- 
iy and Excellency, and we are of Opinion 
that ſhe ſhall not anſwer to the Writ, but 
that ſhe ſhould be ſued unto by Petition. And 
thereupon the Demandant 4zx:t gratzs, and 
ſhe prayed the Court to grant a Continu- 
ance of Action until another day, fo that 
in the mean time ſhe might ſpeak with the 
Queen : But the Court would not agree to 
make a Continuance ; but ſaid, That upon 
her requeſt they might give day pre re per- 
tin. and ſo it was done; for the Queen's 
Counſel would not agree to a Continuance, 
for thereby the Queen ſhall be accepted as 
anſwerable. 

Neither do I ſuppoſe that I have digreſ- 
ſed from any former purpgſe for making 
mention in thoſe Caſes concerning the Queen 
Conſort : For notwithſtanding the intermar- 
riage with the Sovereign King, yet ſhe is 
no other than a King's Subject, whether 
ſhe be of a Foreign Nation, or a Native 


born; and though ſhe be by the favour of | 


the King ſolemnly crowned Queen, yet that 
is but a Royal Ceremony, and no efſential

Ladies in Reputation. 


HE Wife or Widow of the Son and 

Heir of a Duke or Earl in the life 
time of his Father , is a Lady by Courteſie 
of Speech and Honour, and taketh place ac- 
cording as in ancient time hath been per- 
mitted by the Sovereign Prince, and allow- 
ance of the Heralds; but in legal proceed. 
ings they are not Priviledged, nor to be 
named according to ſuch Names of Digni- 
ty. But the King may at his pleaſure cre- 
ate ſuch Men, in the life of their Anceftors, 
unto degrees of Lord's of his Parliament, 
and then the Law 1s otherwiſe. 

It a Noble Woman of _ come into 
this Realm by ſafe Conduct, or otherwiſe, 
though in the Letters of ſafe Conduct by 
the King ſhe be ſtyled by ſuch her Sove- 
reign Title; yet in the King's Courts of Ju- 
ſtice ſhe ſhall not be named by ſuch Title, 
Co in common Speech ſhe is ſtyled a 
Lady. | 

An Engliþ Woman born doth take to her 
Husband a French or Spaniſh Duke, though 
he be made a Denizen, yet ſhe ſhall not 
bear his Title of Dignity in Legal Proceed- 
ings. | 
: German Woman is married to a Peer 
of the Realm, and unleſs ſhe be made a 
Denizen, ſhe cannot lawfully claim the Pri- 
viledges or Titles of her Husband, no more 
than ſhe can to have Dower or Joynture 
from him. 

An Engli/h Woman doth take to her Huſ- 
band an I1r;/b Earl; or if a Lord of Scof- 
land mc he be a Poſinatus) take an 
Engliſh Woman to his Wife, their Wives 
ſhall not participate of their Husbands Titles 
of Dignity.

None truly value what they do poſſeſs : 
Birth, Beauty, Titles, Riches m exceſs, 
Ave all a Plague, if ought elſe we deſire ; 
The loſs of that makes all our joys on fire. 
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Lthough I am not of the Opinion 
of ſome that vainly derive the 
Order of Knighthood from St. 
Michael the Archangel, whom 
they term the primer Cheva- 
lier ; yet I may ſay that it is near as ancient 
as Valour and Heroick Vertue, and may de- 
rive its Original from Troy, which bred ma- 
ny Noble and Renowned Knights ; amongſt 
which were Hefor, Troilus, Aneas, and 

Antenor. So among the Greeks were Aga- 

memuon, Menelaus, Peleus, Hercules, Dio- 

medes, Telamon, Thyſes, and ſeveral 0- 

thers, whoſe Military and Heroick Acts pur- 

chaſed unto them a never dying Fane. And 
the Romans took ſo great care for the che- 

riſhing and advancement of Heroick and Mi- 

litary Vertue and Honour, that they erected 

and dedicated Temples to Vertue and Ho- 
nour ; and from the infancy of their Milita- 
ry Glory they inſtituted a Society of Knights, 
which conſiſted of a ſelet number. And ſome 
there are that plead to have Knighthood take 
its riſe from Romulus: For, ſay they, that 

Romulus having ſettled his Government in 

Rome, partly for Security, and partly for 

Magnificence, erected or inrolled three Bands 


or Centuries of Knighthood or Horſmen ; the 


firſt he called Romene from his own Name ; 
the ſecond T:t;zexce from Titns Tacitus; and 
the third ZLuceria, whereof mention is made 
by E:zvy. And this Inrollment conſiſted of 
Three hundred ſtout and perſonable men, 
choſen out of the chieteſt Families, and were 
to attend him as his Life-guard, both in Peace 
and War, and were called Ce/eres, or Equites, 
from their perſonal Valour and dexterity in 
Martial Afﬀars. 

And to add to the Honour of Knighthood , 
the Romans oft-times made the Knights 
Judges for the management of their Civil 
Aﬀairs, yet continued they of the Eque- 
ſirian Order. 

The Romans called their Knights Mz/ztes, 
or Miles, and Equzites, or bs Auratt ; 
the Italians and Spaniards, Cavaliert ; 
the French , Chevaliers; and the Engl:ſh, 
Knights. 

he Addition of Sr is attributed to the 
Names of all Knights, as Sir Fohn, Sir The- 
mas , and the like. And to Baronets the ſaid 
Addition of S;r is granted unto them by a 
peculiar Clauſe in their Patents of Creation, 
although they are not dubbed Knights. 

No man is born a Knight of any Title or

Nor are Kings, Princes, or Potentates at any 
time limitted or confined their beſtowing this 
Dignity, being at all times free to beſtow it 
- on whomloever they ſhall in their Princely fa- 
your think worthy to be advanced to the faid 
Honour, either for their Merit, Birth, or E- 
ſtate. 
The Enſigns or Ornaments belonging to 
Knighthood are many, each Country or King- 
dom having thoſe peculiar to it ſelf : I ſhall 
name ſome of the chief.

cipal Seat then of the Eaſtern Empire ; and by 


others at Dioſprilta or Lyddea in Paleſtune , 


where he 1s ſaid to be interred ; whoſe Fame 
was 10 great 1n the World, that many Tem- 

les and Monaſteries were dedicated to him 
in the Eaſtern Countries, trom whence his e- 
ſteem came into Erg/and, who celebrated to 
his memory the Three and twentieth of 4pr/ 
with the reſt of the Univerſal Church : But 


how long he has been honoured as Patron and 
Protector of England is diſputable ; Mr. Je/- 


den concludes before the Conqueſt ; Ard 'ris 
10 marvel ( faith he ) that ſo warlike a peo- 
ple ſhould make choice of ſuch a Seuldier- 
Saint , known by the particular name of Tro- 
pheophorus, of greater eminency in both the 
Eaftern and Weitern Churches than any other 
Juuldzer-Saint., To this Tutelary Saint or 
Patron of Martial men King Edward com- 
mends himſelf and his Companions , called 
The Knights of St.George : And having both 
beautified and enlarged his Caſtle at Windſor 
to be the Royal Seat of this: Order, he cauſed 
a ſolemn Proclamation to be made in France, 
Spain, Wc. to invite all Military Spirits to at- 
tend thoſe Tilts and Tournaments which were 
intended to be kept , not only on St. George's 
day then next enſuing , which was deſigned 
for the day of Inſtitution, but for fifteen days 
before, and as many after; and that the me- 
mory of St. George might be ſtill continued, 
he gave them for a part of their daily Habit 
the Image of St. ew 4 encountring with the 
Dragon or Devil, inchaſed with Pearls and 
precious Stones, appendant to a blue Ribon, 
continually to be worn about their necks.

honour to Strangers who are Sovereign Prin- 
ces, or Sons -or Brothers to ſuch, it is per-

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but thus by a late Indulgence. Anciently it a 
King crowned came in place of a Knight Bat- 
chelor , he ſate there without any ditterence; 


'but this alteration was made, as 'tis ſuppoſed, 


by King Henry the Seventh, in reference to 
Foreign Princes; the reſt continue in their 
Stalls where firſt ſeated ; ſo that the Sovereign 
reſerved to themſelves the power once in their 
Lives (o faith the Statute ) to make a gene- 
ral tranſlation of all the Stalls , except of Em- 
perors and Foreign Princes, which order con- 
tinues to this day. 

Much may be ſaid in honour of this Noble 
Order: but it being ſo well and accurately 
treated of by that great Antiquary E115 
Ajtmole Eſq; in a large Volume in Folio lately

Laws,and Ceremonies of the moſt Noble Order 
of the Garter, that nothing more can be ſaid 
thereof, which he hath illuſtrated with great 
variety of uſeful & ornamentalScalptures;I ſhall 
therefore conclude by ſetting down the Heads 
of the ſeveral Chapters and Sections by him ſo 
learnedly treated of, recommending to the 
Reader the faid Volume as a Work fit to adorn 
and enrich the Libraries of the moſt Curious.

.. For Kings did thus order their own Lands 
and Tenements : one part they kept and de- 
tained in their own hands, and in them ſtatel 
Houſes and Caſtles were erected, and ade 
for their habitations, and defence of their Per- 
ſons, and of the Realm ; alſo Foreſts and Parks 
were there made for their Majeſties Recreati- 
on: One other part thereof .was given to the 
Nobles, and others of their Chivalry, reſerving 
Tenure by Knights Service: The third part 
was beſtowed upon men of meaner condition 
and quality, with reſervation of Soccage-Te- 
nure. Andin this manner the Dukes and No- 
bles amongſt their Menials and Followers diſſi- 
pated a great part of their Lands ; vs. to 
their Gentlemen of quality,to hold by Knights 
Service, and to other of meaner condition by 
Soccage- Tenure. | 

Gervatins Tilbucienſis, a learned man that 
flouriſhed in the days of King Henry the Se- 


cond, in his Dialogue of the Obſervations - 
the 
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the Exchequer , hath in effe& as followeth: 
Until the time of Henry the Firſt ( faith he ) 
the Kings uſed not to receive Money of their 
Lands, but Victuals tor the provition of thetr 
Houſe; and towards the payment of their 


Souldiers wages , and for ſuch like Charges, | 


money was raiſed out of the Cities and Caitles 
in which Husbandry was not exerciſed : But at 
the length, when the Kings being in parts be- 
yond the Seas, needed ready money for and 
towards the furniture of their Wars , and the 
Subjects and Farmers complained they were 
grievoully troubled by carriage of Victuals in- 
tro ſundry parts of the Realm far diſtant from 
their Habitations, the Kings direted Com- 
miſſions to certain diſcreet perſons, who ha- 
ving regard to thoſe Victuals, ſhould reduce 
them into reaſonable ſums of money , the le- 
vying of which they appointed to the Sheriff, 
taking order withal that he ſhould pay them 
at the Scale or Beam, that is to ſay, that he 
ſhould pay fix pence over and above every 
pound weight of money, becauſe he thought 
that the money would wax ſo much the worſe 
tor the wearing. 

And it was anciently ordained , That all 
Knights Fees ſhould come unto the eldeſt Son 
by tucceſſion of Heritage , whereby he ſuc- 
ceeding his Anceſtor in the whole Inheritance, 
might be the better able to maintain War a- 
gainlt the King's Enemies, or his Lords ; and 
that the Soccage of Freehold be partable be- 
tween the Male Children, to enable them to 
encreaſe into many Families for the better en- 
creaſe of Husbandry. 


But as nothing is more unconſtant than the 


Eſtates we have in Lands and Livings, even ſo 
long ſince theſe Tenures have been fo indiffe- 
rently mixt and confounded in the hands of 
each ſort, that there is not now any note of 
difference to be gathered by them. Lambert 
Peramb. of Kent, 10.

In this Caſe.the Law hath fuch regard 
to the Dignity of Knighthood\, rhat' he may

There hath been many and varying Opini- 
ons of the contraries of a Kmght's Fee, as you 
may read in Co#e's ninth Part 122. and there 
it is proved, that Antiquity hath thought that 
Twenty pounds rae was ſufficient to main- 
tain the Degree of Knighthood ; as1t doth ap- 
pear in the ancient Treatiſe De modo tenend; 
Parhamentum tempore Regs Edeoards , fills 
Regs Ethelred ; which alfo doth concur with 
the Att of Parliament Anno promo Ei. 2.de 
militibus : by which At of Partiament Cen- 
ſus milits, the Eſtate of a Knight was mea- 
ſured' by the value of, Twenty, pound Lands 
per Annum, and not by any certain content of 
Acres. And with this doth agree the Statute 
of VVeſtminſter, cap. 35 © Fitz. Nat, Brev $2. 
where Twenty Ry. Land per Annam in Soc- 
cage is put 1n equipage with a Knight's 'Fee. 
And this 15 the moſt reaſonable eſtimation ; for 
one Acre may be more worth in value than 
many others. E. | 
And iris to be obſerved, That the relief of 
a Knight, and of all Superiors thar be Noble, 
is the fourth part of their Revenue by the 
your; as of a Knight five pounds, and ſo of the

_ And becauſe this Terre doth concern Ser- 
vice in War, the Tenants are therefore called 
Milites Militia © for though the word doth. 
properly G6gnifie a Souldier, yet antiquity hath 
appropriated that name tothe chiefeſt' of Mi- 
litary Profefſion. In our Law they ate ftyled 
Mzihtes, and never _ ; yet fo, that M;- 
les is taken for the ſelf ſame that Chivalry is. 
Beaton fol. 79. maketh mention pf Rode 
Knights, thar is to ſay, ferving Horlmen, who 
held their Lands with: condition that they 
ſhould ſerve their Lords on Horsback. And fo 
by cutting off a peece of a Name ( as our de- 


| light'is to ſpeak ſhort ) this name Knight re- 


mainetht 
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remaineth with us ; for Armiger, [cz/. the Eſ-| 
quire, which is a Degree under the Knight, 
was in the Military Service to ſerve on foot. 

| Note, He that holdeth by a whole Knight's 
Fee, muſt be with the King Forty days well 
and compleatly arrayed for the War, which is 
to be underſtood to ſerve on Horſeback. And 
in all Nations the name of this Dignity is ta- 
ken of Horſes ; for the 77a/zans call them Ca- 
veleri ; the Frenchmen Chivalerts ; the Ger- 
mans, Regters ; our Britains, Murgeghe , all 
riding ; andin Latiz we call them Equzies au- 
rati; for at their Creations, beſides the Sword 
and Girdle, gilt Spurs were added for more 
Ornament. And when a Knight doth com- 
mit any offence for which he 1s by the Law to 
ſuffer death, the uſe hath been in the begin- 
ing of his puniſhment to degrade and deprive 
him publickly of his Honour of Knighthood | 

for it is but with life leas'd, or taken away , 

Hs $1.) by ungirding his Military Girdle, 
by taking away his Sword, and broken , his 
Spurs cut off with an Hatchet, his Gauntlets 
pluck't from him, and the Eſcocheons of his 
Arms reverſed. 

And in the Statute made 24 Hen. 8. chap.13. 
entituled an Ad for Reformation of x ortel : 
It was permitted for Knights to wear a Collar 
of Gold , named the Collar of SS. 

And although this Dignity of Knighthood 
had its original, and was given to men of War 
_ and Proweſs; yet in all Succeſlions of Ages, 
andin all Nations , the ſame alfo is beſtowed 
-upon men of Peace by the Sovereign Power to 
deſerving perſons, whereby the Service of the 
Commonwealth at home 15s made equal with 
that abroad : For as Tully ſaith truly, Parvz 
ſunt arma foris, niſi eft conſilium domi. But 
Experience, the faithfulleſt Counſellor and beſt 
Miſtreſs, hath made -it manifeſt both in this 
modern Age, as well as in that of 7ullie's, 
that the Camp hath bred more eminent States- 
men, and hap uy as gore Politicians, as the 
long Robe: Perhaps for this Reaſon,one aims 
chiefly at Glory and Honour, which eaſily at- 
tracts admirers and favourers; the other at 


Writ. 2 hoſe of higher Dignity, but by the 
Sword; for this Honour is ſuppoſed to be gi- 


"Earls in ancient times had a power of 
Knighting ; but now neither may the Prince, |

| or any other of the Nobility, make a Knight, 


but only the King, or Lieutenant General by 
his Commiſſion. No man is born a Knight, 
as he may be to Titles of Honour by Patent ; 
but a Knight may be made ailoon as a Child is 
baptized, except Knight Bannerets. Note the 
printed Book of Titles of Honour , fo/. 218, 
313. the firſt Knight, With us in England 
there are divers ſorts of Knights, whereof 
Cambden 171. and Mills do write at large: But 
amongſt the Rom7ns there was but one Order 
of them, and they were next in Degree unto 
the Senators, And they who ſimply, with- 
out any Addition, be called Knights, howſoe- 
ver they are in order ranked laſt, yet by inſti- 
tution they are firſt, and of greateſt Antiquity; 
and the other Orders are but late Attributes, ac- 


' cording to the ſeveral inventions of particular 


' Princes. And I do not remember that in our 


Books of Law I have read any thing concern- 
ing the Order of Knights with Addition, vis. 
Knights of the Honourable Order of the Gar- 
ter, Knights Bannerets , and Knights of the 
Bath. But1n the Statute 12 Hey. 8. cap. 13. 
it 15 enacted, That every Knight of the Gar- 
ter may have three Chaplains, whereof every 
one may purchaſe licence or diſpenſation, and 
receive, have, and keep two Benefices with 
cure of Souls : but they of this Order which 
I now treat of, are called Knights of the Spur, 
or Knights Batchelors. 

; Between Doctors of the Civil Law and 
Knights hath ever been queſtion for prece- 
dency , ſince either of them hath been in cre- 
dit in the Common-wealth: as may appear 
both by the Compariſon that Tully 7 nn be- 
tween Lucins Murena, a Knight of Rome, and 


Publius Sulpitius a Lawyer,-either of them 


ſtanding for Conſulſhip, in his Eloquent Ora- 
tion made for Murena; and many Diſputes 
of Bardal and Bardas, arguing the Caſe Pro 
and Con : which though it be diſputable in Fo- 
reign Parts ; yet here in England it is without 
Controverlie, and the precedency thereof is 
undoubtedly the Knights. But if they be both 
of equal degree of Knighthood, then it goeth 
by Sentority. The Opinion of- fome men late- 
ly hath been, That Knights Lieutenants (that 


is tofay) ſuch Knights as either have been 


Ambaſſadors in Foreign Parts, or Judges with- 
in the Realm , may and ought to 

their lives, precedency above men of their 
own rank after their Offices expire; and ſu 
Fudice hy eſt, not determined by Judgment. 
But admitting it ſo to be, by way of Argument 


in that caſe; yet the Heralds do deny that pri- 


viledge to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of 
es Juſtices of the Peace,who have their 
limited Juriſdition of Magiſtracy confined 
them: but the former are generally Magiſtrates 
throughout the Realm, and their employment 
concerneth the whole Commonwealth ; and 
having the publick Juſtice and Honour of the 


whole Eſtate committed unto them , do more

meritoriouſly draw trom- thence a- great re- 
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ſpe&t'ot Honour, according to the generality 
of their Admuniltration and Employments, 
which an interiour and more/ conuned Magt- 
trate cannot have. / 

The name of a Knight is a name of Dignt- 
ty , and a Degree, as 1s the name of Duke, 
Earl, &c. and in all Actions he ſhall be ſtyled 
Knight ; otherwiſe the Writ ſhall abate. 

A Knight alſo muſt be named by both his 
Chriitian and Surnames, as Sir A. B. Knight. 
But thoſe Degrees honourable that are made 
by Patent , may be named only by their Chri- 
{tian Names, and by their Title ot Honour, as 
Gilbert Earl of Shrewsbury: and that for two 
cauſes-; Firſt , becauſe of their ſolemn Creati- 
ons ( © nomen dicitur a noſcendo ; ) Secondly, 
there is'but one part of that Title of Honour 
within Eneland , and therefore 1t is certain 
what perſon he is ; but otherwiſe of Knights, 
as it is certainly known inthe 8 Ew. 4.24.4. 
And Pr:iſot, Chiet Juitice, faith, in the 32 
Hen. 6.2%. 6. That if an Eſquire be made a 
Knight, he loſeth his Name of Eſquire ; but 
though a Knight be made a Nobleman, or of 
any migher Degree, he doth {till retain the 
name ot Knight , and fo ought to be ityled in 
all Writs. | 

Alſo if a man do recover in an Action by the 
Name of John Stiles, Eſq; and afterwards be 
made a Knight, he muſi ſue his Sczre- Facras 
by the Name of Knight. 

And this name ſhall not die with him ; for 
if they were bound in an Obligation by the 
Nameof Gentlemen or Eſquires ,. and after- 
wards one is made a Knight, and dieth-, the 
Plaintiff in the Action to be brought againſt 
his Executors, mult name him Knight, other- 
wiſe the Writ ſhall abate. 

If a Grant be made to H. D Knight, when 
he is not a Knight, it is avoid Grant : but it 
it be a Feoffment with Livery, the”Livery 
maketh it good. It the Plaintiff or Deman- 
dant do in his Writ name the Defendant or 
Tenant Eſquire when he is a Knight, the Writ 
ſhall not only abate, but alſo the Plaintiffmay 
not have another Writ by Journeys ac- 
compr. 

But by the Statute made 1 Edw. 6. chap. 7. 


it is amongſt other things enacted, That atl- | 
beit any perſon or perſons, being Juſtices of 


Aflize, Juſtices of Goal-delivery, or Juſtices 
of the Peace within any of the King's Domi- 
nions,, or by any* other of the King's Com- 
miſſions whatſoever , ſhall have the fortune to 


be made or created Duke, Archbiſhop , Mar- | 


queſs, Earl, Viſcount, Biſhop, Baron, Knight, 
Juilice of the one Bench, or of the other, Ser- 


eant at Law , or Sheriff, yet that notwith- 


ſtanding he and they ſhall remain Juſtices and | 
wer and au- 


Commiſſioners, and have full 
thority to execute the ſame in like manner and 


. form as he or they might or ought to have 
done before the fame. By the Satute of 1 


— 


Hen. 5. chap. 5. it is enacted as followeth, 
That every Writ, Original of Actions pers 
ſonal, Appeals, and Indidments, and in 
which an Exzgzt ſhall be awarded to the 
names of the Detendants, in ſuch Writs, O- 
g1na], Appeals, and Inditments ſhall be made 
the Additions of their Eſtate, Degrees , &c. 
And a little after it is provided, That if the 
ſaid Writs of Actions Perſonal. be not accord- 
ding to the Record and Deed, by the Surplu- 
ſageot the Additions atoreſaid, that for this 
cauſe they are not. 

John S$iles Gent. is bound by Obligation 
to one J#. B. the Obligor is afterwards made 
Knight, the Bond is forfeited ; . B. by his 
Attorney drawcth a Note or Title for an Ori- 
ginal, according to the Defendants Degree , 
although it varies from the Original Specialty, 
as 1t ought to be made by the Statute ; But the 
Curſitor miſtaking , did make the Original on- 


' ly according to ſuch Addition as was ſpecified 
in the Obligation, omitting his Degree or 


Dignity, and the Entry of the Capras alias 
& pluris was according to the ſaid Original ; 

But in the Exzgzt and Proclamation, and En- 

try of it, the Defendant was named according 
to his Degree of Dignity : upon a Writ of Er- 
ror 'after a Judgment , doubt was, If this 
might be amended in another Court than 

where the Original was mide; and at the laſt 

it was reſolved by all the Court, That the Re- 
cord ſhould be amended by the Curſitor , and: 
made according to the Note and Title deliver- 
ed unto him by the Attorney. 

It appeareth in our Books of Law, that the 
higheſt and loweſt Dignities are univerſal ; for 
as if a King of a Foreign Nation come into 
England by his Majeſtie's leave (as it ought to 
be ) in this caſe he ſhall ſue and be ſued by the 
Name of a King ; So ſhall a Knight ſue or be 
ſued by the name of a Knight, whereſoever 
he received that Degree of Honour : But 0- 


therwiſe it is as if a Duke, Marqueſs, Earl, or 


other Title of Honour given by any Foreign 
ea Emperor, yea, although the King by 
his Letters Patents of ſafe Conduct do name 
hum Duke, or by what other Foreign Title of 
Dignity he hath ; For Experience teacheth 
that Kings joyned in League together by a 


certain mutual (and as it were a natural ) 
r of Monarchs ( according to the Law of 


Nations) have admitted one anothers Ser- 
vants, Subjects, and Ambaſſadors graced with 
the Title of Knighthood. Therefore though 
a Knight receive his Dignity of a Foreign 
Prince, he is foto be ſtiled in all Legal Pro- 
ceedings within England. And Kings were 


wont to ſend their Sons unto their Nezehbour 


Princes to receive Knighthood at their hands , 
thinking that it was more honourable to take 
Arms of ſome orher, left affection might ſeem 
to prevent Judgment, when the Father gave 


\them that Honour. Thus our King Henry the 
Second ſent unto David King of Scots, and

' Malcombe King of Scots unto our Henry-the 
Second, and our E/ward the Firſt unto the 
King of Caſtzle, to take of them Military 
Arms : For theſe terms and phraſes. rhey uſed 
in that Age for the Creation of a Knighr. 
And Knights in all ForeignCountries have e- 
ver place and precedency according to their Se- 
niority of being Knighted , which priviſedge 
is demied te Noblemen ; tor be they never 1o 
ancient, in Foreign Countries they thall go be- 
low, as Puiſnes. The Degree of Knighthood 
is not only a Dignity and Honour to the party, 
( tor ſo it is termed in Brook's Title Additions 
44-) but an Honour to the Kingdom : And 
therefore it hath been an ancient Frerogative 
of the Kings of rhis Realm, at their pleaſure 
to compel men of worth to take upon them 
that Degree upon payment of a Fine But we 
ſee by Experience in theſe days, that none are

compelled thereunto, and that is the reaſon, 


wheretore, it the Plaintiff be Knighted having 
the Writ, it ſhall abate, becauſe he hath chang- 
ed his name, and that by his own Act. 


And for that cauſe alſo, by the Common | 
Law, not only the King, but every Lord of a 


Mannor ought to have of every of his Tenants 
a reaſonable Aid ro make his eldeſt Son a 
Knight: And all Lands are ſubject to theſe 
Aids , except only ancient Demeſne, and grand 
and petty Serjeanty-Tenures, as the Law hath 
te2n anciently delivered: Andin Fo. Jhe/der 
131. where alſo its ſaid, one that wrote a lit- 
tle after the Statute of Weſtminſter the firſt, al- 

lows as a good barr to the Avowry, tor the 
Tenant to plead that the Father himſelf is no 
Knight; ſo that one not Knighted cannot claim 
this Ayd of his Tenants, Bran. cap.de prices 
de avers. 

- And it was at the liberty of the Lord to 
make more or leſs of his Tenants by the Com- 
mon Law in this Caſe ; bur by the ' Statute of 
Weſtminſter the firſt, Chap. 5: it is put in con- 
trary, v2. foraſmuch as betore this time rea- 
ſonable Aid to make ones Son Knight , or to 
marry his Daughter was never put 1n certain, 
nor how much ſhould be taken, nor at what 
time, whereby ſome levied unreaſonable Aid, 


_ and more often than ſeemed necef{ary, where- 


by the ___ were ſore grieved : It is provided 
hat from henceforth, of a whole Knight's Fee, 


_ there be taken but Twenty ſhillings; and of 
* Twenty pounds in Land holden in Soccage, 


Twenty ſhillings; and of more, more ; and of 


leſs, leſs ; afterthat rate. And that none ſhall ! 


levy ſuch Aid to make his Son a Knight, until 
his Son be of fifteen years old ; nor to marry 
his Daughter until ſhe be of the Age of ſeven 
years: And of that_there ſhall be mention 


made in the King's Writs formed on the ſame, 


when any will demandiit. 

_ Andif it happen that the Father, after he 
hath levied ſuch Aid of his Tenants, die before | 
he hath married his Daughter, the Executors 
of the Father ſhall be bound to the Daughter | 
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tor ſo much as the Father received for the Aid. 
And it the Father's Goods be not ſufficient, his 
Heir ſhall be charged therewith unto the 
Daugher. And this Aid 1s foincident, thar al- 
though the Lord do confirm unto the Tenant 
to hold by Fealty and certain Rent, and re- 
leaſe unto him all other Services and Demands; 
yet ſhall he have the Aid to make his eldeſt Son 
a Kmight.: Bur the King was not bound by the 
Statute aforementioned, becauſe the King was 
not named in the Statute: Therefore by the 
Statute 25 Edw. 3. chap. 11. the King's Aid 
were brought to a like value. 

The intention of the Law is, That an Heir 
until the Age of One and twenty years, is 
not able to do Knights Service. But ſuch a 
preſumption of Law doth give place to a_ 
Judgment of proof to the contrary, as Brg- 
cou ſaith, Srabitur preſumptiont, aonec probe- 
tur im courarium. And therefore when 
the King, who is the Sovereign Judge of all 
Chivalry, hath dubbed him a Knight, he by 
this hath adjudged him able todo him Krjght's 
Service, and all men are concluded to ſay the 
contrary to it : And therefore ſuch an Hetr be- 
ing made a Knight, either in the lite time of 
his Father, or afterwards during his minority, 
ſhall be out of Ward and Cuſtody both for his 
Land, and Body, and marriage by the Award 
of the ancient Common Law. By reaſon alſo 
that the Honour of Knighthood is fo great, 
that it 1s not to be holden under by any ; yer 
if the King do create ſuch an Heir within Age 
a Duke , Marqueſs, Earl, Viſcount, or ba- 
ron , by this he ſhall not be out of Ward and 
Cuſtody both for his Land and Body. And 
therefore it is propounded by the Statute of 
Magna Charta, chap. 3. Ita tamen quod /# ip- 
ſe, dum infra atatem fuerit, fiat miles, nhil- 
ominus terra remaneat in Cuftodia Domino- 
rum ſuorum. So that although ſuch an Heir 
within Age be made Knight, and thereby to 
this purpoſe is eſteemed as of full Age; yet 
the Land ſhall remain in Cuſtody of the Lord, 
till his Age of One and twenty years by the 
purview of the ſaid Act. 

 Queſt:on : If the Son and Heir of the Te- 
nant of the King by Knights Service, &c. be 
made Knight in Parig by the French King , 
whether he ſhall be out of Wardſhip after Yo 
death of his Father, orno? for thereby he is a 
Knight in England : Coke's ſeventh part , 6. 
2 Edw. 4. fol. tamen vide in Coke's ſixth 
part, 74. 6. mention is only made of Knights 
made by the King himſelf, or by his Lieute- 
nant in Ireland. But when the King doth 
make an Heir apparent within Age of a Te- 
nant by Knights Service a Knight in the life 
of his Anceſtor ; and after the death of his An- 
ceſtor the ſaid Heir being within Age, ſhall in 
this Caſe be out of Ward, and ſhall pay no va- 
lue for his marriage , neither ſhall the Lord 
have the Cuſtody of the Land;for in that Caſe, 


by the making of him Knight in the m_—_ 
his 
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tus Anceſtor, he is made of full Age; ſo that 
when his Anceſtor dieth, no intereſt, either 
in the Body, orin the Land, ſhall inveſt in 
the Lord ; but the Knight may tender his Li- 
very as1it he were of tull Age : And in that 
cale the King ſhall have premzer Serſin, as if 
he had been One and twenty years of Age at 
the time of the death of his Anceſtor, and not 
otherwiſe. For the Statute of Magna Char- 
ia doth not extend unto it; for the purview of 
it doth extend only when the Heir in Ward 
( infra etatem. ) is made Knight, then rema- 
act terra in Cuſtodia, oc. 

. But when the Heir is made Knight in the 
life of his Anceſtor , then the Cuſtody cannot 
remain, which never had any inception or el- 
ſence. | 

Alſo when the Heir , after the death of his 
Anceſtor, within Age 1s made Knight, if at- 
ter tender made to him he within Age do mar- 
ry elſewhere , yet he ſhall not pay the fortei- 
ture of his marriage ; for by the making lum 
Knight he is out of Ward and Cuſtody of his 
Lord, for then he ought tobe [uz Zurs', and 
may imploy himſelf in feats of Arms for de-- 
tence of the Realm,8&c. and therefore may not 
be within the Cuſtody of another ; and none 
ſhall pay any forteiture, but when after any 
refuſal he doth marry himſelf, during the time 
when he is under the cuſtody and keeping of 
his Lord : And this doth appear by the Statute 
of Merton, chap. 6. ſe mariturierit fine 
licentia Domini ſui , & ez conferet marita- 
gium ſuum , ©c. which words cannot be un- 
derſtood when he is out of Ward and Cuſtody, 
no more than when he is married after the Age 
_ of Oneand twenty years. Note hereby, that 
the King may prevent his Grantee , or other 
Lords , of the double value by Knighthood : 
Yet in ſuch caſe, preſently after the Heir 1s 
made a Knight after the death of his Anceſtor, 
the Lord may have a Writ de valore maritagit 
tor the ſingle. 

Alſo by the ancient Common Law of this 
Realm, if a Villain be made a Knight, he 1s 
immediately infranchifed : And if a Ribald, or 
a man of baſe birth and condition had ſtruck a 
Knight, by the ancient Law he ſhould haveloſt 
his hand wherewith he offended. 

But in France it was anciently adjudged , 
that when the Lord of a Villain had Knighted 
his Villain, being a Gentleman he became free, 
and had his Honour lawſully ; but if another 
Lord had Knighted him, nothing had been 
han y by it, for none could manumit him | 
but his Lord ; and till Manumiſſion or Knight- 
hood he had civil freedom for his. ground, but 
wa not capable of it, except by ah King on- 
6 was enacted by Parliament in the ſixth 
year of the Reign of King John, im hec wer- 
ba, RexVicecom. fc.

happen , by the Juſtices of Aſſize, and the 


Knights of the Shire; vide Weſtminſter 2. 


chap. 30. And by the Seven and tweatieth ot |

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ho Hen. 8. Henry Howard Farl of Surrey, 
on and Heir apparent of Thomas* Duke of 
Norfolk , was attainted of High Treaſon , 
and was tried alſo by Knights, Eſquires, and 
Gentlemen, and not by Lords or Peers of 
the Realm, becauſe he was not of that Dig- 
nity by Creation. 

Since the uſe of making every Earl firſt a 
Baron of ſome place ( which began, as moſt 
Writers treat, about the time of Henry 
the Eighth ) it hath been a Cuſtome to ſtyle 
their Heirs apparent Lords and Barons , with 
the Title -of their Father's Barony ( when 
Viſcounts, or Baron's Heirs apparent are only 
ſtyled Eſquires ;) but this is only a piece of 
Civility, and of meer faſhion; yet it is al- 
lowed of in Heraldry, with whom the Rule 


is, That the eldeſt Son of every one of a _

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ted Degree 1s as of the next Degree under | 


him , which may be applied to Dukes,Earls, 
and the like : But in Legal Proceedings they 
enjoy no ſuch matter, nor have by their be- 
ing Heirs Apparent any Prerogative of the 
greater Nobillty. 

And in caſe where a Peer of the Realm 
is party Plaintiff or Defendant in any ACti- 
on or Suit, if the Sheriff do not return one 
Knight at the leaſt to be of the Jury, the 
ſaid Noble Perſon may Challenge, and for 
that only cauſe quaſh the whole pannel. 

By the Statute of Car/z/le 15 Edw. 2. it 
was enacted, That he who levied @ Fine 
ſhould appear in proper perſon, to the in- 
tent that his Age, Idiocy, or other defect 
might be diſcovered by the Judges. Never- 
theleſs upon Impotency , whereby he cannot 
come in Court,two,or one of che Juflives, by the 
conſent of the reſt of the Juſtices, ſhall go unto 
him and take his Recognizance ; and if but one 
of them go , he ſhall take a Knight with 
him, and ſhall certtfie it in the Bench of 
Record, to the intent that all things inci- 
dent to the fine be examined by them,fand 


then the fine may be levied. But after this | 


good Statute, a worſe Cuſtom and Uſe hath 
come in place : For by a Dedimus poteſtatem 
out of Chancery to one Knight, and to a 
Juſtice of the Peace of the County in ſuch 
caſes, is procured and direfted to a Knight 
and two others, who perhaps be neither 
Knights nor Juftices , but perhaps men of 
ſmall eſtimation, and unto two or three of 
them, without ſaying Ozoram the Knight 
ſhall be one ;+and two of them without the 
Knight have taken the Recognizance of the 
Fine, 24:7. ror.

YraRiſe of omitting the interpofing of the u- | 


ual Service of Knights in this behalf hath 
been to many, and ſcandalous to the Law 
of the Land, they ſometimes taking Recog- 
nizances of a Fine from a Feme Covert, as 
if ſhe were ſole, and many times acknow- 
edged by Juſtices.

ft is 2 received Opinion, that Knights are 
excuſed from attendance at Leets, and Brzt- 
ton 29. 36. is cited to prove it. And by a 
large underſtanding of the intent and mean- 
ing of the Statute of Mar/brider, chap. 19. 
For the ancient Common Law had ſuch re- 
ſpect to the Degree of Knighthood, that they, 
nor their eideſt Sons, were compelled to find 
Pledges in the Leet or Law-days ; for the 


Statute of Marl6r74ge aforeſaid was not In- |

troduftiva nove Legs, for it was before 
the Conqueſt. And the Common Law is 
not by this Statute abridged. And by the 
Book called the Mirror of Juſtice, menti- 
oned in the Preface to Coke's nmih part, 
it is faid that Knights are excepted : Ando 
it appears that the practice was as well be- 
fore, as immediarely after the making of 
that Statute of Mar/bridge; and Interpretas 
tro Pratiica is a principal way and torm of 
Interpretation of Laws. The Lord Chancel- 
lor's Speech, in the Caſe of Poſtniti, fol. 58. 
And in Divinity, Praxs ſantforum 5, mnter- 


pretatio praceptorum, 1614.66. But a Knight, 


and all Superiors and Inferiors, are bound by 
Law to attend the County or Sheriffs Court 
wherein he dwelleth, and at his peril to 
take notice of the proceedings hereof : For 
if a Man be Outlawed of Felony at a Coun- 
ty Court, and one of the ſame County not 
knowing of the Felony doth receive him, 
he 1s Acceſſory. Alſo when the King doth 
Summon his Parliament , Writs ſhall be ſent 
to the Sheriff to make choice of Knights of 
every Shire in this form; Rex V:icecom.

of the Reaſons wherefore no Capias or Exi- 
gr lieth, againſt them for Debt or Tref- 
aſs. 
g But the Law hath not that Opinion of the 
Knights ſufficiency of Freehold : for he may 
be a Knight wirhout Land ; therefore , and 
then he 1s not to be returned of any Jury or In- 
queſt, howſoever he may be worthy and ſut- 
cient to ſerve the Commonwealth in Mar- 


ſhal Aﬀairs. The Wives and Widows of 
F-3 Knights 
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therefore ought to be repreſented by the Et- 
tigies of a Captain of a Troop of Horſe. 

I ſhall here ſet down the manner of ma- 
king Knights about the year of Chriſt 500, 
near which time King Arihur Reigned in 
England, as I find it in Sir Wi1/:am Segar's 
Book of Honour Military and Civil, page 53. 
where he ſaith, That a Prince being minded 
to make a Knight, commanded a Stage or 
Scaffold to be erected in ſome Cathedral 
Church in his Kingdom, or ſome ſpacious 
place near unto it, to which place the Gen- 
tleman was brought to receive that Honour; 
and being come , was forthwith placed on a 
ſilver Chair , adorned with green Silk. Then 
it was demanded of him it he were of a heal- 
thy Body , and able to undergo the Travel re- 
quired in a Souldier; alſo whether he were a 
man of honeſt converſation, and what credi- 
ble Witnelles he could produce to affirm the 
ſame. Then the Biſhop or chief Prelate of 
the Church took the Bible, and holding it 
open before the Knight in preſence of the King 
and all others, ſpake theſe words; $:r, you 
that deſire to receive the Order of Knight- 
hood , ſwear before God, and by thu Holy 
Book, that you ſball not fight againſt thu 
mighty and excellent Prince that now be- 
ſtoweth the Order of Knighthood upon you , 
unleſs you ſhall be commanded ſo to do in 
the ſervice of your own King; for mn that 
caſe , having jof yielded up the Collar, 

evice, and other Enſigns of Honour now 
recerved, it ſhall be lawful for you to ſerve 
againſt him , without reproach or offence to 
all other Companions in Arms. But other- 
wiſe doing you ſhall incur Infamy, and being 
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Knights in Legal Proceedings, and in Courts | 
of Juttice, have not the Title of Lady, as 
the Wives or Widows of Noblemen have ; 
yet by the Courteſie of Eng/and that Title 
15 given them. 

And if in any action they be not called 
Ladies, for that cauſe the Writ ſhall not a- 
bate for that Surpluſage, becauſe Domzrnais 
general to Women , as Domini to Men. So 
where Women after Fourteen years of Age 
are called Doming for Ladies or Dames ; and 
with us anciently marriageable Women were 
called Dominz; and in our old Engliſh Leets, 
Dames. | 

Firſt, Doming is often uſed for Women 
generally, as a ſpecial Honour for that Sex , 
being not out of faſhion at this day ; nor 
with the French; as alſo amongſt the 1:a/:- 
ans, Domina for them is familiar. But if the 

; be named enartt op or Baroneſſa , whereas 
ſhe is no Counteſs or Baroneſs in Law, then 
without queſtion the naming of her ſo ſhall a- 
bate the Writ. 

By the Statute of Magna Charta,chap.21.

Of Degrading of Knights. 


Egrading of Knights 1s not very cuſto- 
mary, Examples being ſeldom found, 
it being uſed only for great and notable 
Facts and Offences againſt radar and  Ho- 
nour ; as abſenting themſelves diſhonoura- 
bly trom their King's Service ; for leaving 
their Colours, and flying to the Enemy ; 
for betraying Caſtles, Forts, and the like 
hainous Crimes. 

The manner of Degrading a Knight hath 
been as followeth : When a Knight had been 
found thus diſloyal or corrupt, he was to 
. be apprehended, and armed Cap-a-pe, as 
if he was going to the Wars, was to be 
placed upon a high Scaffold made for that

purpoſe 1n the Church ; and after the Prieſt 


had ſung ſome Funeral Pſalms, as are u- 
ſed at Burials, as though he had been dead, 
firſt they take of his Helmet to ſhew his 
face, and ſo by Degrees his whole, Ar- 


'mour : then the Heralds proclaiming him a 


diſloyal Miſcreant , with many other Cere- 
monies to declate him Ignoble, he was 
thrown down the Stage with a Rope; and 
this was done about the time of King A4-- 
thur, as is affirmed by M/s, fol. $4. 

Alſo about the Degrading of Knights theſe 
things have alſo been uſed ; as the reveriing 
their Coat of Arms;by ſeizing of their Equipage

ther, he cauſed a Round Table to be made, 
from whence they took their Name ; which 
ſaid Table ( if you will believe the Inhabi- 
tants of Wincheſter) hangs up in their Caſtle, 
where they uſed to meet ; and the time of their 


meeting was at Whitſontide.

Noble Order.

theſe Knights ought to be ready in Arms to | 
anſwer him.

Sea, he or ſhe ſhould be graciouſly heard , 
and without delay one or more Knights ſhould 
be ſent to make Revenge: And that every 
Knight, for the advancement of Chivalry , 
jhould be ready to inform young Lords and 
Gentlemen. in the Orders and Exerciſes of 
Arms. 

For what I can find, there was no Robe 
or Habit preſcribed unto theſe Knights ; nor 
can I find with what Ceremony they were 
made ; neither what Officers did belong un- 
to the ſaid Order, except a Regiſter to re- 
cord all their Noble Enterprizes. + . 

Not to paſs over this Noble Arther , give 
me leave to repeat what I find mentioned of 
him by Sir W://zam Segar in the ſaid Chap- 
ter. This valiant Prince, not confining him- 
ſelf to the narrow limits of his own King- 
dom, left the Government thereof to the 
management of his Cofin Mordyed, and be- 
gan his Journey, or rather Conqueſt ( for 
in all places he found Fortune to favour him) | 
And after his many Victories gained of the 
Saxons, Scots, Norwegians, Romans , Sa- 
racens, and French; in the end, being la- 
den with Honour, hereturned into England, 
but found Mordred a Traitor , as uſurpin 
the Government, and obſtructing his Land- 
ing: But all that he could do was in vain; 
for being landed, he fled to Zondon, but 
the Citizens refuſing to give him Entrance,

| he went into Cormwall , where King Arihur 
gave him Battel , which proved untortunate 
to them both, for Mordred was ſlain by 
King Arthur, who was alſo deſperately 
wounded ; and after this wound *- rg ſay) 
he was never found alive or , Which 
made. the Poets to feign that-he was taken 
up into the Firmament, and there remaineth 
a Star amongſt the Nine Worthies : Which 
 phanſie is fourided upon the Propheſie of 01d 
Merlin, which'was his Counſel, and eſteem- 
ed as a Prophet ; who for many years before 
affirmed , That King Arthur, after a certain 
time, ſhould reſuſcitate and come unto C:r- 
Hon, to reſtore the Round Table. He wrote 
this Epitaph :

According to Andrew Favin, there was 
an Order of Knighthood called Knights of 
St. Thomas , which was inſtituted by King 
Richard the Firſt , after the ſurpriſal of the 
City of Acoy, and conſiſted of all Engliſh 


| men. Their Patron was St. Thomas Becket; 
| their Garment was white ; and their Enſign 


was a red Croſs charged in the midſt with 
a white Eſcallop. But 4. Mendo believeth 
that theſe Knights were rather ſome of thoſe 
which joyned themſelves with the Kn:ghts 
Hoſpitallers, for that they wore the ſame 
Habit, followed the ſame Rule, and obſer- 
ved the fame Cuſtomes as did the Knights 


of St. John of Acon.

And for their Religion, Charity, and Hoſpita- 
lity they began to become eminent ;-and 'ha-. 
ving took St. John Baptiſt for their Patron , 
they obtained the title or name of Brerhrer 
itallers of St. John Baptiſt of Jeruſalem : 


Then received they the regular Habit of black, 


with a white Croſs on the Garment near their 


left Shoulder, and vowed Obedience,Poverty, 


and Chaſtity. 

This Order is ſaid to be firſt inſtituted- in 
Amo 1099. by one Gerard of the Province of 
Tholouſe , a man of a holy life, and had large 

iviledges conferred upon them by King 


- Baldwin the firſt, who created them Knights, | 


and permitted them to uſe Arms, and to fight 
apainſt the Sarazens and Infidels for the De- 


| fenceof the Chriſtian Faith, and to be Guar- 


dians of the Holy Sepulchre. At this time 


they acknowledged their Obedience to the Pa- |

triarch of Jeruſalem ; but 


they obtained the favour of the Pope to be ab-

Gerard being dead, they elefted one Rai-

AT the year 1118. Hugo de Paganes, 
; Godfrey de St, Omer, with ſeven other 
Gentlemen,out of Devotion went into theHoly 
Land, where they determined to ere, and 
enter intoa Brotherhood ; and being come to 
7Zeruſalem, they conſulted what they ſhould do 
OR to the hazard of their agen; that 
ould be a ſervice acceptable to God, and 
og men: And being informed 
own of Zaffo there reſided ma- 
ny Thieves that uſed to rob the Filgrims that 
reſorted to the Holy Sepulchre, they reſolved 
to make the paſlage more free by deſtroying 
or diſperſing theſe Robbers. And for the en- 
couragement of theſe Gentlemen in fo good 
an undertaking, the King aſſigned them 
lodgings in his Palace adjoyning to So/omor's 
Temple, from which place they were called 
Knights Templars. 

And the King and Patriarch finding their 
Actions very ſucceſsful, furniſhed them with 
many neceſlary Proviſions : And although 
their charitable Service made them acceptable 
unto all, yer for the firſt Nine years they were 
in ſogreat a ſtrait, that they were forced to 
take the Charity of well diſpoſed people; how- 
ever there reſorted unto them many Chriſti- 
ans, ſo that their number was much encreaſ- 
ed. And there being all this while no Habit 
or Order aſſigned them, Pope Honorins , at 
the requeſt of Stephen Patriarch of Jeruſalem, 

reſcribed unto them an Order of Life, where- - 

y they were to wear a white Garment ; and 
Pope Enugenins added thereto a red Croſs ; and 
in the + Horny of the ſaid Patriarch they made 
their Vows of Obedience, Poverty, and Cha- 
ſtity, and to live under the Rule of Regular 
Canons of St. Auguſtine. Being thus entred 
into an Order, they elected an Head or Great 
Maſter; and in proceſs of time, through the 
daily encreaſe of their number, and their fa- 
mous enterprizes, not only for ſecuring the 
paſlages, but alſo for waging War both by Sea 
and Land againſt the Infidels, they became

aſſigned to them great Revenues to be ſpent 
in God's Service ; and in proceſs of time they

But 
in the end they found not the favour from the 
Pope as thiey expected ; for by htm,or through 
his conſent , upon ſome infamous crimes charg- 
ed againft them, their Lands and Pollefſions 
were ſeized upon, and otherways diſpoſed of, 
their Order ſuppreſſed , and they themſelves 
impriſoned, condemned ;-and cruelly - execu- 
red ; but according to' the Opinion of many 
Authors, they were unjuſtly accuſed by ſabor- 
nation of Witneſſes, meerly to gain their 
Revenues, which according to Dr. Hey/in, 
were excecding great, having no leſs than 
Sixteen thouſand Lordthips in Exrope. 


Knights of St. Lazarus. 


| His Order at the firſt Inſtitution was 
 } onlya Brotherhood of Religious Monks, 
and became an Order of Knighthood in or a- 
bout the-time of St. Ba/z/, being firſt inſtitu- 
ted upon a molt charitable account; to wit, to 
take care of- perſons infected with the Lepro- 
fie (which was a Diſeaſe very frequent in the 
Eaſtern parts) by reaſon of which they were 
ſeparated from the Society of men ; and had 
afligned to them a famous Hoſpital in 7eraſa- 
lem, called St. Lazaras, for the reception of 
Lepers. 


And through the incurſion of the Sarazens | 


and Barbarians in theſe parts, this Order was 
(as it were) extinguiſhed ; but when the La- 
tin Princes joyned together in a Holy League 


to expel them the Holy Land, theſe Religious 


Men entred intoa Martial Diſcipline, and per- 
formed great Service, infomuch that they 
gained great fame and eſteem of Ba/dwzn the 
tecond King of Jeruſalem, in whoſe time this 
Order much flouriſhed under the Government 
of a Great Maſter : And about the year 1150. 
they made their Vows of Obedience, Poverty, 
and Chaſtity beforelV:1/:am Patriarch of Jeru- 
{alem, and ſubmitted themſelves to the Order 
of St. BeneditF: They alſo conſtituted ſeveral 
Orders to be obſerved amongſt them ; v7. 
to' wear a green Croſs; and that all before 
they entred into this Knighthood, ſhould prove 
themſelves born in Wedlock of Chriſtian Pa- 
rents, and tobea Gentleman by the Fathers 
and Mothers ſide ; alſo to be of an unblamea- 


ble life and converſation , and to perform dai-

The Enſign which 
they wore was a red Croſs in form of a Sword, 
with an Eſcallop Shell on it, in imitation of 
the Badge of the Pilgrims that go to 7eruſa- 
lem tothe # 1oTY of St. James the Apo- 
file. | They elected one chief Governour,who 
was called Great Maſter, who with the Thir- 
teen other Knights had power to chooſe or re- 
move any Knight at their diſcretion ; and to 
make Statutes and Orders for the well Go- 
vernment of the ſaid Society at their Day of 
Meeting ( which is Annually ) on the Feaſt 
day of All-Saints in great State, having large 
Revenues to ſupport their Grandure ; this Or- 
der being eſteemed the chiefeſtin Spazr.

bit was a black Garment, having on the Breaſt 
a green Croſs ; and their firſt great Maſter was 
Ferdinando the Second ,: King of Leon and 
Galicia, about the year of our Lord 1 176.

Knights of Calatrava in Caſtile. 

T HIS ancient Order was firſt inſtituted by 

Don Sancho the third , King of Toledo, 
about the year of Chriſt 1158. and took its 
Name from the Caſtle Calaitrava, which is a 
Frontire both of Toledo and Caftile ; which 
place the Moors took upon their Victory they 
obtained againſt Dox Rodrigro King of Spain, 
in Anno 714. but after above Four hundred 
years continuance they were forced thence, 
and the place given to the Knights Templars 
by Don Alphonſo Emperor of Spain, to be 
maintained as a Garifon againſt the Incurſion 
of the Moors; but they .not being able to 
maintain and defend it, withdrew their Gari- 


ſon ; upon which , leſt the Moors ſhould be- 
come Maſters of it again, the King by his 


Charter gave the ſaid Caſtle and Village to one 


Don Raymund , formerly a Knight of great 
Fame, and then Abbot of St. Mary de Fitero, 
who fortified it, and began the ſaid Order. of 
Knighthood, which flouriſhed very much, and 
became exceeding powerful, ſo that the Moors 
durſtnot make any further Attempt. The Ha- 
bit that they wore was a black Garment, with 
2 red Croſs on their Breaſt,and had many great 
Priviledges, and as great Poſleſſions in divers 


places of Spain. 


Knights of Truxillo, or Trugillo. 


T HIS Order took its appellation from the 

City of Trug:/lo, ſeated in Eif#remadura 
in Spazn ; but as for'the time of its Inſtitution 
Writers are ſilent in ; but certain it is, oy 
werein being in the year of our Lord 1227. 
for one Don Arias Perez Dallego, then Ma- 
ſter of the Order, took this' City from the 
Moors, and there ſettled a Brotherhood of 
Knights and Prieſts, who lived after the man- 
ner of a Convent, but what was their Badge 
or Habit, and what Orders were obſerved a- 


monglt them, is alſo not certainly known.

T Heſe Knights took their riſe from the dit 
ſolution of the Knights Templars in Va- 


lencia, and were inſtituted by James the Se-. 


cond, King of Aragon and Valencia, in Anno 
1317. for the better defence of his Kingdoms 
againſt the Inroads of the Moors ; but were 
ſubje> to thoſe of Calatrava before ſpoken ot. 
The place aſſigned them for their abode was at 
Monteſa, where they had a Colledge built and 
dedicated to St. George by the Pope at the 1n- 
ſtance of theKing. The Statutes of theOrder are 
the ſame as thoſe of Calatrava; they vowed 
Cenjugal Chaſtity ; their Habit was whute , 
with a plain red Croſs; and their firſt Maſter 
was Guilielmus de Eril, a valiant Sonldier.

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Knights of St, Mary de Merced 


in Aragon. 


AMES the Firſt, King of Aragon , al- 
J though for his Conquelſts againſt the Moors 
was Surnamed the Invincible ; yet had he the 
ill fate to be a Priſoner to $;-m0x Earl of Mont- 
fort in France, where he ſuffered many trou- 
bles, and indured great hardſhip , which made 
him throughly ſenſible of the Miſeries the 
Chriſtians indured under the tyranny of the 
| Moors. Whereu 
| bleſſed Virgin Mary, that when he was freed 
from his Captivity , he would endeavour the 
Redemption of the Captive Chriſtians : And 
being ſet at liberty, he heaped up great Sums 
to be imployed accordingly ; and by the ad- 
vice of Raymond de Pemafurt his Confeſſor, a 
DominicanFrier, and Pedro Nolaſco a Noble 
Cavalier, he founded an Order of Knights in 
Barcelona, called 13 Neuva Merced, ſo na- 
med by the bleſſed Yu who in a Viſion ap- 
peared at one and the ſame time in one Night 
to the King, to Raymond, and Notaſco, giving 


this Order its Name, and direfting them in | 


n he made a Vow to the | 


the whole Inſtitution , becauſe of the great 
good which the Chriſtian Captives ſhould re- 
cetve by this means. 

'This Order was founded in Arno 1218. and 
their Feaſt day for the celebrating the ſame , 


was Annually on St: Laurence the Martyr in 


Auguſt. Their Habit was a Coat and Scapu-_ 
lar of Ordinary white Cloth , and garniſhed 
with Ribons arid Cordons, wherewith they 
faſtned it about their Necks ; and from the up- 
per part thereof was a Cap that covered half 
their Head, but the Monks wore their Coats 
and Scapulars much longer than the Knights. 
Theſe Knights profeſſed Conjugal Chaſtity, 
and Obedience to their Superiors. The firſt 
General or Maſter was Pedro Nolaſco, who 
was ſent into the Kingdom of Valencia to re- 
deem Captives; which Journey proved ſo ſuc- 
ceſsful, that in the ſpace of ſix years he ran- 
ſomed no leſs than Four hundred ; nor ceaſe 
they to ſend adroad their Agents to Alper, 
Fefs, and other places for Reon of Chri- 
ſtian Captives. And being an Order thus 
Charitable , great ſums of Money are Annu- 
ally collected and put into their Hands for that 
uſe ; and few die (of any account) in Spain, 
but bequeath a Legacy to this Order, infomuch 


that they have great Revenues,

HIS Order was erected by Lews the 

Eleventh in Azno 1469. whereinto him- 
ſelt, with others the moſt principal Peers of 
his Kingdom of France did enter. And the 
Reaſon that did occaſion the King to erect this 
Order, wasin memory of an Apparition of 
St. Michael upon the Bridge of Or leance,when 
that City was beſieged by the Englifb ; at 
which time ( as Hiſtories relate ) lived a cer- 
tain Maiden called Joan, of fo rare a Wit and 
Valour in Arms, that ſhe was reputed more 
than a mortal Creature, leading an Army her 
ſelf in the Field againſt the Erg/;b; for which 
good Service, when the Eng/z/b had vanquiſh- 
ed her Army, and took her Priſoner, they in 
Revenge cauſed her to be burnt for a Witch in 
the Market -place of Or/eapce, in which place 
is ſince erected a Conduit to ker Memory. 

This Order is ornified with a great Collar , 
whereto hangeth the figure of St. Mzchael. 
The Sovereign of this Order is the French 
King and his Succeſſors. The number of theſe 
Knights at firſt were Six and thirty, which of 
late years is much encreaſed, which doth much 
eclipſe its luſtre. The place of their general 
Ailembly was at the Church on s 5g St. M:- 
chael, every Michaelmas day. * To this Or- 
der belongeth a Treaſurer, Chancellor, Regi- 
ſter, and a Herald, named Monſanmichaele. 
Their Habit, as now uſed, is as followeth ; firſt, 
Doublet, Hoſe, Shoes, Scabard, with the band 
of his Cap and Feather all white , his Surcoat 
Cloth of Silver,with the Sleeves on ; over that 
a Mantle alſo of Cloth of Silver, tied over the 
right Shoulder, and turned up over the left , 
and bordered about with a rich embroidery of 
Cockles and Knots ; and over all the Collar of

Knights of St. Eſprit, or of the 


Holy Ghboſt. 


HIS Order was inſtituted by Hezry the 
Third of France in Anno 1578. in honour 
of Whitſunday, on which day, at an Aſſembl 


_ of Eftates General of Poland, together wit 

thoſe for the Dutchy of Z:thuanza, he was 
elected King of Poland; and afterwards upon 
' the ſame Day and Feaſt he was called and ac- 


cepted of for their King. _ 

- The number of perſons contained in this 
Order is ſaid tobe One hundred, beſides the 
Sovereign, which is always to be the King : In 
which ſaid number are comprehended fourCar- 
dinals, five Prelats, the Chancellor, Provoſt, 
Maſter of the Ceremonies,great Treafurer, and 
Scribe, who are called Commanders. ” 
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| Their Grand Feaſt is Anhtally celebrated 
the firit of January in the Church of the Au- 
guſtine Friers in Pars ; but if the King cannot 


be there preſent, then it is to be celebrated 


where he ſhall perſonally be, and in the great- 

eſt Church, there being divers Ceremomes to 

be obſerved by them in the celebration there- 

of, — 44 are ſer down by Sir Wll:am Segar, 
ag.

Z Their Robe is like that of St. Mzchaet,only 

of black Velvet embroidered all about wit 


Gold and Silver of Flower de lis, and knots of

Mantle of green Cloth of Silver, wrought over 
with the ſame manner of Embroidery , and 
both lined with Orange-coloured Satan : Their 
Hoſe and Doublet is white ; their Bonets black, 
with white Plumes : Their great Mantle they 
wear turned up over the lett Shoulder , and 0- 
pen on the right: And over all the Collar 
wrought of the ſame embroidery-Work , on 
which hangeth a Croſs with the figure of a 
Dove in the center thereof.

Knights of the Order of the Genet. 


HIS Order (by Favzn) is eſteemed the 
firſt in France, which was inſtituted a- 
bout the year of our Lord 726. by Charles 


Martel high Steward of France , in memory | 


of that famous Battel fought near Tours, where 
about Three hundred eighty five thouſand $z- 
razens and Moors , together with their Ge- 
neral Abdiramo, were ſlain; and the ſaid 
Charles to reward thoſe that valiantly beha- 
ved themſelves in the ſaid Battel, erected this 
Order of Knighthood , which conſiſted of Six- 
teen, to whom he gave Collars of Gold made 


of a Triple Chain, enterwoven with enamel- 


ed red Roſes, at the end whereof hung a 
Genet of Gold: enameled black and red upon a 
bank of Flowers fairly enameled. Aubertus 
Mer cus ſaith theſeKnights have other Enſligns 
belonging unto them; as a Ring after the man- 
ner of the Romans, and certain Habits for the 
Body. 
The reaſon why this Order was ſo called, 
was from a great many neat ſhaped Horſes. cal- 
led Genets, of which a great part of the Foun- 
ders Chivalry was ſaid to con(ift : But others 
fay it took its name from the great ſtore of Ge- 
net Furs taken among(t the Spoils of the Vi- 
ory. But this Order is now Extin&.

Knights of the Crown Royal a- 
mongſt the Frizons. 


1 HIS Order was erected by Charles the 
Great, Son of King Pepin,in Ano 802. 
for the rewardingand honouring thoſe amongſt 
the Fr:zoxs that had valiantly behaved them- 
ſelves in his Army againſt the ancient Saxons 
or Lombards, and to encourage others to ads 
of Heroick Vertue. | 

This Order took its name from its Enſign , 
v:2, an Imperial Crown, which theſe Knights 
uſed to wear upon their Breafts. They were 
inveſted with a Military Belt and a Box on the 
Ear. | 


Knights of our Lady of the Star, 


| HIS Order was inflituted by King Ro- 


bert 1n Anno 1022. in honour to the 
Virgin Mary,but was of no long continuance, 
being diſcontinued by King Charles the Se- 


venth, for that it was grown ſo common by 


the admitting into the Order perſons of no 
merit. Their Habit was Mantles of white Da- 
mask, lined with light carnation Damask, with 
Surcoats of the ſame ; and on the left ſide .of 
the Breaſt of the faid Garments was embroi- 
dered a Star of Gold; and on their Collar, which 
was much like that of the Order of the Gener, 
did hang the figure of a Star. The Ceremony 

of this Order was on the Nativity of the bleſ- 
ſed Virgin, who was their Patroneſs; and the 
place where it was kept, was at the Houſe of 
St. Owen, near St. Dens, in the ſaid Kingdom 
of France. 


Knights of the T biftle of Bour- 


bon. 


HIS Order was inſtituted on New- 
years-day 1370. by Lews the Second, 
Duke of Bourbon, for the corroborating his 
power and intereſt for the Aid of Charles Duke 
of Orleans,and of his two Brothers Phzlip and

LTHOUGH by the Civil| 
Law there be no Gentlemen of | 
Title under Knights, but all the

the reſt, as Eſquires and Gentlemen, all 
which give Enſigns of Coats of Arms, and | 
thereby are diſtinguiſhed from the meaner 
People ; in which reſpe&t Bartol”s Tratt de 
Enſo ues calleth them Noble : but yet of 
net.

Eſquire ſeemeth by the common Name 
we give him in Latin , to have his Original 
either for that he carried the Armour of 
the King, Duke, or other great Perſonage;

not diſpend ten pounds in his own right,

By the precedent diſcourſe of Knzghts 
Batchelors we underſtand, that all perſons 
by the common Law are compellable to take 
the degree of Knighthood, or to fine, if they 
are potieſt of ſuch an Eſtate as the King and 
his Council ſhall judge i to maintain that Port 
in their Country. And this annual Revenue 
deemed fit for that Dignity, and the fines im-

and certainly the beſt Eſquires, or at leaſt 
none under the Reputation of Gentlemen were 
compelled, although *twas at the King's og 
ſure: And therefore 1 Eaw. 2. Stat. ae Mili- 
tins, the Parliament (ſaith Sanderſon) more 
for eaſe of the Subject, than profit of the King, 
limited it to ſuch as had what, pounds per

Notwithſtanding which divers perſons made 
Friends, and took the Degree of Knighthood, 
which occaſioned the extinguiſhment of the an- 
cient Tax ; For many Eſquures by birth, wealth, 
and education, who bore the chiefteſt Offices 
of Honour and Truit in the Commonwealth , 
diſdained to ſloop or give place to thoſe new 
dubbed Knights, countenanced the Complaints 
of the common people againſt the Law it ſelf 
as & grievance, and prevailed fo far in the fol- 
lowing Parliament, to get it repeal'd, as you 
may ſee 17 Car.chap.20. Since which time the 
difference between the Degree of Knighthood, 
and Dignity of an Eſquire, conſiſts only in Ti- 
tle, a double rate in the Pole Tax,and priority 
of place, which (as I before noted) 1s often

a good Houſe ; tor they, more than any other, 
have a ſpecial care of their Nobility,and to.the 
preſcrvation of their Honour and Fame : For 
in theſe Inns of Court are ( or at leaſtwiſe 
ſhould be )) Vertues ſtudied, and Vices exiled ; 
ſo that tor the endowment of Vertue, and a- 
bandoning of Vice , Knights and Barons, with 
other States and Noblemen of the Realm, place 
their Children in thoſe Inns, though they de- 
fire not to have them learned in the Laws, nor 
to have them live by the practiſe thereof, but 
only upon their Parents allowance. 

You have heard how cheap Gentility is pur- 
chaſed by the Common Law : but if you look 
more ſtrictly unto the perfetion thereof, you 
will find it more honourable; for Gentlemen 
well deſcended and qualified, have always been 


of ſuch repute in England , that none of the 


higher Nobility , no nor the King himſelf, 
have thought it any diſparagement to make 
them their Companions. Therefore I ſhall 
ſet down the priviledges due unto them, ac- 
cording to the Laws oft Honour, as I tind them 
collefed out of Sir John Ferne, Sir William 
Jegar, Mr. Carter in his Analyſis of Honour , 
and other good Authors: It is thus found.

No Freeman is to be tried but by his equals, 
nor condemned but by the Laws of the Land.
